One of the chief storehouses of the 
wheels has been unearthed at Le- 

on the banks of the Drainage Canal,

, and “‘Viper’’ is expected to re- 


weal the whereabouts of others as well as 


mett of Harvey. Demmett is a slight, dap- 
per young man who conducts a bicycle re- 
pair shop at No. 451 Wabash avenue. Several 
Stolen bicycles have been recovered in his 
store during the summer by A. H. Radell 
and Detective Dick of the Central Station. 
He, however, stubbornly denies having had 
anything to do with receiving bicycles from 
“Viper.” The latter, on the contrary, as- 
serts he and his friends merely acted under 
instructions from Demmett. He paid them 
60 much, “‘Viper’” says, for all the wheels 
that were turned over to him. 

“Viper’’ exhibited his financtering ability, 


, according to his story, by finding customers 


for the wheels for Demmett and then get- 
ting a commission on the sale. In this way 
he made money on “‘both ends.’’ 


Other Exploits. 


Nor did the American Wheelmen’s Protec- 
tive Association escape young Tarver’s 
abilities as a thief and a financier. If any 
gf the bicycles turned in to him happened 
to be reported to the association he com- 
municated the fact he had located them, 
and on producing the wheels received a re- 
ward of $5 or $10. Manager’Sniffen of the 
A. W. P. A. says he never doubted‘ Viper’s” 
honesty, and so paid over the rewards with- 
out questioning him. From all these 
sources Tarver netted a handsome income, 
and lived like a Prince among his fellows. 

Through Tarver’s disclosures four stolen 
bicycles have been recovered at the “‘King 
B” bicycle store at Thirty-fifth street and 
Grand boulevard. A. H. Radell, dealer at 
No. 640 North Clak street, lost seven Thistle 
bicycles, several of which ‘Viper’ says he 
can locate. George Townsend, Forty-fourth 
street and Berkeley avenue, was relieved 
of two wheels by Tarver’s gang. These 
also will be recovered. 

‘*Viper”’ is pronounced by the police to 
be one of the smoothest of his class. He 
was escorted to Lemont on Friday by Po- 
licemen Cussen, Green, Doyle, and Hanes, 
and by J. H. Bawden, from whom the Ram- 
bler tandem was stolen. The first wheel 
found was a Derby Roadster. This is the 
property of L. L. Block, Forty-third street, 
and was sold by a negro named Thornton, 
a friend and agent of Viper’s, for $9. As 


DEALS IN BOGUS PIANOS. 


THOMAS C. EVERETT IS ARRESTED 
ON A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


He Is an Aged Man Who, It Is Declared, 


Has Existed for a Long Time by 
Swindling Ignorant and Poor Per- 
sons Out of Money, Supposed by 
Them to Be the First Payment in 
the Purchase of a Piano — Music 
Trade Has Been Looking for Him. 

For many months Thomas Everett, alias 
Cowley, an aged man, with a fondness for 
travel, has supported himself by swindling 
ignorant people under the representations 
he was the agent for two leading: Chicago 
piano manufacturers. He traveled, took 
orders, collected small amounts in advance, 
often dwelling with his patrons while he 
“‘worked’’ the neighborhood, and then van- 
ished. In his wake complaints invariably 
poured in upon Lyon & Healy and Lyon, 
Potter & Co. that the pianos ordered of 
them were not delivered. 

Mr. Everett is locked up at the Hyde Park 
Police Station as the result of a woman’s 
shrewdness. 

Several weeks ago Everett came into Chi- 
cago to look after his winter business. Dur- 
ing the cold weather he prefers canvassing 
in cities to braving the annoyances of coun- 
try travel. Being old and rather infirm—he 
has only two fingers on his right hand and 
partial sight in one eye—Mr. Everett with 
his mild and assuring ways easily won the 
confidence of the families he visited. With 
white shaggy hair and a venerable gray 
beard it was far from any one to suspect 
him. 

Has Been Exposed. 

The music trade press exposed him, but 
the people who became his victims never 
read such papers. His work was confined 
to the ignorant and those in humble circum- 
stances. Many of them doubtless never 
made complaints to the Chicago manufact- 
urers. 


JUSTICE CHOTT NABS’ A FOOTPAD. 


Arrests the Fellow in Act of Robbing 
. Another Man. 

Justice Chott of the Desplaines Street Po- 
lice Court went so far toward following the 
example of Justice Blume in dealing with a 
robber, early this morning, as to draw his 
revolver and scare the man. 

Instead of shooting him, however, he 
found it came\nearer meeting the exigency 
of the occasion to arrest him, and accord- 
ingly did so. 

His prisoner, who gave the name of John 
Connors, was locked up at the Desplaines 
Street Police Station. 

In another respect does Justice Chott’s 
experience differ from that of Justice Blume 
—his prisoner was holding up another man 
instead of himself. 

The magistrate was walking north on Des- 
plaines street about 12:30 o’clock, when he 
saw three men holding a fourth at the 
Adams street carner. He saw in a moment 
that it was a case of robbery and started to- 
ward the spot, drawing his revolver and or- 
dering the men to halt. Instead, they ran. 
Justice Chott chased one and caught him. 

The victim of the h@ldup disappeared when 
his assailants left him.

Fred Mahike, His Wife, Their Daugh- 
ter, and Her Little Child Found Un- 
conscious by Neighbor, Who Causes 
Passers-by to Break in Door—Etf- 
forts to Restore Sufferers Through- 
out the Day Unavailing—All Linger- 
ing Between Life and Death. 


Gas escaping from a coal stove almost 
wiped out the family of Fred Mahlke, No. 
O81 West Twelfth street, yesterday. But 
for the timely arrival of a neighbor they 
would have been asphyxiated. As it is, the 
baby may die. Their names are: 

Balder, Mrs. Emma, 21 years old, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Mahilke. 

Balder, child of Mrs. Emma Balder, 1% years old. 

Mahlke, Fred, 74 years old. 

Mahike, Mrs. Fred, 72 years old. 

The family retired at 9:30 o’clock on Friday 
evening, when Mr. Mahlke had finished fill- 
ing an old coal stove with fuel. When the 
family did not appear at the usual hour yes- 
terday morning Mrs. Glock, who operates 
a bakery-shop in front of the Mahlke resi- 
dence, became alarmed. 

She went to the front door of the Mahlke 
residence and after repeated knocks found 
she could not arouse the occupants. Fearing 
something serious had happened she pro- 
cured the assistance of several passers-by, 
whom she led to the door. When it was 
broken in the odor of escaping gas was so 
strong Mrs. Glock fell to the floor from its 
effects and was conveyed to the open air. 

Here she soon recovered, and as Mrs. 
Mahlike was being carried from her bed- 
room she again entered the house and 
snatching the sleeping child from Mrs. 
Balder’s side ran with it to her store, where 
the apparently dead infant was deposited 
on a couch cnd medical aid summoned.

They can be purchased there at prices within 
the reach of the poorest laborer. The col- 
ored ‘400’ are all mounted on high-grade 
wheels. A complete and thorough investi- 
gation of this nest of thieves will be made at 
once, and it is expected thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property will be turned over to the 
rightful owners. 

The Drainage Canal police system has as- 
sured its hearty codperation in bringing to 
justice the freebooters who have been prey- 
ing upon Chicago wheelmen. 

A miscellaneous collection of Ramblers, 
Thisties, Waverlys, Decker Specials, Vic- 
tors, and Derbys is now at the Fiftieth Street 
Station. For nearly all of these owners 
have already been found. 

The men now under arrest will be brought 
before Justice Clarke, at Fifty-third and 
Lake streets, on Tuesday. 


ROBBED OF $130 AND HIS WATCH. 


W. T. Goss Knocked Senseless by Bru- 
tal Highwaymen.

Frank Petersburger Has Both 
Crushed, but May Recover. 

While attempting to cross the Northern 
Pacific tracks at Ashland avenue and Fif- 
teenth street yesterday afternoc * Frank Pe- 
tersburger, a 10-year-old boy, was struck 
on the head by the crossing gate, which was 
being lowered, and was thrown under a 
passing train. Both his legs were crushed. 

His younger brother, Louis, 8 years old, as 
soon as he saw Frank fall, seized him by the 
collar and tried to pull him out of danger, 
but was too late. 

The train, No. 39, drawn by engine No. 23, 
did not stop. Railroad men took the boy to 
the station and his parents were notified. 
He was carried to the County Hospital, 
where the physicians thought he might re- 
cover, although the chances were unfavora- 
ble. Amputation of the right leg was found 
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It happened, though, Mr. Everett called 
last week on Mrs. William E. Pleasant, in 
Ingleside avenue, whose husband works for 
Lyon, Potter & Co. She had heard of the 
swindling agent with white hair and con- 
cluded ‘this was the fellow. Under the 
promise of buying a piano, she induced him 
to call a second time yesterday morning. 
When the imposter returned, Detective 
George Dickinson was in the parlor waiting 
for him. The old man seemed to realize that 
his game was played and lost as he entered 
a cell in the Hyde Park Station. 


“Agent”’ Everett is supposed to have had . 


a successful season in Chicago. The police 
say forty complaints have been made 
against him. Each swindle was usually 
small, ranging from $2 to $5, so that no 
great effort would be made in any case to 
capture him. 

During the last summer he worked Iili- 
neis, Michigan, Wisconsin, and lowa with 
encugh energy to have made money in any 
regular business. At Dubuque, Ia., Detroit, 
Mich., and Dixon, Freeport, and Rockford, 
Ill., his cheap sales of fine pianos made his 
trade thrive. It is said he offered the best 
Pianos for sale “‘from $50 to $75, freight 
paid, and twelve lessons given upon receipt 
of each piano by Dominican Sisters.” 


Mr. Healy Knows Him. 

“This swindler has given us untold an- 
noyance,”’ said P. J. Healy of Lyon & Healy 
last evening. ‘‘He must have been passing 
himself off as an agent nearly two years. 
We have received twenty-five or more com- 
plaints in recent weeks from his victims 
outside of this city and I was told today as 
many more were sent to Lyon, Potter & 
Co. Doubtless a large part of those swindled 
get ashamed of being imposed on so easily 
and let the matter drop. Others are per- 
sistent, however, and insist that we sold 
them pianos and collccted first payments. 

“Everett’s methods were cunning. He 
used no order blanks, but gave receipts on 
plain paper, signing himself variously 
Thomas Cowley Sr., Thomas C. Everett Sr., 
Thomas Everett Cowley, and other like com- 
binations. He never signed the correct 
names of either this firm or Lyon, Potter & 
Co., but traded upon both companies’ repu- 
tations and then compounded their names 
into Lyon, Healy, Potter & Co. and other 
combinations. Sometimes he signed Lyon 
& Healy simply, which, however, may give 
him the chance to defend himself against 
charges of forging the fame of our company. 
But he cannot escape earnest prosecution 
on charges of swindling.”’ 

Everett was booked at Hyde Park upon 
the charge of disorflerly conduct, but he 
will be turned over to the Rogers Park 
police, who hold three State warrants for 
him. Among his Chicago victimsare George 
J. Smith, a city detective. Van R. Liv- 
ingston, correspondent of Lyon, Potter & 
Co., notified Harvey C. Freund, editor of 
Freund’s Musical Age, New York City, of 
the arrest, as he has been active in exposing 
the swindler. There will be a united prose- 
cution of these cases by everybody inter- 
ested.

COLD AND WARM WAVES COMING. 


Good Winter Weather Promised Today 
and Less Cold Thereafter. 

St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 18.—[Special.]—The 
cold wave which has been hanging over the 
extreme Northwest for four or five days has 
at last moved eastward and is central north 
of Minnesota, with its influence dipping into 
this State. An area of low barometer is 
forming in the Northwest and will in time 
bring pleasanter weather, but not before 
Monday or Tuesday.

Three weeks ago Maladis Contos and Her- 
man Lauer, Greek and German boys who 
work in Norton Bros.’ tin factory, had a 
fight. It didn’t amount to much, but the out- 
come waa unsatisfactory to the adult Greeks 
and Germans who work in the same place. 
Consequently ever since there has been a 
rumor of war between the two factions. 


Greeks Get Reinforcements. 

There were only eleven Greeks, however, 
in the place, and there were twenty-five 
Germans. So unless the Greeks could be re- 
inforced they knew it was uséless for them 
to declare war. News of the trouble was 
told in Chicago, and seven warlike Greeks 
enlisted and went.to Maywood to help out 
their countrymen. They reached Maywood 
yesterday morning and loitered around the 
factory until closing time, which wus 3:30 
o’clock in the afternoon: 

The Germans live in Melrose Park, near 
Maywood, and were in the habit of walking 
home. The twenty-five started up the rail- 
road track as usual, and when they got to 
Ninth avenue and Railroad street’ found 
they were followed by the Greeks. The Ger- 
mans knew the time had come for the threat- 
ened battle, and formed a hollow square, 
On carne the Greeks, growling, muttering, 
and picking up coupling pins, rocks, and any. 
old thing they could lift, while those who 
had knives drew them. They soon faced the 
band of Germans, and then the battle was on. 

First Shot a Brick. 

The first shot fired was a brick, whicha 
Greek threw into the midst of the Germans. 
It didn’t hit anybody. The Germans re- 
treated. They got to the middle of the 
street, but close behind them came the 
Greeks, preparing to fire another volley. 
This time they let drive a shower of bricks, 
stones, and sticks, but nobody was seriously 
hurt. ‘This was the end of the first attack 
and then both sides rested for a moment, 
each expecting the other to make another 
rush, 

Then came the Irish volunteers, James 
“Mahoney and Fred Burns. They joined the . 
German army, and their presence served to 
renew hostilities. 

In a minute the fight wasrenewed. There 
was no parleying, no threats, no idle talk 
about arbitration or flags of truce. The 
Greeks wanted war, and they went at it with 
a will. They closed in on the Germans and 
beat them back to the opposite sidewalk, 
with Burns and Mahoney in the front rank, 
each doing his best to whip a half dozen 
men. The-odds though were too great and 
they failed. 

Ireland Fights Gallantly. 


Two Greeks tackled Mahoney and beat 
him on the head, one using a coupling pin 
and’ the other a sharp piece of brick, and 
when he fought his way back to his com- 
rades it was found he had been cut in two 
places on the head and once on the left 
cheek. Meantime Burns, the other Irish 
volunteer, was trying to hold his own against 
five Greeks. He escaped more fortunately 
than his comrade, but not without cuts. 
Two gashes on the back of his head showed 
where he had been belabored with a brick 
and there was a contusion on the left side 
of his face, :

MISS BARTON AND HER COMPANIONS 
GOING TO ARMENIA. 


Red Cross Society Will Attempt to Ex- 
ecute Its Mission of Charity Despite 
the Recent Pronunciamento—Will 
Sail from New York on Wednesday 
Next—Washingaton Officials Seek a 
Definite Statement from the Sultan 
as to His Position. \ 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—It was _au- 
thoritatively announced tonight that the 
American Red Cross Society would execute 
its mission of going to Turkey in behalf of 
the suffering Armenians. 

Miss Clara Barton, President of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, and members of her per- 
sonal staff will sail from New York on 
Wednesday next, the date originally de- 
cided upon, en route for Turkey. 

No word has yet been received from Min- 
ister Terrell at Constantinople. Miss Bar- 
ton felt, however, it was desirable to start 
ing to her original program, without 

cipating the possibility of being stopped. 

Herant M. Kiretchjan, the General Sec- 
retary of the Armenian Relief Association, 
is in Washnigton to endeavor to stir Con- 
gress to some action to relieve the condi- 
tion of his countrymen. He says the United 
States for the sake or civilization should 
endeavor to ihnterpose between the Turkish 
Government and its victims and stop further 
massacres, 


WITH A STATEMENT FROM SULTAN. 


Facts Regarding Hed Cross Dental to 
Be Brought to Light. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—Secretary 
Olney telegraphed Mirister Terrell at Con- 
stantinople yesterday, instructing him to as- 
certain definitely and finally the decision 
of the Turkish authorities upon the question 
ot the admission of the Red Cross Society 
into Armenia for the distribution of the re- 
lief funds among the destitute natives, but 
has received no response. Miss Clara Bar- 
ton of this society was at the Capitol today 
in conference with Senators Hoar and Cul- 
lom with reference to her proposed expedi- 
tion, but she said at the close of the con- 
sultation that the whole matter was in such 
a state of doubt as to render it inadvisable 
to discuss her plans. 


FIFTEEN THOUSAND DEATHS THERE 


Reports of Fatalities in Armenia Are 
Eeclicved te He Understated. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 18.—In a letter just re- 
ceived the Rev. H. N. Barnum, D. D., of Kar- 
poot, Eastern Turkey, where property of the 
American Board was burned, says that re- 
ports have been secured from 176 villages 
in the vicinity of Karpoot. These villages 
contained 15,400 Christian houses. Of this 
number 7,054 have been burned and 15,845 
persons are reported killed. Dr. Barnuin 
adds: “The reality, I fear, will prove to be 
much greater.’’

INTEREST IN NEW LAW FOR WOMEN. 


Designed to Redress the Admitted 
Wrongs of the Working Classes. 
ISPECIAL CABLE.] 

‘Londén, Jan. 18.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.|—Miss Edith Lan- 
chester, the girl of good family who went 
off to live with her fellow-clerk in contempt 
of all ceremony of marriage, was adjudged 
insane and committed for a day because 
she failed to see that if she had a lot of chil- 
dren and was abandoned by her companion 
she would be any worse off than a married 
woman under similar circumstances. She 
argues, like a woman, that it is a point not 
worth bothering about because it will never 
happen. 

A new law called the married womén’s 
protection act has just gone into effect in 
England, and the ‘‘Queen” has this to say of 
it: 

“It was intended principally to redress an 
‘admitted grievance of married women of the 
working classes. It only too often happens 
that a laborer or artisan, after marrying a 
woman and making her the mother of three 
or fouf children, will quietly walk off on the 
pretense of looking for work, and, even if 
his wife discovers his address, will refuse 
to return to her. Or, worse case still, it 
may please him to stay at home, and, while 
drinking all he earns, spend whaf leisure 
. he has to spare in thrashing ‘his wife and 
. children. 

“For these and similar vagaries of the 
drunken or roving husband the wife has had 
no certain remedy except at an expense in 
law costs obviously beyond the means of 
a working woman. The new statute reme- 
dies this shameful defect. For certain spe- 
cified offenses on the part of her husband a 
woman may now apply to any police court 
for relief and obtainit. The offénses include 
aggravated assaults, persistent cruelty, de- 
sertion, and neglect. to provide for the wife's 
maintenance or for the maintenance of the 
children. Provided that any of these offenses 
- have been committed the magistrate may 
make an order which will have the full 
effect of a decree of judicial separation. 
He may further order the husband to pay 
to the wife or to pay into court for the bene- 
fit of the wife a weekly sum of not exceed- 
ing #2 ($10). Finally, if the magistrate so 
orders, the woman will become entitled to 
oo, * rua of the children up to the age 
° | 

“In certain sections of society—it is to be 
hoped not very extensive,’’ says this journal] 
for women, “ this new law will constitute a 
small social revolution.” 

Effective Remedy for a Wife. 

“The wife, who has hitherto been com- 
pelied to submit to all the cruelties of a bully, 
or to her children starve while her hus- 
band idles, will now have close at hand a 
sharp and effective remedy. That the rem- 
edy will act not merely as a punishment, 
but as a deterrent, may surely os assumed. 

“But, though the new act was thus intend- 
ed ecially for the benefit of working wom- 
en, t is good ground for believing that 
it will be uped to a considerable extent by

Fatls to Work in Practice. 

In the same court a Sergeant-Major’s wife 
complained that her husband left her with- 
out her permission to stay with a female 
relative. From his new abode he wrote to 
her that he would not receive her again. ,He 
sold the furniture of their home and went 
off with his regiment. The magistrate de- 
clined to grant a summons on this com- 
plaint. 

The next woman complained that her hus- 
band left her and went away whenever he 
pleased. 

“Lots of husbands do that,’’ said the mel- 
low-hearted magistrate. 

“But he beats me,”’ saidthe wife. 

‘‘Wait till he does it again,’’ said the court, 
“then come to me next day.” 

To Southwark Court came the wife of a 
box-office clerk in a theater. Her husband 
had beaten her frequently, had sold her 
furniture, leaving her in bare rooms, and 
deserted her for what, at that time, was 
three weeks. In that period he sent her 
fifteen shillings, or $3.75, and to support her- 
self and children she pawned every orna- 
ment she possessed, including her wedding 
ring. While they were together her husband 
had been arrested for beating her and she 
had agreed to accept separation and support 
from him, but he managed to avoid signing 
the papers procured by the court. 

Lets the Husband Off. 

In this case the magistrate said the case 
came within the act, but as the unfortunate 
husband was out of work he would adjourn 
the case and have the man sign the original 
separation papers at a later time, presum- 
ably when he felt able to afford the luxury. 

At the Thames court a drinking man was 
complained of. He was in the habit of beat- 
ing and maltreating his wife. On the last 
occasion he punched her on the arm and 
head and kicked her legs, though she was 
in a delicate condition. The husband’s law- 
yer agreed that as both husband and wife 
were young there was no necessity for a 
separation. The magistrate said the assault 
did not justify him in granting a separation. 

At the North London Folice Court came up 
the case of a man who abandoned his wife 
and boy in 1886, since when she had support- 
ed herself. The husband, under cross-ex- 
amined, averred that during the ten 
years after he abandoned her she, on one 
occasion? committed an act of infidelity with 
another man. “But,” he said, ‘“‘she was 
tempted at a time when she wanted food 
for herself and child.”’ She was now a ma- 
chinist and had always been of excellent re- 
pute. 

“Staying Out Late” as a Cause. 

A well-dressed woman from Walton street, 
Chelsea, asked Mr. De Rutzen, at Westmin- 
ster, if the new matrimonial causes act ap- 
plied to her case. Her husband had started 
in coming in late again, and when she threat- 
ened to leave him on this account he said: 
“Very well, I should only be too pleased.’’ 
As he walked into a good home belonging to 
her when she married him she desired to 
know whether she could take away some of 
the furniture and obtain a small allowance. 
The magistrate asked, ‘“‘You are still living 
with your husband?’ Applicant said she 
was until Tuesday, but she could not stay 
with a man who threatened to end her ca- 
reer with a hammer or chopper. Mr. De 
Nutzgen refused to grant a summons, but di- 
rected that the applicant’s husband be cau- 
tioned by a warrant officer. 

Falls to Protect Married Women. 

There is no need for further illustration of 
how the new married women’s protective act 
fails to protect married women. I submit 
these facts, all taken from the greatest and 
most reliable newspaper in England, to the 
consideration of those who are noticing the 
trend of thought concerning marriage and 
the relations of men and women.

EMPIRE’S SILVER JUBILEE 


UNITED GERMANY CELEBRATES ITS 
TWENTY-FIFTH BIRTHDAY. 


Magnificent Procession Parades the 
Streets of Berlin—Festivities Par- 
ticipated In by All the Dignitaries 
of the Empirein the White Hall— 
Grand Banquet Graced by the Im- 
perial Presence in the Evening— 
Kaiser Speaks’of the Need for Navy. 

Berlin, Jan. 18.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.}|—For once Berlin weather 
prophets were all wrong. They had pre- 
dicted genuine Kaiser weather today, the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the proclama- 
tion of the German Empire, but though the 
day dawned clear, a chilly fog and drizzling 
rain set in early and continued until late in 
the evening. 

Another bitter disappointment was the 
absence of the real founder of the empire, 
the ex-Chancellor, Prince von Bismarck, and 
of the venerable Field Marshal, Count von 
Blumenthal, the surviving hero of the 
Franco-Prussian war. All this, however, did 
not interfere with the carrying out of the 
elaborate festival program which had been 
carefully planned for the day. 

As was prophesied, there was much dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the populace over 
the rigorous police regulations. Vehicles 
and pedestrians were barred from the streets 
on which the big parade and the princely 
procession marched. Only those who could 
afford to rent window space along the Lust- 
garten, Unter den Linden, the Friedrich- 
strasse, the Operahaustrasse, etc., had the 
good luck to see a glorious picture. 

The press did not fare much better than 
the public, only two representatives being 
permitted to see the festivities in the 
Schloss. 

Most important Of all the fétes in the city 
today were, of course, the imperial cere- 
monies in the White Hall during the day 
and the Schloss banquet in the evening. 

Ministers and Generals, 

Before the ceremonies proper all the Im- 
perial and Prussian Ministers and men of 
great prominence in the empire were assem- 
bled in the picture museum of the palace and 
were finally ushered into the White Hall. 
The Generals took their positions opposite 
the throne, to the left stood the Ministers, 
and to the right the other invited guests. 

A few minutes after this assembly had en- 
tered, most of them in glittering uniforms, 
the coming of the Kaiser was announced by 
the Chancellor, 


and standards and by courtiers bearing thre 
imperial scepter, crown, sword, etc., upon 
cushions. 

Immediately after the Emperor was seat- 
ed on the throne he delivered 
have been a carefully prepared address, 
peaceful in its tone.

“Tf Germany desired to retain its posi- 
tion in Europe it must be armed in order to 
be able to support its voice on sea as well 
as on land. It was, therefore, imperative 
that it should complete its naval armaments 
and increase its fieet.’’ 

After the dinner the Emperor and Em- 
press imxed with the guests in the galleries. 
His Majesty ordered that each guest should 
receive a fae-simile of his grandfather's 
autograph telegram to Empress Augusta 
announcing the fall of Sedan. 

Among the many subjects knighted today 
was Admiral Knorr. A new order has been 
created in honor of this occasion, the de- 
coration consisting of a gold portrait of the 
Emperor's grandfather, William I., with the 
inscription ‘“‘In Memory of William the 
Great.’” The decoration is to be worn upon 
a neck-chain. The first recipients of the 
order were the Emperor, the Empress, ex- 
Empress Frederick, the Grand Duchess of 
Baden, the King of Saxony, Countess Wal- 
dersee, Prince Bismarck, Dr. Miquel, Min- 
ister of Finance; and Freiherr von Berlepsch, 
Minister of Commerce. 

The Emperor has bestowed thé order of 
the Black Eagle upon hig former Ministers, 
Camphausen and Delbrueck. 

Thousands of congratulatory telegrams, 
cablegrams, and letters were received dur- 
ing the ony: 

Prince Luitpold, regent of Bavaria, sent 
an elaborate dispatch. Prince Bismarck 
sent his telegram only after he had received 
the Kaiser’s autograph letter. He also re- 
ceived numerous epistles of congratulation. 

Besides the imperial ceremonies in the 
White Hall of the Schloss there were many 
feasts and ceremonies, public and private, 
throughout the city. Prof. Weinbold de- 
livered an oration*in the university this af- 
ternoon, and the Academy Glee Union gave 
a concert. 

This evening 2,800 students met at a ban- 
quet at the Friedrichstein Brewery, and 
there was also a veterans’ banquet at the

HE IS INVITED TO SUCCEED GEN. 
CAMPOS IN CUBA. 


His Appointment Is Announced in Ha- 
vana, but Madrid Dispatches Say No 
Definite Action Will Be Taken Until 
Today—He Is the Choice of Gen. 
Polavieja, Who Was Said to Have 
Been Chosen—Campos Bids Farwell 


to His Army. 

Madrid, Jan. 18.—Sefior Canovas del Cas- 
tillo, the President of the Council of Minis- 
ters, has received the following dispatch 
from Marshal Martinez de Campos: 

“T consider your telegram as an order, but 
I ought to state that I have not given my 
resignation. I have no sense of failure. I 
am the first to congratulate the government 
upon its decision which, perhaps, will avert 
disagreements which do not affect me and 
might be hurtful to Spain.” 

Gen. Polavieja, whose name has been men- 
tioned as the probable successor of Gen. 
Campos, had a conference today with the 
President of the Council of Ministers, Sefior 
Canovas del Castillo. The General expressed 
himself as favoring the appointment of Gen. 
Valeriano Weyler as Captain-General, and 
in consequence the latter Was sentfor. Gen. 
Weyler will arrive here tomorrow, when the 
question of Gen. Campos’ successor will be 
definitely: settled. 
immediately to Spain. 

Appointment Announced in Havana. 

Havana, Jan. 18.—The Civil Governor ofthe 
Province of Havana, through his Secretary, 
Seflior Francisco Calvo Munez, and the chief 
of the Treasury Department, Sefior Miguel 
Cabezes, admitted late this afternoon that 
they have received cable messages from 
Madrid annnouncing that a successor to 
Marshal Martinez de Campos will be ap- 
pointed in the person of Gen. Valeriano Wey- 
ler, and that they are to expect his arrival 
shortly at Havana to assume the duties of 
Governor-General of Cuba and General-in-

Campos appeared to be in vigorous health. 
His manner was unassuming and cordial. 
Speaking for the correspondents one of their 
number said: ‘ 

“Gen. Campos, we have called wpon you 
on the eve of your departure to thank you 
for your many courtesies extended to us 
since we have been in Havana. We should 
be glad to know whether you care to make 
any statement concerning Spanish and 
Cuban affairs to the people of the United 
States.”’ 

Gen. Campos smiled and said: 

“Gentlemen, ] am very glad to meet the 
correspondents of the American newspapers. 
I can assure you that you have nothing to 
thank me for. I have simply done my duty. 
It has always been my earnest desire to give 
you every facility within my power. 

‘What has happened here is not extraor- 
dinary—I refer to my retirement. I am a 
man who for years has been very prominent 
in the affairs of my country, and, during my 
career as a public man, have naturally had 
oceasion to make a few enemies, not will- 
fully, but in the natural course of events. 
That is the way with politics and with 
parties—they have their ups and downs. 


Hopes for Saccess. 


‘During my more fortunate days my 
countrymen have crowned me with many 
honors. Now that I have been less success- 
ful in my efforts it is not unnatural! that I 
should suffer from the consequences of the 
reaction against the present government. 
I have not a word to say on that. I have 
warm friends whom I love very dearly. I 
am not a man with such a longing to hold 
an office that I leave it with regret. I cer- 
tainly hope the man who comes after me 
will be more fortunate than I have been in 
Havana. Public opinion seemingly has not 
been united in my support. I refer to the 
people 4vho have been doing the talking.

GEN. CAMPOS MAY SAIL ON MONDAY. 


Lieut.-Gen. Marin Now in Charge of 
the Palace.

Havana, Jan. 18.—[Copyright, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.|—A large number of 
residents of the City of Havana called upon 
Gen. Martinez Campos today to pay their 
respects. The retiring Captain-General re- 
ceived his visitors today in the capacity of 
a private citizen. 

It is believed he will sail for Spain on Mon- 
day. Lieut.-Gen. Marin is now in charge of 
the Captain-General’s palace. A great many 
changes are expected in the Military Depart- 
ment. 

There is considerable talk intimating that 
Gen. Polavieja will be sent here from Spain 
to act as Governor of Cuba and Commander- 
in-Chief of the Spanish forces. Dispatches 
from Madrid say the consensus of opinion 
there is that the superseding of Gen, Campos 
will greatly improve the situation in Cuba. 

The military journals of Madrid censure 
Gen. Campos and declare his splitting up his 
100,000 followers into small sections to pro- 
tect rural property has been the chief cause 
of the extension of the Cuban revolt. 


PLEASED THAT CAMPOS LEAVES. 
Members of Cuban Propaganda Say It 
Will Help the Cause. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—{Special.]—All 
the members of the Cuban propaganda here 
are delighted at the resignation of Captain- 
General Campos. They say that his re- 
moval makes the cause of the insurgents 
certain of success. Campos was not only a 
good General, but an even better politician. 
Hie commanded the respéct even of the Cu- 
ban leaders, and was able to restrain those 
in Havana and the large cities who were 
hesitating between the two parties. In fact, 
the Cuban representatives here say it has 
been the personal influence of Campos alone 
which has prevented uprisings in Matanzas 
and Havana.

DICKINSON MAKES PLEA FOR CUBA. 


He Urges Recognition at a Meeting of 
Manufacturers. 

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 18.—Don M. Dickin- 
son tonight delivered a strong plea for the 
recognition of the Cuban msurgents as bel- 
ligerents before an enthusiastic meeting of 
the Manufacturers’ club and other citizens 
of Detroit. Gen. Russell A. Alger presided. 
It was evidently the unanimous sentiment 
of the business-men present, both from pa- 
triotic and commercial consideratons, that 
the Cubans should be encouraged in their 
struggle for liberty. 

Lengthy resolutions were read by Secre- 
tary Campbell of the Manufacturers’ club 
and were unanimously adopted. 

The resolutions declare that since the 
Cubans had adopted a constitution and 
organized a civil government that the con- 
tinuance of present conditions in Cuba in- 
flict grave injury upon the United States 
and call for the immediate consideration of 
Congress. 

Gen. Alger also offered a further resolu- 
tion requesting President Cleveland to send 
a ringing message to Congress recommending 
the recognition of Cuban belligerency, which 
was adopted with the main resolutions.

TO CLOSE 1,500 NEW YORK SALOONS. 


Action to Be Taken on the Strength of 

' a Legal Opinion. 

New York, Jan. 18.—[Special.]—Every 
liquor dealer in New York within 200 feet of 
a church or school who was not licensed for 
that place April 20, 1892, must give up his 


license and go out of businsss according to 


the latest authority. 

In an opinion submitted today at the re- 
quest of the Board of Excise Julius M. 
Mayer, counsel to the board, declares that 
any license issued since April 30, 1892, toa 
new owner of an old saloon, liquor store, or 
restaurant within 200 feet of a church or 
schoolhouse is invalid and void. 

This leaves the licensee in the same pos!- 
tion as if he had never been licensed, and 
he is liable to arrest and punishment. 

There is no reason for questioning the cor- 
rectness of the estimates of Commissioner 
Harburger that there are fully 1,500 liquor 
stores in New York City alone which come 
within this law and must be closed up under 
the decision of the Court of Appeals. 


QUEER CONSIDERATION IN A DEED. 


Wife Is to Forfeit Her Property if She 
Procures a Divorce. 

New York, Jan. 18.—{Special.J—A peculiar 
deed was filed today in the Register’s office.

THOMAS JEFFERSON DOLAN IS DEAD. 


Noted Character Passes Away at Elgin 
of Paresis. 

Thomas Jefferson Dolan, known to Illinois 
politicians as Col. Dolan for the last fif- 
teen years, died yesterday morning at the 
asylum at Elgin of paretic dementia. The 
remains will reach Chicago this morning. 

On Sept. 10, 1804, Col. Dolan was taken in 
charge by the Hyde Park police, who were 
convinced he was insane. When placed in 
the police station he appeared flighty and

dazed, and his friends were at once notified 
of his condition. 

Dolan was found at 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing by Policeman O’Connell at Forty-sev- 
enth street and Lake avenue. He was un- 
able to tell who he was and at first it was 
believed he was intoxicated, as the symp- 
toms he exhibited,to the wise policeman 
were those of a man who had been drink- 
ing. 

When he was taken to the station none of 
the policemen there knew him, and it was 
late in the day before he was recognized. 
lle could give only a partial account of him- 
self. He said he had left his home on the 
North Side the morning before to visit 
friends, but who they were or where they 
lived he Was unable to say. He was well 
cressed, but his clothing was soaked with 
water and mud-stained. 

On Thursday, Sept. 13, 1894, Col. Dolan 
was taken before Judge Donnelly and Dr. 
Fortner declared his case incurable. The 
jury returned a verdict of insanity and 
Judge Donnadly assigned Dolan to the Elgin 
asylum. 

Thomas Jefferson Dolan was 40 years of 
age. He lived on the North Side with his sis- 
ter many years. He came into prominence 
in politics fifteen years ago. The Demo- 
crats kept him on the pay-rolls for many 
years and he did nothing but sign for his 
money. He was active in the Senatorial 
campaign when Gen. Palmer was nominated 
and was a scout for Speaker Haines. Inthe 
Cook County Democratic Marching club 
Dolan was one of the leading lights. 

He was a natural wit and was continually 
peking fun at those around him. For this 
reason his company was much sought after. 
He served for a time as special policeman 
at the Garfield race track. He had a sym- 
pathetic nature, and would give up his last 
cent to people asking charity. 


Henry B. Chandler. 

New York, Jan. 18.—Henry B. Chandler, 
an early resident of Chicago, and who was 
connected with the Chicago Times in its 
early days, died at the residence of his son- 
in-law, Col. Charles S. Diehl, at Yonkers, 
N. Y., this morning. 

Henry B. Chandler was born at Frelighs- 
burg, Que., July 12, 1826. He wasraisedona 
farm and at 18 began life for himself asa 
school teacher. In 1852 he took the business 
management of the Detroit Free Press and 
from that time until 1870 was identified with 
the business department of newspapers. He 
came to Chicago in 1861 and purchased a 
part interest in the Chicago Times from W. 
F. Storey, and together they built up that 
paper. But in 1870 a disagreement arose 
between these men over the political policy 
of the paper, which resulted in Mr. Chandler 
quitting the Times. His career as a news- 
paper man ended then. 

Four children survive Mr. Chandler. They 
are Charles H. Chandler of Evanston, Henry 
E. Chandler of Evanston, Mrs. W. C. Egan, 
No. 620 Dearborn avenue, Chicago; and Mrs. 
Gharies S. Diehl of New York. The body, 
accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. Diehl and 
Mrs. Egan, will arrive in this city on Monday 
morning, and the funeral will be held from 
the home of W. C. Egan, No. 620 Dearborn 
avenue, on Monday afternoon at 1 o’clock.

CHICAGO FOR U. S. HEADQUARTERS. 


Possible Meaning of the Recall of Gen, 
Ballington Booth. 

Kansas City. Mo., Jan. 18.—The Journal 
tomorrow will print an interview with Brig- 
adier Sully of the Salvation Army, which 
may explain the recent call to London of 
Ballington Booth, the leader of the Salva- 
tion Army in the United States. 

Brigadier Sully, who directs the move- 
ments of the Salvationists in Missouri, 
Kansas, Arkansas, Oklahoma, and Texas, 
is a warm personal friend of Gen. William 
Booth. His belief is that the international 
headquarters of the Salvation Army are to 
be transferred to New York and that the 
headquarters of the United States division 
is to be brought from New York to Chicago. 

He says when Gen. William Booth was in 
the United States in 1894'Gen. Booth inti- 
mated to him very strongly that such a move 
might be made in the near future... Gen. 
Bcoth told him the branch of the army in 
the United States was fast éutstripping the 
branches in England and all other countries 
in the value of its work, and that the Sal- 
vationists here need not be surprised if the 
changes spoken of were made. 

Gen. Booth’s tour of inspection of the work 
of the army throughout the world will soon 
be at an end, and Brigadier Sully believes 
the changes that Gen. Booth proposed to 
him are about to be effected and that the 
recall of his son from New York is a pre- 
liminary step. 

Commander TRerbert C. Booth’s return to 
this country from London is not regarded 
as of any significance by Salvation Army 
officers of Chicago. While it may be true 
he will succeed his brother,  Ballington 
Booth, they maintain it is equaly as likely 
some other person may be the successor. 

Although the recall of Ballington Booth 
is regretted among members of the army, 
Brigadier Edward Fielding said yesterday 
he thought Herbert H. Booth would be well 
received. He is not as popular as his broth- 
er, yet his work has been of service. In re- 
gard to a general mutiny in the army Brig- 
adier Fielding said: 

“I have heard no talk on the subject and 
have not thought of it myself. Meetings 
expressing regret at the departure of Bal- 
lington Booth will in all probability be held, 
but whether they will take the nature of in- 
dignation meetings I am unable even to 
conjecture. P 

“Herbert Booth has come on official busi- 
ness, but we have not had the slightest 
intimation of its nature. What changes in 
the army are planned I have no idea and 
cannot hazard an opinion. We know noth- 
ing here. This morning we received a mes- 
sage from Commander and Mrs. Booth say- 
ing definite instructions would be forwarded 
a8 soon as they heard from Gen. Booth.” 
The communication is as follows: 

“It is with profound sorrow that Com- 
mander and Mrs. Booth have to notify their 
staff, field officers, and troops they have re- 
ceived orders to prepare to relinquish their 
command in nine weeks. They have no 
knowledge whatever of their successors or 
the General’s plans; nor have they been con- 
sulted upon the question, and any informa- 
tion, therefore, as to who succeeds them is 
entirely surmise, and, so far as they are 
concerned, is mere rumor from the other side 
of the ocean, This change of command is not 
of their seeking nor of their doing in any 
way, nor are they responsible. 

“Commander and Mrs. Booth desire to 
state emphatically they are in no wise re- 
sponsible for the statements made in the 
press. They have not seen a representative 
of the press, nor have they investigated any 
matter whatsoeveér that has appeared in the 
press, nor are they inclined to see press rep- 
resentatives. They are sorry any such 
statement as London’s resolution to Angli- 
cise the nleld should have appeared, and de- 
sire that officers will correct any such repre- 
sentation. 

“Furthermore, Commander and Mrs. Booth 
are not in a position to say how or what the 
General may decide in the matter of his in- 
structions to them, as they are waiting a re- 
ply to a letter written to London setting 
forth the question in all its bearings. 

“It is the Commander and Mrs. Booth’s 
fervent prayer that no officer of any rgnk, 
or soldier, or recruit in any corps, spall al- 
law the tidings to interfere with the progress 
of his own advance in the organization.” 


RIPARIAN RIGHT COURT DECISION. 


Supreme Court Overrules in Part a 
Former Decision. 

Springfield, Ill., Jan. 18,—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court has just rendered a decision 
on the subject of riparian rights. The case 
is that of J. Ensign Fuller et al. vs. Charles 
B. Shedd et al., embracing five suits; Frank- 
lin A. Cleveland vs. Gertrude H. Harkins, 
Elizabeth R. Thomas vs. Charles B. Shedd, 
Charles FE. Rand vs. Gertrude H. Hardin. 
and the South Chicago and Southern Rail- 
way Company vs. Charles B. Shedd and 
Gertrude H. Hardin. 

In i888 Charles B. Shedd filed a petition 
in the Cook County Circuit Court under the 
“Burnt records act’’ to establish his title 
to the fractional tract of 453-100 acres of 
the southeast quarter of fractional Sec. 20, 
Township 27, north of Range 15, east of the 
third principal meridian, and to the tract of 
7 37-100 acres embraced in a fraction of Sec. 
29, Township 37, north of Range 15, east cf 
the third principal meridian. 

After hearing the case the Circuit Court 
entered a decree dismissing all the cross pe- 
titions except that of Gertrude H. Hardin, 
and decreed title to Shedd and Hardin to 
the lands named in their petitions. 

That court held that as riparian owners 
they took the bed of the lake to its center, 
and all lands above the water as well as that 
covered by the water. The survey of 1874 
was declared invalid and patents to the 
lands sold by the United States under it were 
held to be void against these riparian own- 
ers. 

The Supreme Court holds that the applica- 
tion of riparian rights to the property in 
question was wrong. “The policy of the 
State,’’ says the opinion, ‘‘has been to stock 
its water, both streams and lakes, with fish, 
as a means of giving cheap and valuable 
food to the citizens. With this purpose reg- 
ular appropriations and expenditures are 
made. If wedepart from the reasonable rule 
we have established the small non-navigable 
lakes would become the private waters of 
riparian owners, pertinent to their lands. 
with exclusive rights thereon as to boating, 
fishing, and the like, from which the body of 
the people would be excluded.” 

“The tax title sought to be set up in the 
various cross-petitions not being valid it was 
not eyror to dismiss all these cross-petitions 
on that question. Neither was there posses- 
sion continuous upon and exclusive under 
such deeds in color of title. The answers 
putting in issue the right of Shedd and Har- 
din to the bed of the lake as follows, the de- 
cree of the Circuit Court finding they by 
mesne conveyances became the owners of 
the lake bed, was erroneous. There was not 
error in dismissing the cross bill. The de- 
cree is in part affirmed and in part reversed 


and the cause remanded for further proceed- 


ings in conformity with this opinion.”’

HEROES OF MANY WARS. 


GERMAN ARMY VETERANS CELE. 
BRATE AT BRAND'S HALL. 


Twenty-fifth Anniversary of Founding of 
German Empire Occasion of Great En- 
thusiasm=—Sixty Battle-Scarred Men, 
Covered with Crosses and Medals, Re- 
ceive Ovation as They March Through 
Hall to Strains of Martial MusiceGiven 
Elaborate Banner for Future Use. 


Soldiers of the German wars, veterans who 
actually smelt powder in the battles from 
Sadowa and Sedan to Paris, between 1864 
and 1871, celebrated the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the founding of the German Em- 
pire last night at Brand’s Hall. 

There are but sixty of the true and tried in 
the Society of the Vetérans of the German 
Army, although upwards of 500 residents of 
Chicago served in these wars. Nearly 600 
Germans joined in the celebration with their 
battle-scarred heroes, toasting Kaiser Wil- 
helm and the united Fatherland. 

Everything in the program fed enthusiasm 
and inspireed patriotism. Bursts of martial 
music, such as the armies of Germany heard 
as they plunged into battle with Danes or 
French, were rendered by the Kretlow Or- 
chestra. The flag of Germany, the banners 
of the Veterans’ Corps and the singing so- 
cieties, the Stars and Stripes, and the black 
and white standard of the Iron Cross all 
stimulated memories and present ambitions 
in the hearts of Chicago’s German-Amer- 
ican citizenry. 


Crosses and Medals. 


Not least admirable in the insignia were 
the decorations on the breasts of the war- 
riors, which showed them to be men who had 
faced death for their country. These crosses 
and medals were handled with reverence by 
the younger generation, and many a ques- 
tion was asked of the battles they repre- 
sented. Some of the old soldiers wore chainz 
of gold bars representing as many battles 
fought as our cyclers show for century-run 
trophies. 

Both the Fidelia and the Frohsinn Singing 
Societies participated. Besides these twen- 


_ty-five girls in white assisted in the tableau 


presenting the veterans. These wore Co- 
lumbia liberty caps, and upon their shoul- 
ders were draped ribbons of red, white, and 
black, and red, white, and blue.

The audience greeted the heroes with ap- 
plause and waving handkerchiefs. The so- 
ciety formed on the stage attended by the 
company of maidens. One of the white ban- 
ners presented to the society at its organiza- 
tion in 1872 was carried, but it was to be 
superseded in interest by another hand- 
some emblem which hereafter shall com- 
memorate the twenty-fifth anniversary ece!l- 
ebration. 


Addresses of the Evening. 

Commander Maustein first delivered the 
address of the veterans indicative of their 
joy and gratitude for the occasion. He 
spoke eloquently, and was greeted with cn- 
thusiastic responses. 

Richard F.. Schmidt, H. Thorwart, and 
George Heinzman, representing 150 German- 
Americans passed on to the platform bear- 
ing a banner of white, with gold ornamenta- 
tion. It bore the legend, ‘“The Society of the 
Veterans of German Wars,” and the dates of 
German unification and the twenty-fifth 
anniversary. Mr. Schmidt paid an eloquent 
tribute to Germany's warriors, and con- 
xratulated the land which gave such men 
birth and the country of their adoption. 

The celebration was brought to a ¢close 
with a tableau, singing, and orchestral 
music, 

Toasts and Banquet. 

After one of the songs, “‘Hatl Thou, Ger- 
mania,”’ a pretty incident occurred ata table 
well up toward the stage. About it were 
gathered Dr. Buenz, the German Consul, 
Vice Consul] Boppe, 
R. Gauss, and several others. 
concluded invoking an eternal bloom of 
blessings for the fatherland, the party arose, 
wine glasses in hand, and at the call of Dr. 
Buenz drank a toast to the Emperor and 
fatherland. 

At 11 o’clock the company sat down to an 
elaborate banquet. ‘The younger celebrants 
who preferred dancing to feasting and ora- 
tory, at the same hour began the ball pro- 
gram. 

At the speakers’ table sat four men who 
responded to toasts. Consul Buenz toasted 
‘Emperor Wilhelm,’’ Roderick von Maus- 
tein paid a tribute to the “Generals of the 
Army of 1870 and 1871,’’ Alfred Eckardt 
spoke to ““The Ladies,’’ and Judge Brentano 
grew eloquent upon the theme, “Germania 
and Columbia.’’ 

Dancing lasted until 3 o’clock. 


BELIEVED TO BE A CHICAGO WAITER 


Unknown Man Hangs Himself to a 
Tree Near Aurora. 

Aurora, IIL, Jan. 18.—[Special.]}—Two badly 
frightened boys rushed into the Village of 
Oswego, six miles below Aurora, yesterday 
afternoon and announced they had seen the 
body of a man hanging to a tree near the 
river bank as they were skating. 

The authorities investigated and found the 
body of a stranger hanging as the boys had 
described. He had done a thorough job 
with a new rope, evidently bought for the 
purpose. The body was identified as that of 
a man who registered at Heck’s Hotel last 
Tuesday as J. Rogers of Chicago. 

He had tried to kill himself Thursday by 
stopping up all of the cracks in his room at 
the hotel, unscrewing the gas burner, and 
going to bed. He was found an bour later 
and resuscitated, much to his disgust. The 
man admitted that Rogers was_not his real 
name. but refused to tell who he was. His 
gold sleeve buttons, which were engraved 
with his initials, he had thrown down the 
sewer to prevent identification before he 
had turned on the gas. Beyond the fact 
that his second wife had caused trouble in 
the family he would make no statement con- 
cerning the affair. 

The proprietor sent him away from the 
hotel and thought no more about it until he 
learned that the man had succeeded in hang- 
ing himself. 

The additional fact was developed at the 
inquest that in the man’s hat was a card 
and a picture containing under it the words, 
“Rdward B. Warwick, Regular Democratic 
Candidate for West Town Clerk, Chicago.”’ 
The Coroner’s jury thought the picture was 
a likeness of the man. 
height and weight, was smooth shaven with 
the exception of a light mustache, and was 
fairly -well dressed, although he had but 
eight cents in money when found. 


Edward B. Warwick is an officer of the 
Waiters’ Union and lives at Adams and 
Peoria streets. He said he did not know 
the identity of the dead man in Aurora, but 
thought it might be some Chicago waiter 
who had worked for him at the polls and 
consequently carried his cards.

WEST-SIDERS’ VIGOROUS PROTEST, 


Adopt Resolutions Touching the Cen- 
tral Electric Railway Franchise. 

Ald. Hagableton of the Eleventh Ward 
addressed the mass-meeting of West Side 
citizens in Congress Hall last evening in 
protest against the petition for a franchise 
asked by the Centra! Electric railway com- 
pany. He said he believed in an American 
citizenship that would tear up the tracks 
and burn the cars of a company which, 
against wishes of a majority of the citizens 
of the West .Side, should be granted a 
franchise by a corrupt City Council. 

The Congress, Loomis, and Polk street 
Property-Owners’ Protective Association 
called the meeting, which was attended by 
the owners of a majority of the property 
fronting on those streets, over which the 
Central Electric company has petitioned the 
City Council for a right of way. Represent- 
atives were also present from the IIlinois 
and Menoken clubs. 

By a unanimous vote the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

** Whereas, Certain representatives of the 
Chicago Central: Electric railroad company 
have recently attempted to obtain the sig- 
natures of the owners of the majority of the 
frontage on the streets covered by their pro- 
poSed right of way, by cffering money tothe 
said owners as a consideration for signing 
the petition of the said railroad: and 

“Whereas, We fear that the petition of the 
said railroad will be forced through the Com® 
mon Council of.this city by illegal means, 
through the buying of these signatures, and 
further, through the refusal of the Council 
Committee on Streets and Alleys West, to 
whom this ordinance was referred, to recog- 
nize the revocations made by certain of our 
number of their signatures affixed to said 
railroad’s petition: and 

‘Whereas, We believe Jackson street, from 
Halsted street to Michigan avenue, should 
be kept open for all time as a thoroughfare 
for lighter vehicles from the West to the 
South Sides; and said portion of Jackson 
street should be free from railroads of any 
kind whatsoever: therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That we hereby, as a body, ex- 
press our disapprobation of and opposition 
to the granting of a franchise to said rail- 
road over Jackson, Congress, Loomis, and 
Polk streets, and other streets mentioned 
in its petition, since it is obtaining its fran- 
chise and forcing its petition for an ordi- 
nance through the Council by unfair and il- 
lgal means; and, further, be it 

**Resolved, by us, as representatives of the 
West Side, That said portion of Jackson 
street should be kept open for all time as a 
thoroughfare for lighter vehicles from the 
West to the South Side, and should not in 
any manner be obstructed or used by any 
railroad, and that we authorize and direct 
our committee which has heretofore acted 
for us to publish these resolutions and do 
whatever it may deem necessary to accom- 
plish the provisions hereof and protect our 
interests in the future.’’ 

A. Montgomery presided and outlined 
the work each West Side citizen must do 
to save Jackson street from being used as a 
street car thoroughfare. 

Judge Kohlsaat made the first address. 
He said with the street car line came the 
ruin of the home. 

“I consider this matter tonight. the most 
vital that could concern the West Side,” he 
said. “If there is any portion of the city 
that now has ample street car facilities it is 
the West Side. When the loopis completed 
down-town we have all and more than all we 
need. There 1s no demand for this addi- 
tional line. It comes from somebody who 
wants to make money out of people's rights, 
and not from somebody who wants to oper- 
ate a street car line, but fgom persons who 
Will sell the franchise. 

“It is one of the struggles of city life to 
maintain a home within the city.‘ You have 
homes on the West Side. With the advert 
of street cars on all or almost all the streets 
of this part of the city who can say he has 
a home in the true sense of the word? It 
requires more than the loyal American 
heart to sit idly by and watch our homes 
ruined, and you will not do it. The only 
Plan that. seems to me practical is that 
these streets shall be turned over to the 
Park Commissioners, who shall make them 
into boulevards.”’ 

Ald. Hambleton said: 

“I know the attempt is made by desperate 
men who seek the street for mercenary pur- 
poses. 1 don't believe their plan can succeed. 
i do not believe the measure can pass over 
the Mayor’s veto which is sure to follow. 
Our ohly hope now is.Jackson street where 
this company expects to get a line. We 
are the field for broken-down politicians, 
and the West Side will make a fight to the 
death.”’

M’KINLEY WELCOMED HOME AGAIN. 


Residents of Canton, O., Turn Out to 
Honor the Ex-Governor. 

Canton, O., Jan. 18.—[Special.]—A heavy 

rainfall dampened the streets but not the 
ardor of the citizens of Canton tonight when 
the demonstration was given in honor of the 
return of ex-Gov. and Mrs. McKinley’ to 
their home. The rain began at 5 o’clock, and 
a steady pour continued until well into the 
night. The crowd from Canton was supple- 
mented by many from surrounding towns 
and the country, but when the line moved up 
North Market street to the McKinley home 
the unorganized citizens left the slushy 
streets for the sidewalks, and the shower of 
sparks and parti-colored balls of fire from 
their roman candles and other pyrotechnics 
fizzled over the heads of the three companies 
of the National Guard, the bands, drum 
corps, and a long line of carriages and horse- 
men. Red fires were burned all along the 
line, and the streets were lurid with the dis- 
lay. 
Sahin George E. Baldwin made a short 
but cordial address on the brilliant career 
of Maj. McKinley and the high esteem in 
which he is held here. 

Maj. McKinley replied briefly and happily, 
saying in part: 

“There have been very many changes in 
Canton since I came here. When I look back 
and count the men who were in business in 
this city in 1867, when I first came here to 
dwell, I find that nearly all have passed 
away. Only two or three who were members 
of the bar still remain. Nearly all of the 
old physicians of Canton have passed away. 
All left a good example for us to emulate 
and it is our duty to preserve the institu- 
tions founded and to carry forward the 
work so grandly begun. It is ours to 
increase and magnify all the splendid foun- 
dations made for us by those who preceded 
us. I wish you, my fellow-citizens, thank- 
ing vou for this most hearty welcome you 
have given me this evening in recognition 
of my return to Canton, as you have al- 
ways done in the past, I wish for you happi- 
ness in your homes, prosperity in your occu- 
pations, fidelity to your city and Nation.

MURDERER’'S EFFECTS. 


Trifles Bid In as Souvenirs for Sums Com- 
parativel$ Fabulous Damaged Utensils 
and Useless Furniture Bring Prices 
Appropriate to New ArticlesOne 
Woman Enters an Effective Protest 
Against Selling Dresses=Dog Is Presen:, 
but Aftracts No Bidders, 

“Going! Going! Gone!’ shouted = Auec- 
tioneer O’Brien from 2 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon until darkness set in, as he sold the 
household goods of Jens Hansen, who killed 
himself, his wife, and five children last week. 

The news of the auction spread through the 
neighborhood and long before noon a_ hun- 
dred people, drawn thither by maudlin curi- 
osity, tried to gain entrance to the house, No, 
731 Sixty-first street. But Lieut. Tierney 
said them nay. 

Many who came tothe sale were souvenir 
hunters. Tobe able to exhibit something 
which had belonged to ** the man who killed 
himself and his family’* they decided would 
be an enjoyable distinction. They were not 
willing to pay much for these ghoulish curios, 
yet whenever any small article was put up it 
was eventually sold at three times its value. 
A dinner-pail and two worthless boxes were 
sold for $1. A seaweed workbasket went-for 
$2, and a pair of muslin curtains commanded 
u like amount. | 

A sharp-nosed woman, who had been listen 
ing with interest during the progress of the 
sale, protested when a dress was sold. It 
was made of rich satin, trimmed with costly 
lace, yet it sold for $5. 

** Don’t sell that,’ cried the woman, as she 
pushed through the crowd. 

‘Who's running this sale?” said Auc- 
tioneer O’Brien. * Perhaps you had better 
come up and do it.” 


Thinks of the Family. 


* No, I don’t want to do that,” protested 
the woman, * but the clothing should be sent 
home to the family.”’ 

‘** The family needs the money more than it 
does any of these fine clothes,’ retorted 
O’Brien. 

‘The sympathy of the crowd seemed to be 
with the woman who had raised objections, 
and Mr. Kinnare decided no more clothing 
should be sold unless it was necessary to make 
up the amrount of the funeral expenses. 

When Auctioneer O’Brien stepped out on 
the veranda he faced a motley créwd extend. 
ing far outinto the street. Several express 
wagons had been halted in front of the place, 
and small boys began to make overtures to 
drivers in orderto secure a better place from 
which to see. 

All eyes were turned to the auctioneer when 
he offered for sale a silver set comprising a 
dozen piece of Danish manufacture. “Phe 
value of the entire set was thought to be too 
great to trust tothe magnanimity of a single 
purchaser, and accordingly each piece was 
sold separately. When the first bid had been 
made a dozen followed in quick succession, 
and the pieces sold for as much as they would 
command at a jeweler’s. - 


Trifles at Big Prices, 


The large pane of glass in the front window 
had been taken out and through the aperture 
the goods were thrust as fast as they could be 
sold. Tableware and kitchen utensils were 
snapped up eagerly by the erowd at 7 
prices. A painting was sold after a s 
com petition for $2, a price which would majye 
retailers of similar cheap paintings green 
with envy.

DECLARATION OF MONROE DOCTRINE 
WILL BE DEBATED. | 


‘Belief That Its Formal Adoption by 


Congress Will Settle the Question 
of Foreign Aggression on ,the 
American Continents Forever—Re- 
port That the British Flying Squad- 
ron Was Destined for the Bermudas 
Stirs Up Supporters of the Measure. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—The Davis 
resolution interpreting the Monroe doctrine, 
the main features of which were published 
this morning, has caused considerable com- 
ment among Senators and other public men. 
It is known that it is the intention of the 
Senate committee to make the resolution 
declare what is the utmost limits to which 
the Monroe doctrine can be applied. 

In answer to the report that there is some 
opposition to the declaration by the United 
States of what the Monroe doctrine cov- 
ered, it is said by the advocates of the Davis 
resolution that every time a question arises 
in which the Monroe doctrine 1s involved 
some foreign government interestcd makes 
the point that the Monroe doctrine is noth- 
ing but an assertion which never has been 
adopted by the American Congress Or ap- 
proved by the American people. _ 

It is asserted that the declaration when 
once formally adopted by Congress will set- 
tle forever the question of foreign aggres- 
gion on the American Contineuts. 

The reports concerning the British flying 
squadron stirred up the friends of the reso- 
lution, and they decided that if the reports 
that it is bound for Bermuda were confi-med 
that efforts should be made to call up the 
Davis regolution and pass it through the 
Senate ag soon as possible, even to the dis- 
placement of the silver bill. 

Threats Will Never Answer. 

It is said by men prominent in foreign af- 
fairs in Congress that England could not 
make a greater mistake than to send its fleet 
to Bermuda. One of the most pronounced 
advocates of the American doctrine re- 
marked today that the American people 
were slow to rise, but that they would resent 
with their. whole strength anything that 
could be construed into a menace. Continu- 
ing, he said that in the Transvaal and other 
troubles the United States had refrained 
from adding to Great Britain’s embarrass- 
ment, but if the great fleet assembled at 
Portsmouth was to be sent to waters ad- 
jacent to America instead of serving to make 
the United States hesitate in the matter ofa 
declaration and enforcement of the Monroe 
doctrine, it would have the opposite effect. 
The United States by the Davis resolution, 
he added, would make it clear that under no 
circumstances will any violation of the Mon- 
roe doctrine be allowed. : 

It is agreed by all Senators that the most 
important part of the Davis resolution {s 
that which asserts that the United States 
shall be the sole judge whether the Monroe 
doctrine has been violated in any arbitration 
or agreement or in the settlement of a 
boundary dispute between a _ foreign 
government and a government on the 
American continent. It is pointed out 
by those who favor this part of the 
resolution that it meets the criticism 
made to the portion of the President's mes- 


sage ting that any agreement made be- 
poe veo Britain and Venezuela could 


not be objected to by the United States. 
The extreme advocates of the Monroe do¢e- 

as interpreted by the Davis resolution, 
pede this is necessary in order to prevent 
any defacto government which may-be in 
power in some Sofith American country for 
a short time from bartering away a portion 
of their territory. 

Caba and England. 

It was also stated in this connection that 
the time may arrive when Spain would agree 
to sell Cuba to England, and Congress should 
proclaim in advance that such a sale or 
cession would be contrary to the Monroe 
doctrine and an act unfriendly to the Unit- 
ed States on the part of the country making

LAST RITES IN COUNCIL. 


ALDERMEN PAY FIT TRIBUTE TO 
FRANK LAWLER'S MEMORY. 


Recognize in Appropriate Resolutions 
the Public and Private Virtues of 
Their Colleague Gone Before— 
Touching Remarks by Those Pres- 
ent at the Special Meeting — Ar- 
rangements for the Funeral—City 
Offices to Be Closed Generally. 

Only two Aldermen were absent yesterday 
when the roll was called at the special meet- 
ing of the Council to take action on the death 
of Frank Lawler. The two absentees were 
Ald. Marrenner of the Third Ward and 
O'Neill of the Thirty-fourth. Mr. Marrenner 
sent word he was confined to his bed with ill- 


ness and before the meeting adjourned a. 


telegram was received from Ald. O'Neill 
stating the notice of the special meeting had 
not reached him in time to enable him to be 
present. 

On motion of Ald. Powers, Ald. Madden 
was called to the chair. City Clerk Van 
Cleave then read the call for the meeting, 
which had been signed by twenty-five mem- 
bers of the Council. Ald. Powers offered 
resolutions of respect, which were read, and, 
after several of the Aldermen had spoken, 
were adopted by a rising vote. 


The Resolutions. 

The resolutions were as follows: 

‘“‘Whereas, The City Council of the City of 
Chicago learns with regret and sorrow of the 
sudden death of our late colleague, Ald. 
Frank Lawler of the Nineteenth Ward, a 
member of this body for many years; and, 

**‘Whereas, In his death the city has lost 
an enterprising and energetic citizen, the 
friends of labor a true-hearted and valiant 
champion and advocate, and his family a 
kind and indulgent husband and father; and, 

‘Whereas, His efforts, his voice, and his 
energies as a public official were ever ar- 
rayed on the side of honesty, equity, prog- 
ress, and the city’s advancement; and, 

‘‘Whereas, As a citizen of the City of Chi- 
cago he contributed to every move that 
inured to Chicago’s greatness, he was elected 
to the City Council and reé#lected for many 
terms; was chosen by his district and served 
as a member of Congress with distinction 
and signal ability, and always supported 
such legislation as tended toward public im- 
provement, public benefit, and the ameliora- 
tion of the condition of the working class; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the City Council of the 
City of Chicago desires to place on record a 
lasting testimony of its respect and apprecia- 
tion for the deceased, and that we hereby 
tender to his family and friends our sincere 
and heartfelt sympathy in their great be- 
reavement and irreparable loss; and be it 
further 

‘Resolved, That the City Council attend 
the funeral obsequies in a body and that an 
invitation be extended to all ex-Aldermen 
who served in this Council with our deceased 
friend to join with them in paying the last 
sad tribute of respect to his memory; and be 


it further 


“Resolved, That the City Clerk be and is 
hereby instructed to spread these resolutions 
upon the permanent records of the Council 
and to transmit to the family of the deceased 
a copy of the same properly engrossed. 

; Tributes of Sorrow. 
Chairman Madden then said: 
“Gentlemen of the Council: We are here 

on account of the sudden death of Frank 
Lawler, who was, until yesterday, a mem- 
ber of this body. Today his seat is vacant 
and draped with the emblems of mourning 
Our sorrow 1s that he is no longer with us. 
Orly last Monday night he was here in his 
piace, legislating for the people of this great 
city; only night before last he was actively 
participating in an affair for the benefit 
of the poor of his ward; and yet today he is 
dead. 

“Frank Lawler was a public character, 
known to almost every citizen throughout 
the land. He was noted for his courage, 
his courtesy, and his honesty. His memory 
will be revered by the working people of this 
city and of the State.’’ 

Ald. Powers said: 

“T. recall now that what was Mr. Lawler’s 
last night on earth alive was to him his hap- 
piest one. He told me so only a few hours 
before his death, after he had learned of 
the large sum of money which had been 
raised for the poor people of his ward.” 


Ald. Ballard spoke with great feeling of | 


his friend, and tears stood in his eyes and 
his voice trembled with emotion as he re- 
called the past relations between himself 
and Mr. Lawler. 

Ald. Hepburn said: “As I understood 
him, it was his uniform courtesy, honesty, 
and courage which enabled him to rise from 


in Congress. Frank was’ what we would 
call a splendid fighter, and all the world 
loves a good fighter.’’ 

Ald. Judah said Lawler was a manly man 
and carried in his make-up a great deal 
more than the usual amount of the milk 
of human kindness. 

Speeches were also made by Ald. Kahler, 
Campbell, O’Connor, and Mann. Ex-Ald. 
Edward F. Cullerton, D. W. Mills, and W. 
J. Young, who were present, and who had 
served with Mr. Lawler in the Council, also 
spoke.

SHORT DELIVERIES OF FUEL SAID 
TO BE MADE TO COUNTY POOR. 


County Commissioners Hear Many 
Witnesses Make Complaint—Ken-~ 
efick & Co.’s Drivers Tell How 
Eight Half-Tons Are Given from 2 
Two and a Half Ton Load—County 
Agent Is Accused of Short Weights 
—Contracts to Fool Commissioners. 


The alleged frauds of P. Kenefick & Co., 
coal dealers, who furnish supplies for the 
poor of the county, were taken up yesterday 
at a meeting of the Outdoor Relief commit- 
tee of the County Board. <A copy of the 
paper containing the charges was handed to 
the committee, but the representative of the 
paper refused to testify under oath to the 
statements made. President Healy then 
sent for County Attorney Iles. When he 
arrived, the secretary of the committee, E.

County Attorney Iles ordered the investi- 
zation to continue and to hear the testimony 
under oath. 

Mrs. Henrietta Henke, No. 98 Fremont 
street, was the first witness called. She tes- 
tified she had received coal from the County 
Agent Wednesday. “It looked too little for 
one-half ton and when I screened it I took 
out two pails full of dust,” she said. 

Thomas Boyle of the McGinnis & Boyle Ice 
company testified the representative of the 
paper preferring the charges did have a 
wagon of coal weighed on their scales and 
it weighed as reported. 

Peter Bernstein of Bernstein Bros., No. 
146 South Canal street, testified two loads 
of coal had been weighed on their scales 
and the weights given in the charge were 
correct, 


Tell of Short Weights. 

Mrs. August Runke, No. 707 Holt avenue, 
testified, Commissioner Ritter acting as in- 
terpreter, she had received coal from the 
County Agent. The twotons of coal received 
during November and December were full 
of stone and one-half of the amount could 
not be used.

STILL TALK HIGH RENTS. 


SOUTH WATER STREET COMMISSION 
MEN HOLD CONFERENCE. 


Matter Again Referred to Committee, 
Which Decides to Takée Further 
Time Before Reporting-—Will Look 
for More Suitable Locality—Claim 
Made Trade Has Outgrown Present 
Quarters, Buildings Too Small, and 
Appliances Out of Date. 


At a mass-metting of South Water street 
commission merchants, held at the Produce 
Exchange yesterday afternoon, the subject 
of rents was warmly discussed, and was 
again referred to a committee, of which 
Messrs. Low, Barnett, and Love were neem: 
inent members, and including the me ers 
of the Butter Market Board of the Produce 
Exchange. . 

The committee decided yesterday after- 
noon to take further time before presenting 
a report. 

In the opinion of he committee, it is stated, 
the trade has outgrown South Water 
street, and facts and figures on other real 
estate will be obtained before a report 1s 
made to a full meeting of the merchants. 

The committee was inclined to the belief 
a site further away from the river would be 
an improvement, furnishing a nearer mar- 
ket to the bulk of city customers.and better 
access to the railroads. 

It is maintained the river is a detriment 
in the hot months, and the stores are neither 
adequate to the demands of trade nor, in 
some cases, suited to the warehousing of 
perishable goods. The appliances and fixt- 
ures are out of date and way behind those 
of other cities. The street, it is claimed, 
is sO small tra‘fic often becomes congested. 
Time was when South Water street was 
near the hotels and traffic lines, but with 
changes in the city such is not now the case. 

For these reasons, as well as because of 
high rents, the committee will secure def- 
inate figures on some other locality as a 
market place, and will report to the full 
membership of South Water street business- 
men at the call of the Chairman. 

Reference was made at the meeting to the 
publication of complaints made by shippers 
and the statement of a South Water street 
merchant that the cause of alleged discrep- 
ancies was due to high rents. The asser- 
tion was denied. 

Secretary Littler of the Produce Exchange 
said he received numbers of letters every 
week from shippers who claimed they were 
robbed, but he thought the fault lay with 
the shippers in not being careful about those 
to whom they shipped. He said he had often 
found such complaints wholly without 
ground. 

Mr. Barnett explained that commission 
men no longer claimed to live on commission 
business alone, but were forced to do a gen- 
eral merchandising business. He told of one 
of the best-known houses on the street, 
which had done an immense business, and 
incidentally swindled him out of a large sum. 
That firm had been driven out of business, 
and the Produce Exchange as we!l as the 
National League were anxious to prosecute 
any firms charged with dishonesty. 

The Butter Market Board adopted resolu- 
tions which were in substance as follows: 

“Whereas, An interview appeared in a 
morning paper recently with ‘one of the 
most prominent commission merchants on 
South Water street,’ but whose name and 
identity were not made known, stating that 
many commission houses do not give exact 
returns to shippers, and when questionable 
methods are used in some quarters of the 
desirous of being 
strictly honest have to fall in line in order to 
compete, thus implying the whole street is 
dishonest: 

‘Resolved, That we do hereby earnestly 
and emphatically protest against such im- 
putation against the integrity of the mer- 
chants of South Water street.”

TELL OF THEIR VICTORY. 


THREE OF THE NATIONAL CONVEN- 
TION COMMITTEE RETURN. 


A. A. Goodrich, R. E, Spangler, and B. 
J. Rosenthal Warmly Received at 
the Iroquois Cluab—Chicago’s Nat- 
ural Advantages, They Say, Was 
the Cause of Its Selection for the 
Convention City—Hotel-Men Differ 
as to the Meaning of Agreement. 

A. A. Goodrich, R. E. Spangler, and B. J. 
Rosenthal were given a warm reception yes- 
terday at the Iroquois club in recognition of 
their efforts at Washington in securing the 
National Democratic convention for Chi- 
cago. These three members of the delega- 
tion and A. 8S. Gage arrived home on the 
noon -train. Martin J. Russell and Joseph 
Donnersberger left them at Washington to 
make a trip through the South, and Erskine 
M. Phelps went to New York. 

Immediately upon their arrival Goodrich, 
Spangler, and Rosenthal went to the club, 
and as the members began to drop in all 
three were soon engaged in explaining how 
the convention was secured. While the com- 
mittee did effective work, much of the credit 
is given to Ben T. Cable. 


How the Convention Was Gained. 

This, briefly, is the way Mr. Spangler told 
what was done: 

“You must understand we met determined 
forces from the other three cities. The men 
from New York and St. Louis were desper- 
ately in earnest—New York especially. They 


wanted the convention and made a hard | 


fight to get it. They had the support of all 
the Nez Fngland States except Maine, 
whose committeoman as first choice favored 
St. Louis. Most of tne »eusherners were for 
Cincinnati, while the free silver men pulled 
for St. Louis. When the committee met 
it might have seemed to some Chicago's 
chances were not good. Still I felt the quiet, 
dignified conduct of our delegation, the 
pledge we gave to place $40,000 in bank, to- 
gether with the city’s superior advantages 
had caused a good impression. We were 
given thirty minutes in which to present 
our claims, but Mr. Goodrich, who did the 
talking, only consumed five and the speech 
he made was certainly a gem. It won us 
votes. A prettier fight has néver been made 
before the National committee and consider- 
ing the manner in which it was won Chicago 
is to be congratulated.” 
Sclection of a Hall, 


Mr. Spangler thinks the subcomraittee will 
come here within three weeks to open head- 
quarters, select a hall, and start the prelim- 
inary work of arrangements. He is satisfied 
Mr, Cable will be a member of that commit- 
tee and havea good deal to say. 

“When the matter of distributing tickets 
Was discussed,” said Mr. Spangler, ‘‘they 
talked of one-tenth of the number issued as 
enough for Chicago people, but I am satis- 
fied we will get all we want.”’

LORIMER SAID TO BE SCARED. 
His Supporters Hold a Secret Meeting 
to Fix Things. 
Congressman Lorimer is so much alarmed 
about his chances for a renomination he 
wa ts an early convention in the Second 
District and he wants it badly. He has dis- 
it seems, that the opposition tv 
him is growing. Given time it might be- 
come strong enough to defeat him. So in 
order to gain every possible advantage nec- 
essary for his success the District Central 
committee was called together yesterday at 
tepublican headquarters in the Boyce 
Building and instructed to arrange for 
opening an active campaign at once.

Book on Lese Majeste. 


It happens that a book by one Dr. Ober- 
holtzer is just published in Germany.

There 
are 180 pages, of which 174 tell of what a 
newspaper may not print about eminent 
persons and six more of what they may or 
rather must print upon specified occasions. 

The crime of lese majeste may be commit- 
ted against the Emperor, or indeed against 
any sovereign of any German State. The 
penalty ranges from two months’ imprison- 
ment up to six years’ fortress confinement, 
and consists in the publication of anything, 
whether true or false, containing an outrage 
upon the reigning monarch. The offense 
is the same whether the matter in question 
refers to his public or to his private actions.

Another instance which throws curious 
light upon the freedom of thought and 
speech in Berlin took place about a year 
ago.

May Talk Against the Pope. 

The German journalist, however, may libel 
the Pope as much as he likes, but not the 
sovereign of any friendly State. Above al!, 
however, he is commanded not to omit 
praise on certain occasions, There is, it ap- 
pears, defamation by omission as well as by 
commission, as, for instance, when certain 
acts of certain functionaries are left un- 
noticed. 

A list of those convicted of lese majeste 
since Aug. 1 last and perhaps of all those 
liberated today shows that fifty-six persons 
in all have been condemned within that 
period, many of them, however, being pri- 
vate individuals whose offense was com- 
mitted in private conversation. Some of 
the heaviest penalties were inflicted upon 
common workmen or their wives. Although 
the bulk of the culprits belong to the less 
wealthy classes of society, the members of 
the upper middle classes and even of the 
aristocracy are frequently prosecuted.

This correspondence has dealt with such 
serious matters of late that some current 
minor gossip will be of interest.

Meanwhile, American secur- 
ities are not marketable in London, although 
the irritation caused by Mr. Cleveland's 
message is passing away. German trade in 
England has suffered heavily from recent 
occurrences, as importers frankly say. 

Nearly 22 per cent of the German export 
trade is with the United Kingdom. While 
the bulk of it is sugar and farm produce, 
many classes of English manufactures are 
undersold by German producers, especially 
of woolen and cotton goods, glass, and 
paper. For this reason the industrial and 
shopkeeping classes in England, while un- 
alterably oppoosed to war with America, 
have been strongly in sympathy with the 
recent demonstration against Germany. 

Anglo-French Convention. 

The Anglo-French Siamese convention Is 
an agreement for the partition of the Shan 
region. As M. Berthelot was the first to 
announce it the French journals assume that 
the government has gained more than the 
English from the compromise, The facts 
are not yet clearly known, but apparently 
Lord Rosebery’s idea o fa buffer State in 
the upper Me-Kong has been abandoned, 
and the river established as the boundary 
between the two spheres of action.

QUARTER CENTENNIAL OF THE EM- 
FIRE OBSERVED WITH POMP. 


Anniversary of the Crowning. at Ver- 
sailles of King William of Prussia 
Celebrated in Every City and Ham- 
let—The Most Elaborate Program 


Was Carried Out in Berlin, Where 


the German Emperor Read an Im- 
pressive Message from the Throne. 
Berlin, Jan. 18.—Throughout the German 
empire today the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the crowning at Versailles of King Will- 
iam of Prussia, grandfather of the present 
Emperor, as Emperor of Germany and the 
consequent reéstablishment of the German 
Empire was celebrated: in some form or 
other. 

The great event was the gathering in the 
white hall of the castle, where the Em- 
peror, surrounded by Ministers of State, 
Generals of the army, Admirals of the navy, 
members of the Diplomatic Corps, Kings, 
and Princes, all in glittering uniforms, read 
an address from the throne. 

Address of Emperor William. 
His Majesty said: 
“We William, by the grace of God, German

SQUADRON NOT GOING TO BERMUDA. 


Destination Not Known, but Will Not 
Come to American Waters. 

London, Jan, 18.—The Admiralty Depart- 
ment says the destination of the flying 
squadron of British warships now off Spit- 
head has not yet been determined upon even 
by the Admiralty, and that certainly the 
warships are not going to Bermuda or any- 
where in American waters at present. 

Washington, Jan. 18.—The statement from 
London that the British flying squadron was 
not intended for American waters was re- 
ceived with visible relief in naval circles, 
but in the State Department it was evident 
that it had ,been anticipated, and it is sur- 
mised that Ambassador Bayard had already 
communicated directly with the department 
on the subject and given satisfactory assur- 
ances as to the intentions of the British 
Government, **’ 

The impression is strengthening that the 
Venezneélan matter is soon to be settled, or 
rather put in the way of settlement—for the 
execution of the details. of thé project will 
occupy much time—in the course of a few 
weeks Or mofiths at furthest. The plan is 
likely to take the shape’of a double arbitra- 
tion,.and in this respect it will parallel the 
Bering Sea arbitration. —

To an extent this will be,a concession to the 
British position, which has been one of con- 
stant readiness to arbitrate this territory.

British and Venezuelan Gov- 
ernments and shall constitute a sufficient 
ground for another arbitration. This would 
paraliel the course of.the United States and 
British Governments in the Bering Sea ar- 
bitration, wherein the original arbitrators 
passed upon the question of damages sus- 
tained by the ships of the power who was 
found to be in the right, but left to another 
commission the method of adjusting these 
,claims. It is pointed out here that by the 
adoption of such a course the British Govern- 
ment would avoid any direct recognition of 
the—to it—obnoxious Monroe doctrine as 
construed by Secretary Olney, the line of 
precedent would be followed, and the United 
States would still achieve its object—name- 
ly : judicial settlement of the entire boundary 
question upon its merits.

The troops presented arms when his 
Majesty appeared and the colors were low- 
ered. Then followed the march past the 
Crown Prince and Princes Bitel, Fritz, and 
Waldemar joining in the procession. 

Emperor Receives the Students. 

His majesty also réceived a delegation 
representing the students of all the German 
universities. The address to the Emperor 
was made by Cuno Pieran, a law student of 
Berlin University. The only drawback was 
a slight fall of rain; but this did not dampen 
the enthusiasm of the masses to any great 
extent. There were many manifestations of 
genuine, heartfelt patriotism at the nu- 
merous fétes, especially at the different 
schools and ‘colleges, universities, and pub- 
lic offices. 

At the town hall Mayor Zelle made a 
suitable speech and was warmly applauded. 
The building was gayly degorated with flags 
and was elaborately illuniinated tonight, 
which was also the case with the other 
public buildings. 

This evening there was a State banquet 
and the Schloss and city were illuminated in 
honor of the occasion. The members of the 
Conservative, Imperialist, and German 
social reform parties sent a congratulatory 
telegram to Prince Bismarck.

BOSSES MUST KEEP THEIR HANDS OFF. 
According to a Washington dispatch Con- 


gressman Hitt remarked last- week: 

“Chicago evidently does not desire or deserve 
good Congressmen, judging from the regularity 
with which promising men are turned down by the 
nominating conventions in Cook County. 

‘‘Men of experience are needed in Congress, and 
at least one term is necessary to fit them in a 
measure to discharge their duties properly. But 
just as soon as a Congressman begins to develop 
into a useful working member of the House a 
nominating convention chops off his head in be- 
half of some one who will have to start at the foot 
of the ladder and climb up, with the possibility of 
sharing the same fate as his predecessor. This 
is not a good system, and it should be discouraged 
by all fair-minded and progressive people.’’ 

These observations of one of the oldest 
and ablest of the Illinois Congressmen are 
painfully true, and it is a reproach to the 
city that they should betrue. The interests 
of this city and State are so great and 
their need of Federal legislation so constant 
that they ought to be represented by Con- 
gressmen who have some experience and 
who consequently can be of some use to 


Chicago and Illinois. 
All of the Chicago members with one ex- 


ception are in Congress for the first time. 


The knowledge which they will acquire dur- 
ing this and the next session will make those 
new men valuable representatives in the 
next Congress. Yet rings and cliques are 
scheming to throw out nearly all of them. 
This is to be done by calling snap conven- 
tions in February or March before the voters 
have become aware of what is on foot. 

All the members of the present delegation 
wish to serve another term, and they should 
be renominated. There are political reasons 
why this should be done. Three or four of 
the districts were laid out as Democratic 
ones. The wards composing them gave 
Democratic majorities in 1892. The Demo- 
crats will try to carry these districts this 
year. What new men can carry them if 
the present Congressmen cannot? Itis pre- 
posterous to imagine that the nomination 
of new men will strengthen the ticket. 

The ringsters who say they believe in 
“rotation in office,”’ and that a man ought to 
have one term in Congress and ho more, 
so there may be a chance for others to go 
there, must keep their hands off this spring, 
and refrain from their ward primary frauds, 
their countings in and their countings out, 
their packed conventions, and their other 
rascally devices. If they do not the light- 
ning may strike them and knock them and 
their schemes into a cocked hat. 

These ringsters should beware lest they 
gverreach themselves, and also injure the 
party. The tidal wave of 1894, which did 
so much for these plotters, seems to have 
turned their heads. But that wave will 
spend its force as other waves have, and 
next fall there will be a serious party fight 
all along the line. The Democrats will get 
together somehow and there will be no new 
tidal wave to aid the bosses and the projects 
which they propose to carry through by 
violent or tricky methods. 

A domineering, selfish, dictatorial, rule or 
ruin spirit on the part of local bosses will not 
help the party this fall. It will breed dis- 
content and irritation at a time when har- 
mony will be most needed, and the Repub- 
licans must pull together so as to elect 
all.the Congressmen they can. For the 
party will not have the majority in the next 
House it has in this, 

Therefore the ringsters must keep their 
hands off, and leave the present delegation 
alone. Let the Republicans of the different 
districts choose their own nominees and not 
seek by political fraud to deprive them of 
their rights. If left to themselves they will 
renominate the men now at Washington. 


HOW TO GET GOOD JURIES. 

One of the Judges of the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court of New York 
has drafted a bill which it is hoped the Legis- 
lature of that State will pass. Its purpose 
is to secure juries speedily in those criminal 
trials where the crimes alleged to have been 
committed have been the subject of gen- 
eral discussion and newspaper comment. 

In New York, as in this city, it has be- 
come a matter of the greatest difficulty to 
get juries in such cases, and when obtained 
they are genetally worthless. Trials are 
stretched out to an intolerable length and 
court expenses increased. In this State 
at least fanciful and technical objections 
to the qualifications of jurors constitute 
one of the chief reasons for the granting of 


| new trials. 


The bill in question makes provision for 
the appointment of a special Commissioner 
of Jurors in each county which has a popu- 
lation exceeding half a million. To him are 
to be turned over from time to time the lists 
of all persons liable to serve as trial] jurors. 
He will sift and winnow these, and select a 
limited number of individuals who have the 
following qualifications: | 

Ten years a citizen of the United States, 

A resident of the county, 

Not under 30 nor more than 70 years of age. 


“In possession of the natural faculties, and not 
infirm, 


Free from all legal exceptions, of goed char- 


No conscientious scruples against the death 
penalty, and with no doubt of his ability to 
lay aside impressions of the case derived from 
newspapers or from hearsay. or of his ability 
to render an impartial verdict solely on the 
evidence, and not possessing such opinions as 
would prevent his finding a verdict of guilty on 
circumstantial evidence. 

That a person has these special qualifica- 
tions is to be determined by the Special 
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county now. It took over a week to get 
the twelve men who are to decide it, and yet 
it was not a case which had attracted an 
excessive amount of attention. If the plan 
described above were in ‘vogue here a jury 
would have been obtained in a day, and it 
would have been a better one than the one 
which has been obtained at the cost of so 
much time and money. 

It is almost vain to hope that the next 
Legislature will do anything to reform the 
jury system, and yet, next to municipal 
finances, there is no subject in which the 
people of this city ought to take a keener 
interest or press more energetically on the 
attention of the General Assembly. 


THE BRITISH FLYING SQUADRON. 

The British Admiralty has authorized the 
announcement that the destination of the 
flying squadron is not American waters, 
“at present.” This is comforting so far as 
it goes. The limitation of time is reassur- 
ing. But supposing it were “at present.” 
What then? Supposing this great ficet 
were on its way to American waters, and 
that these six powerful vessels: with their 
six torpedo catchers were to join the sixteen 
ships already about the Bermudas. Does 
Congress realize tliat in case of trouble this 
fleet of monsters could steam to any of our 
Atlantic coast cities in a few days? That 
it could reach New York, for instance, in 
three days, and Washington or Baltimore 
in four? That from the Bermudas it could 
quickly steam to Halifax, or to Nassau, or 
to Jamaica, and from there to Caracas, 
capital of Venezuela, and bombard it? © 

In what state of defense has Congress 
placed our ports for a possibly hostile visit? 
The blame rests primarily with preceding 
Congresses, but what has this Congress 
done or what is it doing to put the Nation 
in a position to resist such unwelcome visit- 
ors? We hear more than enough of truck- 
ling to British aggression, and those who 
do not favor submission are stigmatized as 
jingoes, but what are the supposed jingoes 
in Congress doing for national defense? 
Do they propose to leave this great country 
at the mercy of English forbearance and in- 
solence, and to warn us that we must not 
interfere with the English grab game in 
Venezuela? How much longer are the peo- 
ple going to allow Congress to leave our 
ports in their present defenseless condition ? 
Nothing seems to interest the demagogues 
at Washington now but “free silver,” 
wrecking the currency, adopting silver 
monometallism, and scheming for candi- 
dates for the next Presidential election and 
for the spoils of office. 

How much longer will the people endure 
it? Will they not soon make their voice 
heard so it will be understood?

THE PENDING CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENT. 

A local organization calls attention to the 
fact that next November the people will 
have to vote on the question whether the 
Constitution shall be amended so as to allow 
the Legislature to submit three amend- 
ments at a time, instead of only one as now. 


- All political and other clubs and associa- 


tions are requested “‘to join in a combined 
effort to obtain the adoption by the people 
of the proposed amendment.” 

Unquestionably. it ought to be adopted, as 
this paper has said repeatedly. Were that 
done there would be no ground for the 
charge made sometimes that the organic law 
is “inelastic,” and thatitis practically impos- 
sible for the people to modify it, though 
they may want to do so, and though it may 
be desirable that changes should be made. 

There is no probability, however—thanks 
to Gov. Altgeld—that any “combined ef- 
fort” which may be made to secure the 
adoption of this excellent proposition will 
be successful. The election law says posi- 
tively, that, “if a constitutional amend- 
ment is submitted to a vote, such question 
shall be printed upon the ballot after the 
list of candidates.” That is, it must be 
printed where only a few of the voters will 
see it, for most of them look only at the top 
of the ballot, and put their single “x” mark 
there. 

Owing to this method of burying proposi- 
tions in the depths of a blanket ballot, this 
same amendment, when submitted in 1892, 
was voted on by only 178,000 persons out of 
872,000. In 1894 an amendment, the suc- 
cess of which was greatly desired by the 
labor men, and for which they worked, re- 
ceived 155,000 votes against 60,000. But 
the total vote was 859,000. So it seems 
that 644,000 voters did not look at their bal- 
lots closely. 

Last year the General Assembly sent to 
the Governor a bill amendatory of the elec- 
tionlaws. It provided, among other things, 
that a constitutional amendment proposi- 
tion should be printed on a separate ballot. 
That bill Altgeld vetoed, for no good reason. 
Therefore the pending amendment will be 
printed this year in the usual obscure place 
on the ballot, where few will see it, and it 
will not be ratified. 


THE RESIGNATION OF GEN. CAMPOS. 

It is not quite clear whether Gen. Cam- 
pos, who has been conducting the war 
against the Cubans, resigned his position or 
was dismissed from it. Several days ago 
he tendered his resignation as commander 
of the forces and Governor-General of the 
island to the government at Madrid, which 
then declined to acceptit. Since then, how- 
ever, it has accepted it under circumstances 
which indicate the pressure was so great as 
to force it, which is tantamount to a dis- 
missal. It is given out that the loyalists in 
Havana have been dissatisfied with Cam- 
pos’ conduct of the war—first, because he 
was too lenient in his measures; and, sec- 
ond, because he personally favored a cer- 
tain measure of self-government for the 
Cubans. In his farewell address Gen. 
Campos said: 

Public opinion believes that a mild policy should 
not be continued with the enemy; I believe that 
it should be. These are questions of conscience. 
I believe I have complied with the dictates of 


justice, and have fully performed my duty. It 
is now too late to make explanations. 


In the same speech, while conceding that 
the insurgents have wantonly destroyed 
property, he affirmed that they were not 
cruel, “They return our prisoners, they 
heal our wounded.” It is evident that the 
Spaniards in Havana were incensed at him 
for conceding anything to rebels. They 
want no leniency in the conduct of the war, 
and the last thing they want is any measure 
of autonomy for Cubans. Hence the polit- 
ical pressure they have brought to bear to 
secure Gen. Campos’ removal, at which he 
also hinted in his farewell address. It is 
clear enough that he was interfered with 


more than once and that this was one of the 


causes why his plans have been frustrated, 
as he himself acknowledges they have.

ple in Santiago de Cuba: charged with 
conspiracy, then seized them, and sent them 
without any hearing to the African island 
of Fernando.Po.” The appointment of 
such a man th ore means the employ- 
ment of the most cruel methods of warfare, 
and the cxtermination, if need be, of the in- 
surgents, It remains to be seen, however, 
whether the latter can be overcome, and 
whether the desperation of Polavieja will 
accomplish more than the military knowl- 
edge of Campos. In other words, if Maceo 
and Gomez have been able to frustrate the 
well-laid plans of Campos, who is one of the 
ablest of the Spanish Generals, is there not 
reason to expect that’ under the spur of 
cruelty the insurrection will grow, the Cu- 
ban army increase, and in the end over- 
whelm this new man, who is confessedly 
Campos’ inferior, and compel Spain to con- 
cede their autonomy? Under the - new 
régime affairs in Cuba are likely to reach a 
crisis, and that speedily, the outcome of 
which will be watched with interest. 
Meanwhile why does not Congress grant 
belligerent rights to the patriotic Cubans? 
When will this halting, hesitating, procras- 
tinating policy cease? .What is the reason 
of this mysterious silence? Are we afraid 
of Spain? Or what is the cause? 


ANOTHER WAR CLOUD. 

There is a large-sized war cloud rising 
along our northern borders which may 
burst at any time if the respective parties 
to the controversy maintain their present 
positions. At the opening of the Canadian 
Parliament the other day the Governor- 
Genera] declared in his speech that the 
passage of a bill to reéstablish the separate 
schools in Manitoba would be asked, and 
in the same speech he urged that the militia 
and general defenses of the country should 
be put in the highest state of efficiency. 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell, the Premier, in 3 
brief interview says: ‘** We take no of- 
ficiul cognizance of the result of the Manito- 
ba elections. Our policy of remedial legis- 
lation has been announced and will be car- 
ried out. When the Imperial Privy Coun- 
cil, the highest court in the empire, says 
that the Roman Catholics of Manitoba are 
entitled to some remedies at our hands we 
are bound to carry out its directions.” 
This is the attitude of the majority in the 
Dominion Government on the one side. 

On the other side the answer of Manitoba 
is made with no uncertain sound. 
had refused to be bound by the decision of 
the Privy Council that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment had the discretionary power to 
establish separate schools after that same 
council had previously decided Manitoba 
was acting within her rights in setting up 
a non-sectarian school system, like 
own. To clinch the matter her Premier, 
Greenway, announced that no change 
should be made in the educational policy 
of the province, whatever remedial orders 
the Dominion Government might elect te 
make under the discretion given it by the 
Privy Council. Upon that issue the Leg- 


islature was dissolved and an election or- | 


dered for the 15th inst. The result of 
that election is a new Legislature with an 
overwhelming majority of members pledged 
to resist any surrender or any form of 
compromise, and, if necessary, to resort to 
arms for the right of self government in a 
province where there are 180,000 Protest- 
ants and but 20,000 Catholics who desire 
to have separate schools. Out of a total of 
40 members 35 are government supporters. 

Thus the issue which the Dominion 
Government must meet is squarely made. 
It is pledged to carry out the remedial or- 
ders. The Province of Manitoba will re- 
sist. It will also have the moral sympathy 
and support of the Protestants of Canada. 
The government, therefore, is facing a com- 
plicated position. If it backs down it will 


| lose the Catholic vote and go to pieces. If 


it holds its position it will still further 
alienate the Protestants of the Dominion 
and it may provoke Manitoba to a physical 
struggle for its rights. 


A MODEL PHILANTHROPIST. 
John P. Spaulding, the Boston “sugar 
king,” died in that city a few days ago and 
the papers are now telling many tales of his 


philanthropy which were not known to the | ° 
“ bacteria which prey upon the lungs and 


public, as he was one of that rare kind who 
gave right and left and yet his right hand 
never knew what his left hand was doing. 
Mr. Spaulding was an old Bachelor with a 
fortune of several millions, a type usually 
considered the least likely to have the habit 
of generosity, but revelations now show 
that his life was a constant benefaction, 
not in the way of making large donations 
to institutions, -but in helping all sorts of 
people in his own way, after examining 
each case and deciding its worthiness by his 
personal judgment. 

For forty years Mr. Spaulding had lived 
in a Boston hotel and every Christmas and 
New Year’s day its 200 employés were the 
recipients of his bounty. This bounty often 
took the shape of sugar stocks. He had dis- 
tributed $40,000 worthofthem among eight 
women in the hotel in the last few years. 
He secured a home for the poverty-stricken 
widow of an old friend and when she died 
bought a lot for her body in the cemetery. 
At the time of the Chicago fire he set an old 
friend on his feet again by a present of 
$100,000. His relatives who happened to 
be needy or only in moderate circumstances 
were the frequent recipients of his bounty, 
sometimes in the shape of money sent just 
at the time it was most welcome, some- 
times stocks, sometimes a house and lot. 
His special hobby vas horses and when any 
of them won the driver got the purse. He dis- 
tributed money among the poor every year, 
but not until he had examined each case and 
found it worthy of his generosity. In this 
way he escaped the importunities of profes- 
sional beggars who fairly besieged him with 
letters from all parts of the country. One 
of the most beautiful of his benefactions 
was his generosity to that remarkable little 
blind, deaf and dumb girl, Helen Keller, by 
which she largely secured the education 
which has made her as well known as was 
Laura Bridgman, who was helped, though 
in a different way, by Dr. Howe. Mr. 
Spaulding furnished his little ward with 
the money to secure her the constant com- 
panionship of her teacher and also of her 
attendant upon whom she depended of ne- 
cessity, paid all their traveling expenses, 
sent her to the White City at Chicago, and 
besides all this presented valuable stocks 
and securities not only to the little gir) her- 
self but to her teacher and maid, so that her 
education will not languish now that her 
generous patron has passed away. 

The quiet, unostentatious manner in which 
this philanthropist aided the worthy is at- 
tested by the fact that his munificence was 
not known to the public until after his 
death. He detested publicity. _Asketch of 
him says nothing disturbed him more than 
to havé his bounty known, and when a story 
appeared in the papers, three years ago, 
that he had distributed about $40,000 worth 
of sugar stock ' eight women em- 
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nothing,” and at once change the topic of 
conversation.

would walk away. Charity of this kind, 
quietly bestowed, and never in any case 
until the merits of the recipient and his cir- 
cumstances had been carefully examined, 
was thus free from any demoralizing effects, 
while he saved himself from impositions.

ANOTHER GERMAN CELEBRATION. 

The young Emperor of Germany is noth- 
ing if not spectacular. Since his advent to 
power his empire has been almost contin- 
ually en féte. When he has not been mak- 
ing a spectacle at home for the entertain- 
ment of Germans he has been making a 
spectacle of himself abroad for the enter- 
tainment of the world. Thus he has gone 
from celebration to celebration. and from 
anniversary to anniversary with a rapidity 
which is well nigh bewildering. Yesterday 
he celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the coronation of his grandfather at Ver- 
sailles as Emperor of Germany and the uni- 
fication of the empire. Itis safe to say that 
no one enjoyed the occasion more than the 
enthusiastic young Emperor himself. He 
once more expressed his gratitude to Bis- 
marck by ordering a full-length portrait of 
the man of blood and iron. He scattered 
busts of himself and his grandfather right 
and left. He granted numerous amnesties 
to political and. military offenders. He 
issued an imperial decree announcing the 
new William Order to be conferred “upon 


service in advancing the welfare and cult- 
ure of the people, in accordance with rec- 
ommendations contained in a message of 
Emperor William 1.” The first recipients 
of the new order are the Empress, the ex- 
Empress Frederick, the Grand Duchess of 
Baden and Saxe-Weimar, Prince Bis- 
marck, Dr. Miquel, Minister of Finance, 
and Baron von Berlopsch, the Minister of 
Commerce. From which it would appear 
that in the estimation of the Emperor 
those who have done most for Germany are 
those of the royal family and the political 
advisers who are faithful to him. It would 
seem likely that not many civilians will 
wear the insignia of the new Order of Will- 


not improve the occasion by writing can- 


which his subjects have reason to be grate- 
ful. In so far, however, as the celebration 
pertained to the unification of the powerful 
German Empire the Germans had every 
cause to exult over one of the most prom- 
inent and significant events in modern his- 
tory. It is none the less memorable as a 
public declaration of Germany’s greatness 
at a time when war clouds are drifting by, 
great squadrons are sailing the seas, and 
the dogs of war are tugging at their chains. 
Hither there is a conscious feeling of abso- 
lute security or an equally absolute convic- 
tion of peace in the remarkable words 
which close the speech from the throne: 

We shall be able to oppose unitedly and solidly 
any attacks upon our independence and devote 
ourselves undisturbed to the cultivation of our in- 
terests. But the German Empire is far from being 
in danger from other states, and, always enjoy- 
ing the respect and confidence of the nations, will 
continue in the future, as in the past, a strong 


pillar of peace. 
That this be so, may God grant. 


TESLA’S ELECTRICAL CURE. 

An article from the New York Journal, 
published in THe Trisune of yesterday, * 
gives additional information in regard to 
the :..est claimed discovery by Nicola 
Tesla, the celebrated electrician. The ap- 
paratus is described as giving the system a 
shaking up by means of small but none the 
less powerful electric shocks at the rate of 
one hundred per second, the force being 
distributed so evenly through the system 
that the patient scarcely perceives any 
change in his condition. F'urthermore, an 
Austrian professor, who is stated to have 
used the apparatus with great success in 
consumptive cases, is quoted as saying that 
the vibrations produced by the machine 
have the inevitable effect of killing the 


cause consumption. 

Tesla is reported to allege that he knows 
of his own knowledge, and from personal 
observation and experiments, that treat- 
ment by his apparatus will cure all other 
organic diseases than consumption. His 
language seems to justify the idea that he 
considers the effect similar to that induced 
by exercise, with this important difference 
that in one minute or less ‘the patient will 
get the equivalent of a whole day’s ride on 
horseback, without any of the jolting or 
fatigue incident to the physical exertion. 
Tesla says that in a few seconds of treat- 
ment with his apparatus “the patient will 
have received as thorough a shaking up as 
if he had been trotting for dear life all day 
long.” 

Evidently the treatment is radically dif- 
ferent from that under the ordinary elec- 
trical machine. There is no sudden shock, 
none of the powerful contraction of the 
muscles which makes the patient unable to 
let go of the machine when grasping the 
handles. A prominent New-Yorker who 
took the treatment for torpid liver says he 
felt a sort of creeping sensation, but of a 
rather pleasant nature, and not at all asso- 
ciated with the ordinary notion of the way 
in which electricity manifests itself. Fur- 
thermore, his illness seemed to have en- 
tirely vanished immediately after he had 
been in the chair for “a minute or so,” and 
he felt like “an entirely changed man.” 

This is marvelous, if true, and.there seems 
to be no good reason for disbelieving it, 
other than the right which every human be- 
ing has to require proof before accepting a 
statement that conflicts with his previous 
understanding of the operation of the laws 
of nature. Tesla is a scientific man of such 
serious cast that he probably would not 
know a joke or fake to be such if he were to 
see one. He hardly can be suspected of a 
wish to hoodwink the public, or of making 
such statements without sufficient experi- 
ence to make it clear to his own mind that 
he really has discovered a secret of nature, 
the revelation of which will be of great ben- 
efit to the world. The fact that hundreds 
of scientific men have for years past been 
trying to eure by means of electricity with 
little result proves nothing. It appears 
probable that the secret of success in this 
instance lies in the adoption of the alternat- 
ing current, and that, as stated in Tue 
Trisune of last Friday, “the mode of 
electrical motion is what determines the 
influence of the force to be of the kind which 
builds up and energizes the tissues of she 
human system instead of the destructive one 
which ajways kills unless too feeble to cut 
shortthe thread of life.” Butit matters little 
though the philosophy of the process be not 
immediately understood, if the process itself 
be unequivocally beneficial to anything 
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swered his questioners with the statement: 
“This Iknow. He hath opened mine eyes.”’ 


TuaT intensely American newspaper, the 
New York Sun, in discussing the various bills 
which have been introduced In Congress 
looking to the national defense, sums up 
what it is necessary for Congress to do in 
the following compact fashion:

5. Make ready all the available vessels of our 
merchant marine as auxiliary cruisers an‘) trans- 
ports in case of an emergency: and bulid up the 
naval reserve so that there will be no lack of sea- 
men when the clock strikes, 

6. Establish or encourage private enterprise 
to establish centers of production of all the mu- 
nitions of war. 

Dr. Dana has stated the needs of the coun- 
try tersely and completely. He has stated 
what the American people want. What he 
now needs to do is to join THE CHICAGO

pe Is Certain Great Britain Does Not 
- Wish to Interfere with or Acquire 
American Territory—English Opin- 
jon of the Monroe Doctrine Is the 
same as Ours—Friendliness of

Victoria Appeals to the Sultan, 
New York, Jan, 18.—(Special.]—We are ev- 
ygently about to be confronted with two new 
sufficiently grave questions. First, 
whether Congress ought to give its legis- 
sanction to a new version of the Mon- 
roe doctrine; second, whether the United 
tes and England can come to any mutual- 


jy satisfactory understanding respecting the - 


doctrine. 
the first question I say nothing, except 
that it is one of the most serious which could 
be presented; that it may and probably will 
e the agitation and rumors of war 
h seemed to be happily quieting down, 
gnd that no such decision ought to be taken’ 
without, not merely full debate in the Sen- 
e and House of Representatives, but ample 
unity for discussion and deliberation 
the country. 

It is the country which is primarily inter- 
ested, not Congress. The country has shown 
itself strongly attached to the Monroe doc- 
trine. Before it is asked to relinquish this 
attachment and accept a new doctrine which 
js not Monroe’s, it clearly ought to have time 
to decide for itself whether it prefers the 
new to the old. 

Balfour's Speech at Manchester. 

The second question, however, is to some 
extent independent of the first. It is a very 
large one. It will require a great deal of 
consideration before it can be answered one 
way or the other. But Great Britain has 
this week supplied us with the means of 


considering it in a new light. 

Mr. Balfour’s speech at Manchester on 
‘Wednesday is an important contribution to 
‘the international debate which may now be 
gaid to have begun over again. Mr. Balfour 
himself is a very important person. His 

nal and political relations with Lord 
sbury are closer than those of any other 
member of the Cabinet.It is not at all prob- 
able that he spoke at Manchester without 
having consulted the Prime Minister, who 
is also Foreign Minister. Mr. Balfour had 
to deal in his address with the Transvaal 
difficulty and with the Venezuela difficulty, 
and incidentally he touched on the Monroe 
doctrine. Now the theory of Cabinet sol- 
idarity- is in England held very firmly. No 
Cabinet Minister would, as a rule, think of 
expressing views in a public speech hostile 
to those of his chief or inconsistent with his. 
- The exceptions to this rule under the last 
| ernment only prove the rule. Mr. Bal- 
at any rate would not. 

If what he said about the Monroe doctrine 
differs from what Lord Salisbury said in 
reply to Mr. Olney, it. can only have been 
with Lord Salisbury’s sanction. The ques- 
tion whether there is a difference and in what 

becomes therefore very important. 

It is difficult to speak on such a matter 
with confidence, because there is only a 
cabled summary to goupon. Assuming that 
the summary is correct, it may-be said, first, 
that Mr. Balfour’s tone is unlike Lord Salis- 
bury’s, and, second, that he seems to have 
made an advance from the position assumed 
by Lord Salisbury in replying to the Olney 
note. 

The press, or a portion lof the press, in 
America have been ‘so much taken up witna 
the negative part of the English reply that 
they have hardly given weight to Lord 
Salisbury’s strong affirmative statement on 
one point. The English Government, he 
said, “fully concurs with the view which 
President Monroe apparently entertained 

sthat any disturbance of the existing terri- 
torial distribution in that hemisphere by any 
fresh acquisitions on the part of any Euro- 
pean State would be a highly inexpedient 
change.”’ 

He denied, of course, and nobody now pre- 
tends, that this view had the sanction of in- 
ternational law, and he added other quali- 
fications which everybody is supposed to be 
familiar with. 

But Mr. Balfour, addressing a public audi- 

ence in the midst of a crisis, approachés the 
subject from a different point of view, and 
handles it in a different spirit. He begins 
by liing the American suspicion that 
e counter to the Monroe doc- 
trine.” There is, he insists, no disposition 
to run counter to it. He construes the doc- 
trine to mean that ‘“‘ the American continent 
must not be regarded as a field for Euro- 
pean colonization, and that European na- 
tions are not entitled to interfere in the do- 
mestic affairs of the New World.”

CHARLES FLOQUET PASSES AWAY. 


French Jurist, Author, and Statesman 
Who Fought with Boulanger. 
Paris, Jan. 18.—Charles Floquet, who was 
at one time President of the Council of Min- 
ee and also Minister of the Interior, is 
ead, 


Charles Floquet was born in 1828, and when 
a youth was admitted to practice at the bar. 
His famous cry of “‘Vive la Pologne, mon- 
sieur!’’ to Czar Alexander II. when the lat- 
ter was opening the Paris exhibition in 1867 
gained him notoriety and a wife. He made 


considerable reputation as an advocate, pros- 
| ecuting and obtaining civic damages against 


Prince Pierre Bonaparte for the killing of 
Victor Noir. He was a frequent and able 


contributor to the Temps and Siecle, and in 
1861, with Jules Ferry, he published an elec- 
toral manual: He passed from the Presi- 
dency of the Paris Municipal Council into the 
Chamber of Deputies in 1876. He was for six 
months Prefect of the Seine, quitting the 
place to represent the Eastern Pyrenees in 
the chamber, sitting on the radical left. 
In 1885 he was elected President of the 
Chamber. 

The most notable personal achievement of 
M. Floquet's career was his successful duel 
with the redoubtable Gen. Boulanger, which, 
though it iarrowly escaped being a tragedy, 
nevertheless from the utterly unforeseen 
and inexplicable termination of the encount- 
er, convulsed all France with laughter. It 
happened during Floquet’s brief term of 
office as President of the Council of Minis- 
ters, when Boulanger, then recently dis- 
missed from the army and at the head of a 
motly faction of all the discontented ele- 
ments in the country, from reactionary 
Bourbonists to ultra-radicals, was clamoring 
for.an appeal to the people which was to 
upset the republic even if it failed to satisfy 
all the interested factions. The provocation 
came from Floquet in a speech delivered be- 
fore the Chamber and Boulanger challenged 
him to mortal combat. : 

Floquet accepted and the weapons used 
were swords. Boulanger putting into effect 
his own famous recommendation that a 
soldier of France shouM always “‘rush like 
a wild boar on his ‘enemy,’’ made an on- 
slaught on Floquet with headlong ferocity. 
But the man of law instead.of giving way 
before the fire-eater kept his place and met 
Boulanger with a sword thrust in the throat 
which missed killing him on the spot bya 
hair’s breadth, and of course brought the 
combat to a close. 

The derision which fell upon the luckless 
General for this discomfiture had quite as 
much to do with the collapse of the Boulang- 
ist movement as the energetic repressive 
tmeasgre of the government; but neither his 

anship nor his statecraft availed to 

e days of the Floquet administra- 

nd the short span of life that is the 

portion of most French Ministries under the 
third republic.

“We think in attempting a temporary re- 
adjustment of salaries a mistake has been 
made that seriously endangers the efficiency 
of our school system, and beg leave to offer 


the following considerations: 


‘‘First—In the resolution by which the 


Committee on Retrenchmentand Reform was 


appointed in October a lack of funds was 
considered ‘probable,’ and now on high au- 
thority it is claimed there is no deficit. 
Therefore we believe the salary cut is not 
necessary, especially in view of the large 
retrenchment made in other directions. 

“Second—Even if a deficit is likely to ap- 
pear, the teaching force should not suffer 
for it. 

“Third—If there has been any extrava- 
gance it has not been in salaries. 

‘*Fourth—Considering the educational 
standard our citizens wish to maiftain our 
salaries are not too high. They are not 


higher than in other cities, and not as high 


as in Boston, New York, St. Louis, and other 
cities maintaining a high educational stand- 


“Fifth—In any school system an efficient 
teaching force should be considered the first 
requisite, ranking far above material equip- 
ments. 

Attitude of Public. 

“Sixth—We believe the cut is not demand- 
ed by the general public. An occasional er- 
ratic criticism heard is not a true criterion. 

“Seventh—We believe the cut is opposed 
by the mass ot citizens and taxpayers, who 
have the interests of Chicago and the public 
schools most deeply at heart. 

‘“*‘EKighth—We hold the cut will tend to im- 
pair the efficiency of the teaching force and 
consequently lower the high standard of 
our schools. 

“Ninth—The proposed change greatly im- 
pairs the system of graduating increase and 
promotion, a most necessary part: of the 
great educational system, as being calculat- 
ed to stimulate a high professional enthusi- 
asm and draw into the ranks and retain 
teaching talents of high order.’’ 

The only amendment offered was to strike 
out Sec. 8, which, it was feared, might imply 
a threat the teachers meant to work less 
faithfully if their pay was reduced. A num- 


her of independent speeches were made, one 


by Assistant Superintendent Young, and the 
amendment was voted down by an over- 
whelming majority. | 

The resolutions were then adopted with 
only one dissenting voice. The man who 
said ‘no’ was Principal Wadhams, and the 
others made great sport of him. He after- 
ward signed the document with the rest, 
TAXPAYERS ENTER A PROTEST. 
Great Numbers of Cftizens Remon- 

strate Against Salary Cut. 

Through the efforts of the high school 
teachers 2,000 prominent citizens have in- 
dorsed the protest made against the recent 
reduction in salaries. 

A committee appointed from °the high 
school teachers framed the following pro- 
test at a meeting held last Monday: 

‘“‘We, the undersigned, citizens and taxpay- 


ers of the City of Chicago, do hereby ex-. 


press a desirg to maintain our public schools 
at the highest practicable standard. We 
recognize the fact that in order to do this 


the most efficient teachers are needed: we | 


also appreciate the fact the pay of teachers, 
as a class, is inadequate, and hence we do 
respectfully and earnestly protest against 
the proposed reduction in salaries of our 
teachers, as, under the present 


cripple the efficiency of our public school 
system.” 

By the earnest work of the committee 
2,000 names were secured, In the list are 
included all the instructors in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, nine Judges of the higher 
courts, and attorneys, clergymen, physi- 
cians, business-men, eighty-five members of 
the Board of Trade, railroad officials, and 
bankers.

much more time and expense than that re- 
quired of grammar school teachers or even 
of grammar school principals. While pupils 
from our high schools are taken by the city 
and without expense to themselves prepared 
in a short time to enter the grammar school 
work, those who would be teachers in the 
high schools are expected to spend, at their 
own expense, four or five years in college 
and to become specialists in some particular 
branch of school work; hence to discrimi- 
nate against the high school teachers in the

*“Second—That while the salaries of all

Other members of the board and reporters 
were barred out, and the only outsiders per- 
mitted in the room were the members of the

They remained, however, and 
presented their side of the case. 

Th Retrenchment committee was in ses- 
sion four or five hours, and its deliberations, 
indistinctly over the transom, 
seemed to be of the most troubled character. 
The only subject of dispute seemed to be 
how to prevent a meeting of the joint com- 
mittee, to which was referred the resolution 
to repeal their entire report of Dec. 20. At 
last it was decided to be best to permit the 
joint committee to meet tomorrow afternoon. 

In the meanwhile Mr. Brenan, Chairman of 
the Committee on School Management, has 
prepared the papers for a call of the joint

vanity is, I take it, oné of the essentials toa 
well-balanced character—not a prodigious 
vanity, but a prudent, well-governed one, 
But for vanity there would be no competi- 
tion in the world; without competition there 
would be no progress. 

‘*In these later days I often hear this man

versity. And now in addition, in the sixty 
days from Noy. 1 to Jan. 1, 1896,,almost five 
millions more have been poured into the ca- 
pacious lap of this greedy infant, some- 
thing unparalleled in the history of any land 
or any time. What is the secret of the per- 
‘sonality of this young man, still in his 30s, 
who has shown such wonderful power to 
extract the ducats from the pockets of the 
rich? 

Saneity remarkable' also are the daring 
ovizinality and magnificent scope of the 
plans and policy of this new university. 
Half a hundred radical experiments have 
been tried on a huge scale. They seem for 
the most part to have met with remarkable 
success. The mechanism and machinéry 
alone of the big institution, by which it dis- 
tributes its millions and carries on its work, 
is a marvel of ingenuity and skill. What 
manner of brain has been parent to all this? 

President William Rainey Harper is per- 
baps the most striking figure today among 
contemporary Americans. He combines the 
shrewdness and executive power of the rail- 
road President with the patience and taste 

for minute research of the scholar. He is 
‘one of the busiest men on the continent. His 

‘short life might be cyt up into a dozen lives 
and have enough to make each of them hur- 
ried and crowded. He has today more irons 
in the fire than half a score of men ought to 
have to look after. But he attends to them 
all, for he is a lightning worker. 


Some of Dr. Harper’s Duties. 
Here are some of the duties which he has 
assumed. Hts work as President of the uni- 
versity, as -he does it, is an enormous bur- 
den. His minute supervision is felt through- 
out the institution from top to bottom. Then 
he is lecturing and speaking constantly. He 
must represent the university before the 
worl. His ‘social duties are exacting, and 
he must be constantly tilling the soil for the 
financial crop which he finds so convenient. 


This outside work alone occupies all the time 
of such an able man as President Eliot at 


ard. 

President Harper also holds the chair 
of head professor of Semitic languages and 
literature. And besides supervising and or- 
ganizing the department he does as much 
teaching ‘any member of the faculty— 
-and more, for he usually teaches all the 
year around. Besides these duties he acts 
as aang’ editor of two megazines—the 
Biblical World, a monthly, and the Hebra- 
ica, a quarterly. To both of these he con- 
tributes largely. Then, in addition, he is 
principal of the Chautauqua system and 
of the American Institute of Sacred Lit- 
erature. And yet he finds time to make fre- 
quent contributions to the periodical press 
and to bring out an occasional book. eis 
‘just now ting an elaborate commentary 
on the minor prophets. 

With all this burden of teaching, study, 
_ editing, speaking, writing, and executive 
‘work upon his shoulders President Harper 
has established the reputation of being a 
éman who never takes a vacation, but his 
associates, however, have finally made him 
Q surrender, and he has given up the courses 
‘which he announced for the winter 
quarter and will spend January, February, 
and March in Morgan Park. The chief rea- 
son for this is that he has a book on hand 
which he desires to finish writing... Dean 
Marry Pratt Judson -will act as President 
in his absence, but Prof. Harper will keep 
in close touch with affairs. — 

How He Gets Recreation. 

When President Harper becomes tired 
and grows nervous and sleepless he accepts 
an invitation to speak out in Colorado, or 
discovers some business which requires his 
attention in New York City. He jumps on 
the train, travels night and day, reaches his 
destination, transacts his business or deliv- 
ers his address, and boards the next train 
home for Chicago.

Harper is very quick, too, to see what a man 
can do, and to make use of him. It is only 
in this way he can get through the enormous 
amount of work that devolves upon him. 


Brimful of Enthusiasm. 

At the beginning of this article the ques- 
tion was raised, What is the secret of Pres- 
ident Harper’s wonderful success? The 
answer is found in four words: Bnthusi- 
asm, originality, and practical skill. Such 
a boundless and all-compelling enthusiasm 
as governs Dr. Harper is seldom seen in a 
man. It is a spirit that carries him along 
almost in spite of himself. 
push himself to his task by sheer force of 
will. He is rather attracted to it by an ir- 
resistible power. He is so full of energy, in- 
deed, that forced idleness would be insuffer- 
able agony.

He treats every one 
with consideration and attention, and has 
much of Garfield’s faculty of making each 
person feel that he is the special object of 
the President’s interest and esteem. ' He has 
also a happy faculty of saying pleasant 
things on all occasions. Then, too, President 
Harper never forgets. No matter how ob- 
scure and commonplace an individual may 
be, the President having once met him never 
fails to recall him by name, together with all 
the attendant circumstances. The doctor 
will stop to have a pleasant word with him 
regarding his former college, or something 
of the sort which indfcates that he hasn’t 
forgotten him in the least. This memory 
for details is a great source of power. 

President Harper attends all the baseball 
and football games and is a most interested 
spectator. In case of victory the “‘rooters”’ 
always march around to the President’s 
house and he never fails to appear with a 
few hearty and apt words of conyratulation. 
If the victory is one of especial significance 
he frequently invites the team to an in- 
formal reception at his home and “‘sets up” 
the lemonade and ice cream. He is active 
in every important student affair. His 
counsel is sought in everything, and he gives 
to these the same care and attention that he 
gives to the government of the university. 
His magnificent physique seems capable of 
enduring any strain. His nervous powers 
and reserve force are phenomenal. Yet asa 
child, up to the age of 7, he was exceptior- 
ally delicate. At that time he hada very 
Severe sickness and after his recovery a 
complete physical change seemed to take 
place in his system and he began to give 
promise of the physical strength which he 
has since attained. 


Goes Riding on a Wheel. 

President Harper takes his exercise upon a 
wheel. Many a student, recently arrived at 
the university, who has seen the President 
only in his scholastic paraphernalia of cap 
and gown and Prince Albert coat, and has 
looked upon him as the embodiment of dig- 
nity and unapproachable majesty, has been 
fairly stunned to see him, some morning be- 
fore breakfast, or late in the afternoon, 
“scorching’’ along the boulevards on his 
wheel at a pace that makes his companions 
hustle to keep up with him. The insignia of 
his office are laid aside for a tight-fitting 
black jersey suit, knee trousers, jockey cap, 
long stockings, and bicycle shoes. His back 
is curled over the handle of his bicycle like a 
veritable professional racer, while his wheel 
dashes injand out among carriages and past 
other riders, and his fat legs dance up and 
down at amerry pace. President Harper ts 
an expert wheelman, and he goes into it, as 
he does everything else, for all there is in it. 

President Harper’s position and his social!

circles. He is a member of most of the lead- 
ing clubs in the city, and spends not a little 
time in theirrooms. It is here that he comes 
into contact with the people and widens his 
influence in behalf of the university. Here 
also are first talked over and arranged 
many of the rich gifts that are afterwards.

President ‘Harper, it is needless to say, is 
ambitious—as ambitious as Crsar. His 
plan is to develop a university that will 
stand second to none in the world, and he is 
working unfalteringly with that goal in 
view. But more remarkable than his ambi- 
tion is his faith, his optimism. Think of the 
daring, the presumption with which the first 
plans of the university were laid! It was 
projected upon a scale unparalleled in the 
history of education, and requiring finan- 
clal resources, not only never secured for 
such an institution, but never even dreamed 
of. With only a couple of million from Mr. 
Rockefeller in hand, he started out on a 
fifty-million dollar basis and trusted that 
the rest would be forthcoming as it was 
needed. For a time there was a period of 
anxiety. He had trusted that Chieago would 
take the university and make it her own. 
But no one stepped forward. He was urged 
to relinquish his schemes, but he remained 
undaunted and firm-—and waited. . Finally 
Sidney A. Kent came forward with a mag- 


niticent gift for a chemical laboratory. This . 


showed confidence in the President and faith 
in the future of the university. Others fol- 
lowed. The crisis was past, and the future 
of the university was assured. 

Many have wondered at President Har- 
per’s good luck in securing great gifts. The 
secret of it is the fascination of his personal 
enthusiasm and the foresight and original- 
ity with which he projected the plans of the 
university. An institution conceived upon 
less magnificent lines would not have capt- 
ured the ‘imagination of those who were 
able to give. That is where other college 
Presidents have failed. Chicago would not 
have labored and sacrificed as she did for the 
World’s Fair, for example, if she had not 
been inspired with the thought of erecting 
an exposition that would outstrip all pre- 
vious fairs and dazzle the whole world. Hun- 
dreds of men had tried to interest John D. 
Rockefeller before President Harper suc- 
ceeded. 


He Won Yerkes Over. 


It is said that when Charles T. Yerkes was 
approached upon the subject of endowing a 
telescope he said: “President Harper, if 
you had asked me to give you the money for 
an ordinary telescope I should have refused. 
But since your purpose-is to construct the 
greatest telescope in the world I will say yes. 
Go ahead with it and send me the bill. But 
mind you make it the greatest and best in 
the world.”’ This illustrates a prime ele- 
ment in President Harper’s success in rais- 
ing money. Originality is Dr. Harper's 
chief characteristic. He is original in évery- 
thing—in methods of teaching, in plans of 
work, in policies of government. In laying 
out the plans of the university he cast aside 
conventionalities, cut loose from the tradi- 
tions of the centuries, and established the 
University of Chicago upon the broadest and 
most liberal policy upon which a university 
was ever founded.

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BIKE CRAZE TO LAST. 


Another Popular Season for the 
“Silent Steed” Predicted 
for 1896. 


PRICES NOT LIKELY TO BE REDUCED. 


Chief Improvement in New Models Will Be 
Larger Tubing and Axles, 


ICYCLING and bicycles in 1895 had a 
banner year, as must have been evi- 
dent to all who have kept in touch with 
the times. The overwhelming demand 

for wheels during the year was unprece- 
dented. The business during 1894 warranted 
no belief that the demand for bicycles would 
more than double itself, as was the case. 
The manufacturers were unprepared for the 
rush, They could not even begin to meet it, 
and if it were possible to learn how many 
there are who, wearied by the long waits for 
wheels which for months were, according to 


orders in sheer disgust, there is little doubt 
but that a small army would answer to 
their names. The demand reached the pro- 
portions of a “craze.”” Your dyed-in-the-wool 
cyclist does not like this word. It suggests 
a passing show, a something which exists 
today and is gone tomorrow, and he dislikes 
to believe that cycling is anything of the 
sort. But that it was a craze is not to be 
denied. 

It was an unhealthy growth—the develop- 
ment of a night, and that is substantially 
the definition of acraze. The cause? Guess- 
ing is easy. There are those who maintain 
that it was a sudden awakening of the public 
to the practicability, the wholesomeness, the 
unlimited possibilities and the subtle fasci- 
nation of the bicycle. Perhaps it was. But 
l doubt it. Granting, however, that it was 
an awakening, it is reasonably certain that 
there is no one agency that did more to 
cause the general operiing of eyes than the 
Michaux Cycling club of this city and New- 
port. 

When this club was organized the whole 
world was told that only millionaires and 
millionairesses and members of the Four 
Hundred could obtain admission to its ranks. 
There were those who knew differently, but 
that mattered little. The general public be- 
lieved it, and the mere fact that Mr. and Mrs, 
De Vere, their daughter Clara, and their son 
Harold were riding bicycles set the general 
public by the ears. It aroused the envy of 
the De Veres of other cities, and they 
promptly went and did likewise. The papers 
recorded the fact. Those just below the 
upper crust, and those of the lower layers 
emulated those just above them, and the 
craze was fairly started. 

It got the benefit of a flying start, and, once 
under way, it did not stop until some 450,000 
bicycles, representing some $35,000,000, had 
been disposed of and-the coming winter had 
retarded its further progress. 

if the future, more particularly the year 
1806, does not see a similar growth—that is, 
if the demand of the preceding year is not 
doubled, there will be many anxious faces 
and flattened purses in the cycle trade. Ev- 
ery one connected with it is, however, view- 
ing the outlook through rose-tinted glasses. 
They can see nothing but a repetition of the 
success of the immediate past. They have 
prepared for it. Factories which last year 
turned out 10,000 bicycles have increased 
their capacities and will produce 20,000 to 


portunities for personal heroism, 


30,000 during next season; factories which 
previously manufactured 40,000 wheels have 
been added to, and will increase their out- 
puts 60 to 80 per cent. At least one of them 
will be prepared to make 100,000 bicycles as 
occasion requires. This has reference only 
to the old manufacturers. Of the new people 
who have been attracted to the industry in 
shoals few will build less than 2,000 bicycles. 
Eight thousand is perhaps a fair average. 
Every form of manufactory has been at- 
tracted to what is believed to be a modern 
Eldorado. Sewing machine plants, furni- 


ture factories, knitting mills, skate-making 


establishments—all these and others have 
been converted in whole or in part for the 
manufacture of bicycles. Capitalists, pro- 
moters, and speculators of every nature and 
of no experience have almost fallen over 
themselves in the wild rush, ahd it is a dull 
week, indeed, that does not witness the in- 
auguration of at least two or more new fac- 
tories. 

When and where will it end? 

That is the question which every one con- 
nected with the business is asking himself. 
None know and few care to prophesy. Some 
predict that the great growth of last year 
was but the beginning of an expansion 
which will not be stemmed until the whole

unite, however, in agreeing that 1896 will 
amply fulfill expectations; that there will 
be no difficulty in disposing of the entire out- 


put, variously estimated at from 750.000 to | 


1,000,000 cycles. But of the succeeding year 
they are not so sanguine. Let two trades- 
people come together and if the question, 
“Will it last?’’ is not sooner or later dis- 
cussed the meeting will be worthy of record. 

There is no use denying that the year 1897 
is a sealed book, an immense interrogation 
point to every one connected with the trade. 
The matter is, however, one of those which 
will solve itself. 

Models of 06 bicycles are very generally 
in evidence. For the first time in the history 
of the industry they were procurable for the 
Christmas trade, and when the buying sea- 
son is fully opened there should be few man- 
ufacturers who cannot meet all reasonable 
demands.made on them. All are working 
overtime, and all, or nearly all, will have 40 
or 50 per cent of their outputs ready for de- 
livery before March 15. There should be 
none of the exasperating delays in fulfill- 
ment of orders which characterized last 
year’s business. 

The wheels themselves show no radical 
changes from those of 1895 unless a general 
use or larger tubing and larger axles and a 
general alteration of name plates can be so 
termed. Improvemént has become largely 
a matter of detail; 1896 models will weigh 
from one to three pounds more than those 
of the previous year ‘and will average twen- 
ty-three pounds. Tandems will.be.more nu- 
merous than ever before: in fact, 1896 may 
be reckoned a “tandem yéar.’” It will be a. 
feature of the season. > 

In the matter of price there is no change. 
One hundred dollars will remain the almost 
universal figure for singlé bicyctes’and F150 
for tandems of high grade...Of. coursethe 
general public perennially looks for a reduc- 
tion. And in time it willcome. But the time 
is not yet. Recently I interviewed oné of 
the largest and most prominent manufact- 
urers in America on this very subject. 

“When changes cease,” said he, “then will 
the price of bicycles be reduced—notefore.”’ 
Every one may judge for.himself when this 
is likely to come about.—R, G. Betts, editor 
of the Wheel and Cycling Trade Reviéw, in 
the New York World. .

As truly as these letters indicate one side 
of the character of Thackeray’s “eccentric 
Fitz” so do half a dozen small, shabby 
volumes tucked away on three inches of 
bookshelf show another pecularity—namely: 
his shy dread of publicity. Herc is the first 
edition of his first book, “‘Euphranor; a 
Dialogue of Youth,” published anonymous- 
ly by Pickering in 1851. Here is his second, 
published anonymously in 1852, a small 
green quarto. Within a laurel wreath on 
its symbolically colored cover is the Spanish 
proverb, ‘“‘La verdad es siempre verde’’— 
truth is ever green. Its full title is: ““Polon- 
ius; a Collection of Wise Laws and Modern 
Instances.”’ Some of these are original, 
others are Selected from writers ancient and 
modern, but the charming preface is all his 
own. This little book, now so rare, was 
picked up for a trifle in a second-hand book- 
shop in Chicago. Imagine the glee of the 
bibliomaniac! 

Another of his cherished possessions is 
the first publication in which Fitz Ger- 
ald’s name appeared in full: ** Six 
Dramas of Calderon. Freely Translated.” 
So freely translated, indeed, that the critics 
would none of it. In annoyance at their 
strictures the author withdrew it from cir-

culation, so that a copy now is of extreme 
scarcity. Its neighbor is a verse translation 
of the “Saél4am4n and Absal’ of Jami, 
““‘whose ingenious prattle I am stilting into 
Miltonic verse,”’ wrote the author. He was 
making excursions from Spanish into Per- 
sian, groping closer to what was to be his 
great life work, “‘growing warmer,” as the 
children say in their game. This copy has 
the introduction of the first edition of 1856 
bound up with the text of the revised and 
deereased edition of 1871—a thing shocking 
to right-minded bibliophiles, but Fitz Gerald 
ever took indefensible liberties with his 
books. The shortened “Salaman and Ab- 
sal,’ as has been already mentioned, origi- 
nally made part of one volume with the text 
of the fourth edition of the Rubaiyat. This 
copy was Fitz Gerald’s very own, and bears 
corrections in his own handwriting, as do, 
indeed, two dramas translated from Calder- 
on which appear bound together in thin gray 
paper, without either title page or name. 
They are “The Mighty Magician” and 
“Such Stuff as Dreams Are Made Of.” They 
were printed separately, for private use, 
and more copies of one than of the other 
were distributed. Then follows Fitz Gerald's 
last work, “Readings in Crabbe,” ever a fa- 
vorite poet of his. This also was his own 
copy, and contains corrections by his hand. 
Fitz Gerald’s liking for Crabbe’s poetry 
may have been partly owing to persona! 
friendship with the man, but his taste in

feineand theobromine. More than this, it may 
shock some of the bicycle riders to know how 
frightfully they are abusing themselves by 
this kola habit. A certain well-known bicycle 
rider, who is very proud of his ten and 
twenty mile spurts, will take as much caf- 
feine in one of these dashes as is contained 
in six large and Strong cups of French coffee 
—a shock upon his system that must in- 
evitably result in disaster. I believe any 
man or woman.may take a single cup of 
coffee with his meal in perfect safety. I do 
not believe that any man or woman can take 


two cups at a meal without disordering his. 


Stomach, but when it comes to taking as 
much kola as is contained in three, or four, 
or five, or six cups between meals there is 
@vidence of suicide. 

Recognizing the natural curiosity of man 
touching any subject that may be of tem- 
porary interest, I may add that the kola 
grows wild upon the west coast of Africa, 
from the Sierra Leone to the Congo, and 
reaches four or five hundred miles into the 
interior, its limitations being determined by 
the presence of the palm, although they have 
no connection one with the other. 


What the Tree Looks Like. 

The tree attains a*height of from thirty to 
forty feet, and resembles the chestnut in ap- 
pearance. The leaves are six to eight inch- 
es long and. pointed at both ends; the flowers 
are a pale yellow spotted with purple, des- 
titute of a corolla. The fruit consists of 
two, sometimes more, separate pods or fol- 
licles, which, split open on the inner side, 
contain several sceds about the size of a 
horse chestnut, weighing from one-sixth of 
an ounce to one ounce. The covering of the 
seeds is brownish yellow in color, the sub- 
Stance is a white mass of cells filled with 
etarch and containing the alkaloids which 
give to the plant its medicinal or stimulating 
properties. The tree commences to yield 
fruit about the fourth year, and is at its 
best in its tenth year. The flowering is 
nearly continuous, and the fruit and flowers 
may be present at the same time; there 
being two harvests of the nut each year. 
Fortunately for the Americans, who ig- 
norantly have recourse to it for stimulation, 
much of the nerve-exhausting properties of 
the nut is lost with age. It is my conviction 
that if Americans had the fresh nut, and ate 
it in quantities such as many of them now 
do, within six months it would tear their 
nerves all to pieces. 

Whatever may be said of the evils of co- 
caine, chloral, and ,opium—and it would 
scarcely be possible to exaggerate their evils 
—the kola nut seems destined to eclipse all 
of these in its malign influence upon men 
and women who affect the bicycle. It is 
most regrettable physicians are so bound 
in conservatism they will not raise their 
voices in condemnation of the practice to 
which I have invited attention. It was bad 
enough when bicycle spurters had recourse 
to black coffee, as many of them did, but 
it was worse than jumping from the frying 
pan into the fire when they accepted kola as 
a substitute.

TO MAKE A CHEAP GAS 


Big Plant at Niagara Falls for 
Turning Out Calcic 
Carbide. ag 


BASIS OF A POWERFUL ILLUMINANT. 


Acetylene to Be Produced in Large Quanti- 
ties for Lighting Purposes. 


IAGARA FALLS, N. Y., Jan. 16.— 
{Special Correspondence.]—The first 
calcic carbide plant to be built for 
commercial purposes in America, asa 

result of a discovery made by T. L. Willson 
in North Carolina, is nearing completion on 
the lands of the Niagara Falls Power com- 


pany in this city. The product of this initial | 


plant will be shipped to Philadelphia, Pa., 
and there made into acetylene gas for use 
throughout that city and Southern Pennsyl- 
vania. Much interest centers about the 
plant now in building here, and no less than 
twelve States are watching and waiting for 
the commencement of operations in order 
that they may ascertain what the success 
and extent of the project is to be. From 
the facts which already have been published 
about the properties of acetylene, public 
opinion has come to the idea, that it is 
destined to become a popular and valuable 
illuminant and fuel and not only are the ex- 
isting gas companies watching develop- 
ments with anxiety, but the electric light

companies are anticipating the changes 
which may be forced upon them. In the 
case of the latter concerns, however, there 
are prospects of profit, from the fact that 
while some of their lights may be cut out 
from the business places and homes of 
present patrons, their plants will find a new 
field of labor in that they may be run 
throughout the day to generate electricity 
for the manufacture of calcic carbide, from 
which the acetylene will, in turn, be made. 

As the new plant here is the first of its 
kind many interesting experiments will be 
made in it. At the start of operations it 
will be important to ascertain the amount 
of electric current which will prove the most 
economical, for thus far the experiments 
have been made with currents varying from 
25 to 235 horse power. The contract of the 
company with the Niagara Falls Power 
company calls for 1,000 or more horse 
— a force much larger than before 
used. 


Alternating Current Furnaces, 

One important feature of the plant is that 
an alternating current furnace is to be used, 
whereas all the other electric manufacturing 
plants at Niagara Falls use direct current 
furnaces. The current is received all on 
one phase and used at a voltage of about 
100, a fact which tells that it will have to be 
reduced considerably from the voltage at 
which it #s sent out and delivered by the 
generators of the Niagara Falls Power com- 
pany, which is about 2,200. At the com- 
mencement it is likely the furnaces will be 
operated with a current ranging from 100 
to 1,000 horse-power, and it is possible from 
the dimensions of the furnaces that a cur- 
rent of 500 horse-power will be found the 
most economical. os 

The size of this carbide plant is 40 by 90 
at the foundations. The structure is of 
brick, the front portion being two stories 
high, or 31 feet to the eaves, while the rear 
part is 21 feet high. It contains a furnace 
room, a crushing and grinding room, a lab- 
oratory, a switchboard room, a transformer 
room, and a room for the help employed. 
The crushing and grinding portion of the 
outfit is to be of sufficient capacity to sup- 
ply a plant of fifty tons capacity, whereas 
the capacity of the plant at the start will 
be at least five tons per day. A two-phase 


75 horse-power motor will operate the 
grinding plant. In the furnace room four 
furnaces have been built, each con- 


taining cast-iron crucibles 3 feet 6 inches 
long, 2 feet 8 inches deep, and 2 feet 
2 inches wide. The current will be kept on 
each furnace for about three hours, one fur- 
nace being operated ata time. Each horse- 
power used is supposed to give twenty 
pounds of calcic carbide every twenty-four 
hours, and each pound of the product is sup- 
posed to produce a little over five cubic feet 
of gas. 
Rushing Through the Work. 

The rest of this month will witness busy 
scenes at the plant, for the General Electric 
company’s force is expected to come on from 
Schenectady to install the electric equip- 
ment, while the force from the present plant 
in North Carolina and J. M. Morehead of 
New York, the engineer in charge of ths 
erection, will leave New York-for this city 


and all will devote their united efforts to 
hurrying the plant to completion, so that by 
Feb. 1 at the latest the factory may be in 
operation. 

Considering the fact that calcic carbide is 
made by the use of such low priced material 
as coal dust, lime dust, water, and electricity 
and that it can be made anywhere, there is 
no telling the revolution it may create, espe- 
cially as it is recognized as the highest illum- 
inant hydro-carbon known in chemistry. The 
company that owns the plant here makes the 
claim that acetylene gives more light, throws 
out less heat, consumes less oxygen, and can 
be produced at much less cost than other il- 
luminating gases. It is capable of being 
stored as a solid in the shape of calcic car- 
bide, as a liquid, or as a gas. 

It may be shipped long distances as a car- 
bide or as a compressed liquid gas manu- 
factured from it, and in the latter state may 
be applied to all purposes of isolated light- 
ing, especially as in railroad trains, street 
cars, carriages, bicycles, steamships, or sail- 
ing vessels, street lighting, and it may be 
used in dwellings, stores, or manufactories, 
its application for the latter purpose permit- 
ting the manufacture of a gas sufficiently 
low-priced to be used for fuel or heating 
purposes. It used to be a boast here that 
some day great trains of storage batteries 
would be sent to all parts of the country 
from Niagara, but it may be that acetylene 
gas cylinders will take the place of the stor- 
age batteries in this respect. 

Discovery of Acetylene, 

Acetylene gas, like many other valuable 

‘and useful things, was discovered by acci- 
dent. It has long been known to chemists 
that carbon will combine with various met- 
als when great heat is applied, but the 
product called ‘‘carbides” has been but little 
studied. In .1866 Berthelot discovered so- 
dium carbide and from that on until 1858, 
a period of twenty-two years, the scientific 
records fail to report further progress. It 
was in 1888 that Mr. Wilson began a series 
of experiments in an electrical furnace and 
no doubt the electrical development was the 
actuating cause of the success which acci- 
dentally crowned his efforts. 

Mr. Willson sought to reduce refractory 
metallic oxides by carbon, the reductions to 
be accomplished by the heat of this elec- 


i trical current and not by the electrolytic 


action. His experiments were extendeil 
over a considerable field and period, and 
finally he ascertained that a mixture of 
powdered lime and coke dust introduced 
into a furnace would develop into a sirup- 
like.mass of practically pure carbide of cal- 
cium, which, when taken from the furnace 
and placed in contact with water, would 
evolve acetylene gas in great quantities. 

Calcium carbide is a dense dark brown 
substance which gives off a peculiar odor, 
owing to the action of the atmospheric 
moisture. In a dry atmosphere it is odor- 
less. The gas made from it is colorless, and 
a high authority has said that as compared 
with coal gas its poisonous qualities are only 
1 to 50. The gas has a pungent odor some- 
thing like garlic, a feature of importance, as 
its presence will indicate a leak very quick- 
ly. The fact that acetylene may be placed 
in three conditions—viz.: a gas, a liquid, ora 
solid—is significant of its commercial future. 
It is altogether likely that calcium carbide 
will be manufactured in the plant here ata 
cost not to exceed $5 per ton. 


Some of the Possibilities, 


In this connection the promoters of the 
plant give some interesting figures in stating 
that assuming twenty pounds of carbide 
are produced each twenty-four hours by 
each horse-power used, the amount made 
during 300 working days would be three tons 
per horse-power per year, and applying the 
100,000 horse-power available from the pres- 
ent tunnel to its production it would mean 
the production of 300,000 tons per year. This, 
they say, should produce at least 3,300,000,- 
000 feet of acetylene gas, which, as its il- 
luminating abilities as compared with coal 
gas are as 10 to 1,would represent all of 33,- 
000,000,000 cubic feet of this latter gas, an 
amount that equals if not exceeds the an- 
nual output of coal gas throughout the whole 
United States. 

An important feature of acetylene is the 
heating effect of its fame is but little more 
than that of an electric incandescent lamp. 
As the supply of this factory is to be shipped 
in barrels to Philadelphia in the form of 
calcic carbide, it is natural they should com- 
pare the illuminating qualities of their prod- 
uct with the gas now used inthatcity. In 
this connection it is asserted that when 
acetylene is burned at the rate of five cubic 
feet per hour it produces a light equal to 250 
candles, while to compare their qualities it is 
further pointed out that the best illuminat- 
ing gas from coal or water gas is seldom over 
twenty-two candles for each five cubic feet 
consumed per hour. 

The Philadlephia gas, .it is said, is equal 
to 19 or 20 candles. Thus it will be seen that 
acetylene will produce at least 1244 times 
more light for the same quantity consumed, 
or, in other words, 1,000 cubic feet of acety- 
lene gas will furnish -the equivalent in 
lighting power of 12,500 cubic feet of Phila- 
delphia coal, and furthermore a_ three- 
months’ supply of acetylene for a good- 
sized house can be stored in a cylinder six 
inches in diameter and four and one-half 
feet long. But these figures have mainly to 
do with the nature of acetylene as an illu- 
minant, in addition to which its commercial 
value for power and heating purposes is to 
be taken into consideration and _ studied. 
There is no doubt but what other factories 
for the manufacture of calcic carbide to 
supply New York, Massachusetts, Ohio, 
Northern Pennsylvania, Indiana, Illinois, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, Missouri, Mich- 
igan, Minnesota, and other States are likely 
to be erected at the falls because of its 
proximity to the fields from which the ma- 
terials used in its manufacture are obtained 
and also because of the great supply of 
cheap electrical power obtainable here.

- The bewildering move that 
seemed to make a map of the stamps sorted 
them denominationally. 


Testing the Count. 


Detecting in the newspaper man’s face the 
look of incredulity—that was certainly there 
—at the exhibition of this simply astounding 
flash-sight count work, the manager with a 
laugh told the girl to turn her back toward 
the counting table, and asked the doubter 
to pick up and throw upon the table one 
or a dozen handfuls of loose stamps from a 
box near by. Two handfuls were thrown 
on the table. “Count!’’ exclaimed the man- 
ager. The girl wheeled, swept the pile level 
with one dash of her hand, a peal of laughter 
rang from her, back she wheeled, and called 
out ‘492 2s.’’ 

“You will now please count them,” urged 
the manager, addressing the visitor. The 
giri’s performance hadn't taken to exceed 
twelve seconds—being nearly instantaneous. 
After almost two minutes of fumbling—the 
stamps being in every sort of shape—the 
newspaper man found nothing else to say 
but—‘*‘492 2s.’’ 

As in perhaps no other business of the day, 
scrupulous honesty and non-dealing with 
strangers are at bottom the price of success 
in this already great and rapidly increasing 
industry. It’s a notably peculiar business. 
A stranger with great capital would find 
little in it for a considerable time after start- 
ing in it, owing to the constant and pressing 
requirement for thorough acquaintance be- 
tween dealer and customer as to honesty 
under all circumstances. The magnitude of 
the quantity of stamps necessary to be 
turned into cash every business day in Chi- 
cago alone makes on the part of the mer- 
chant absolute accuracy in the counting 
of the multitudes of little detached squares 
of papers, some sticking together, and oth- 
erwise seriously bothersome, an impossi- 
bility—as the Chicago merchant figures his 
time. Errors aggregating $2,000 against a 
single firm were made by its counting-room 
in one year in the stamp count and corrected 
by the broker. This single instance will 
show how much genuine faith a big stamp- 
receiving concern must have in a stamp firm 
before considering for a moment a transfer 
of their business. On the other hand, the 
force of the stamp broker is by no means 
error-proof, and therefore cannot afford to 
do business with irresponsible persons. 

Some business-men think the day is com- 
ing when banks will have a stamp-receiving 
department, while others believe the gov- 
ernment itself may take hold of the matter 
in time. 


WILL HONOR THEIR POET BURNS. 


Scotsmen Arrange for Celebrations 
: on His Birthday. 

The birthday of Burns, the Scottish bard, 
is generally well honored in Chicago, where 
there are probably more Scottish national 
societies than in any other place on earth.

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A Memoir of Danfe Gabriel Rossetti. 


By W. M. Rossetti. 


a. . > 
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ONDAY next Messrs. Roberts Bros, 
will publish a memoir of Dante Ga- 
briel Rossetti, by W. M. Rossetti, to- 
gether with a selection from his fam-~- 

ily letters, making two volumes in all. The 
first volume is given over to the memoir. 
Although W. M. Rossetti is writing of his 
brother he conceals nothing, nor lays down 
aught in malice. He tells the story of Dante 
Gabriel's life as he would that of an entire 
stranger for whom he had an affection. It 
was expected that Mr. Theodore Watts 
would have written this memoir, but for 


some good reason he changed his mind and 
W. M. Rossetti took the task upon his own 
shoulders. He has probably been quite as 
frank as Mr. Watts would hav@been. Of 
the wife of Dante Rossetti he also has much 
to say, and it is a singular story. Every 
one knows that Rossétti was devoted to his 
wife and that he painted her portrait in 
most of his pictures. She was a Miss Siddal 
and was the daughter of a Sheffield cutler. 
When Rossetti knew her she was employed in 
a bonnet shop in Cranborne alley, near 
Leicester square. She was “discovered” by 
a young painter named Deverell, who hap- 
pened to accompany his mother to the shop, 
and who was impressed by the way she lifted 
a hand box ddwnfrom theshelf. ‘‘She was,” 
gays W. M. Rossetti, .*‘a most beautiful 
creature with an air between dignity ‘and 
sweetness mixed with something which ex- 
ceeded modest self-respect and partook of 
disdainful reserve; tail, finely formed, with 
a lofty neck and regular yet somewhat un- 
common features, greenish blue unsparkling 
eyes, large, perfect eyelids, brilliant com- 
plexion, and a lavish wealth of coppery 
golden hair. It was what many people call 
ied hair and abuse under that name—but 
the color was not rank and fiagrant—hap- 
ns to have been much admired by Dante 
ossetti and I dare say by Deverell as well. 
All this fine development, this brilliancy of 
hue, were only too consistent with the con- 
sumptive taint in the constitution. Her 
voice was clear and low, but with a certain 
sibilant tendency which reduced its at- 
tractiveness. Deverell got his mother to in- 
quire if he might be privileged to have sit- 
tings from this beauty and the petition was 
granted.”’ 

Not long after Miss Siddal had begun to 
sit to Deverell Dante Rossetti saw her, ad- 
mired her enormously, and was soon in love 
with her. as then about 17 years old 
and Rossetti 24, but it was ten or eleven years 
later before they were married. This long 
engagement was probably owing to Miss 
_Siddal’s health, which was very delicate, 

that Rossetti was delicate also, and that his 
finances were not of the sort that would 
suggest matrimony to a practical man 


probably did not enter into consideration; 7 


but the young woman was so much of an 
invalid that even on the day of their wed- 
ding it was only by the greatest effort she 
could stand up long enough to be married. 
W. M. Rossetti has no doubt that she was as 
much in love*®with his brother as he was 
with her. Her character, he adds, ‘‘was 
somewhat singular. Not quite easy to un- 
derstand and not atallonthesurface. Often 
as I have been in her company—and yet this 
was less often than under the conditions 
might be surmized—I hardly think that I 
ever heard her say a single thing indicative 
of her own character or of her serious under- 
lying thought. All her talk was of a ‘chaffy’ 
kind—its tone sarcastic, its substance light- 
some. It was like the speech of a person 
who wanted to turn off the conversation 
and leave matters substantially as they 
stcod before. Now and again she said some 

inted thing which might cast a dry light, 

ut ushered one no further.’”’ 

That she was not without talent is proved 
by a very pretty poem that is given in this 
book. She was also clever with her brush; 
and we are told that Mr\ Ruskin allowed her 
£150 a year for as much of her work as she 
could give him. Beside the invalidism re- 
sulting from her consumptive tendencies, 
Mrs. Rossetti was a martyr to neuralgia, 
and it was to overcome the pain of this dis- 
ease that she got into the habit of taking 
drugs. Theirs must have been a curious 
household, neither one of them ‘having any 
conventional ideas as to housekeeping or 
home-making. - So irregular were they in 
their manner of life that they found it tn- 
convenient to eat in their own house, so they 
took their meals anywhere they happened 
to be or any time they happened to want 
them. And yet, to quote from his brother, 
Dante Rossetti “was not what I would call 
Bohemian, He neither drank or gambled 
or betted or smoked, nor used himself in any 
rough and ready manner; but certainly he 
did not long for the tribe of those decorous 
citizens whose highest ambition seems to 
be that they should demean themselves the 
one like the other, and allin some conformity 
to ‘the upper classe&.’"’ The married life of 
this strange though talented couple was 
not of very long duration, lasting only from 
May 23, 1860, to Feb. 11, 1862, when Mrs. 
Rossetti finally died. On the evening of her 

. death she and her husband had dined with 
friends at a hotel; they came home early, he 
went out on an errand, and she-retired to 
bed. AVhen he came back a little later in the 
evening “he found his wife in bed snoring 
loudly and utterly unconscious. She was in 
the habit of taking laudanum, and he had 
known her to take as much as 100 drops ata 
time, and he thought she had been taking it 
before they went out.” An empty bottle 
that had contained. laudanum stood on a 
table by the side of her bed. Neither her 
husband nor any of her friends believed that 
she had attempted suicide. She took 
laudanum to soothe her nerves, and 
that was probably what she had 
taken it for on this occasion. Doctors 
were sent for and everything done to re- 
store her to consciousness, but it was of nu 
ues. Rossetti was prostrated at the death 
of his wife, and indeed it took time and 
much persuasion to make him believe that 
she really was dead. For, as is not ihfre- 
quent in the case of consumptives, there 
— color in her cheeks even after her 


eath, 
When he became a widower he took a 
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house in Cheyne Walk, Mr. Swinburne, 
Mr. George Meredith, and his brother Will- 
lam going into partnership in houeskeeping 
with him. The latter says: “We were all 
to dine together if present together in the 
house. Mr. Swinburne was generally pres- 
ent; Mr. Meredith much ‘less constantly; I 
came on three fixed days in the week, but 
not on any other unless some particular 
occasion arose. Swinburne and, 
think, Meredith had their respective 
separate sitting-rooms, in which they re- 
ceived their personal visitors. 
required a bedroom only. Dante Rossetti 
was by this time familiar ‘with Mr. Mere- 
dith, whom he had seen increasingly for 
some three years past, and whose talents 
and work he seriously, though not uncrit- 
ically, admired; familiar, though by nv 
means as much so, with Mr. Swinburne.”' 
Mr. Meredith was a little too conventional 
to quite enjoy the happy-go-lucky house- 
keeping of the poet-painter, and when the 
terms of their agreement expired they were 
a renewed, though they parted in friend- 
ship. 

There has never been any concealment of 
the fact that Dante Rossetti was addicted 
to the use of chloral. Every one who has 
written about him has spoken of this pain- 
ful fact, and his brother has not attempted 
to disguise it. It was to an American gen- 
tleman, Mr. William J. Stillman, the well- 
known painter and art critic, that Rossetti 
owed his introduction to the fatal drug, 
“Few men,” says William Rossetti, “could 
have been better adapted than Mr. Stillman 
—none could have been more willing—to 
solace Rossetti in his harasses from insom- 
nia and other troubles, but it is a fact that 
a remedy worse than the disease was the 
result of his friendly ministrations. Chloral 
as a soporific was then a novelty. In En- 
gland little was known of it and not much 
elsewhere. It was supposed to produce no 
ill effects worth taking into consideration. 
Mr. Stillman had heard of its potency in 
procuring sleep—possibly he had himself 
tested this—and he introduced the drug to 
Rossetti’s attention. My brother was one 
of the men lenst fitted to try any such thing 
with impunity. With him it was the case of 
any expedient at any risk to escape a pres- 
ent evil; and sleeplessness was, no doubt, 
to such a temperament as his, an evil of 
prime magnitude. 
with nightly doses of chloral of ten grains. 
In course of time it got to 180 grains! So, 
at least, Rossetti supposed, but I have sound 
reason for thinking with much thankfulness 
that in this he was greatly mistaken.’ Mr. 
W. M. Rossetti thinks the doctors who had 
charge of his brother’s case diluted his doses

was not the whole of the harm done. He 
found it nauseus and after a while not so 
efficacious as he wanted, “therefore,’’ says 
his brother, “‘strictly,as he had been warned

ceptional instances—at any other period in 
the twenty-four hours. I regret to say that 
I have more than once seen him take his 
dose of chloral and then forthwith toss down 
his throat a brimming wine glass of the neat 
whisky, which was gone almost in a gulp.

It was while he was taking the most 
freely of thesé drugs, in April, 1870, that he 
brought out a new volume of poems, which 
scld sé well that by the end of July he had 
made £450 out of it. 

Tt is said that Keats was killed by the Ed- 
inborough Review. William M. Rossetti 
thinks that his brother was virtually killed 
by Robert Buchanan’s scurrilous pamphlet, 
“The Fleshly School of Poetry,” and he sets 


it down “as a simple fact that from thetime | 


when the pamphlet had begun to work into 
the inner tissue of his feelings Dante Ros- 
setti was a changed man, and so continued 
to the end of his life. 
believe this of a person so self-reliant and 
essential as Rossetti—one who had all his 
life been doing things just as he chose and 
because he so chose, and whether other peo- 
ple liked them or not—it is nevertheless the 
truth, as I know but too well.”” Rossetti’s 
mind became affected, but his brother insists 
that his phantasies were those of a hypo- 
chondriac and not ofa madman. And ‘‘that 
the hypochondria was directly due to the 
chloral, but without leaving out of account 


those other incentives of which I have just 


spoken.”’ 
In April, 1892, Dante Rossetti actually died 


for he had been virtually dead for several 
months. Iiis mother, his sister Christina, 
and Theodore Watte were in the room with 
him, the latter partly supporting him when 
he breathed his last. 

W hile these volumes are certainly interest- 
ing they are not cheerful reading. Anything 
more terrible than the life of two people who 
were victims to the deadly habit of drugs 
would be hard to imagine, particularly when 
these people embodied so many of the gifts 
of heaven. If they had been unintellectual, 
debased creatures it would have been bad 
enough; but being rarely gifted and the cen- 
ter of an admiring circle of friends it is an 
awful thing to read the tragedy of their lives.

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ALLOWING ANONYMOUS TESTIMONY. 


Some Chicago Police Justices Think It 
Would Help Prosecutions. 

The famous Bow Street Police Court tn 
London, Eng., recently set the example for 
a remarkable departure in police court prac- 
tice. Prosecuting witnesses in a matri- 
mnohial agency case were permitted to testi- 
fy anonymously, so far as the public knew, 
handing their names and addresses to the 
court written on slips of paper. 

The argument was they were ashamed to 
be known to the public as dupes of the 
agency, and would not have testified without 
that protection. Last Friday the West- 
minster Police Court, in London, permitted 
the same practice in a case where three 
young women testified against a swindler 
in the guise of a nobleman. 

The new practice caused much comment 
ia, Engiand and in this-country, when it be- 
came known here. Many Chicago Police 
Justices think a similar practice would have 
a good effect in this city. 

‘In my opinion,” said Justice W. T. Hall 
last evening, “‘such an innovation would re- 
sult in the prosecution of many of the crim- 
inal cases that are now dropped'on account 
of the absence of the prosecuting witness. 
There is hardly a day a case is not nolied 
or continued because there is no evidence to 
be introduced by the State’s-Attorney. A 
large number of these are ‘warrant’ cases. 
For example, a man is robbed and‘ swears 
out a warrant for the thief. The case is 
called the next day for trial, but either on 
account of the time that will be taken in 
waiting for the hearing or because of the 
unpleasant notoriety that will follow in see- 
ing the story of the affair in print, the man 
who made the affidavit is absent... The po- 
liceman who made the arrest knows nothing 
of the matter, and the case is dismissed.”’ 

Police Justice George W. Underwood said: 
“T have no doubt such a thing would result 
in the prosecution of many of the criminal 
cases of this type’that are now dropped. 
However, it seems to me it would be impos- 
sible the names should not subsequently be- 
come known. Again, it might open the door 
for greater license to those who use the 
criminal courts unjustly. It has been my 
experience courts are more effectual in pre- 
serving the rights of all people by making 
all proceedings public.”

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HE frequency of defalcations in 


banking institutions during the last 
two years has led many people to 
ask us the question whether some 
system of accounting and auditing 
could not be devised that would in a large 
measure prevent their recurrence, and at 
the same time, by a wholesome fear of de- 
tection, deter those who are tempted. 

Many plans for attaining this end have 
been laid before the public for consideration, 
but as a general rule the authcrs of the same 
omit some feature necessary to make them 
complete. The majority do not provide 
against the danger of collusion between 
bank employés or between @ bank employé 
and one of the bank's customers, whilst 
those who recognize this fruitful source of 
fraud appear to be ignorant of the best sys- 
tem of auditing, although admitting that 
the audit is the only means of overcoming 
this danger. 

The only system that we recommend con- 
sists in the division of the bank employés in- 
to departments, the arrangement of the 
books in each department so that the total 
receipts and disbursements of each day may 
be quickly arrived at, a system by which 
each department reports daily to the cashier 
such totals, together With a method of send- 
ing simultaneous statements to all deposit- 
ors. This system necessitates the careful 
supervision of reports by the cashier of the 
bank or his assistant, and he must see that 
the reports of the various departments co- 
incide with each other. 

In an article of this character we can only 
outline the duties of the clerks in each de- 
partment in so far as they affect the system 
of accounting and auditing we recommen‘, 
The clerks may be divided into four de- 
partments, No 1 consisting of the tellers, No. 
2 the entry clerks, No. 3 the bookkeepers, 
and No. 4 the filing clerks. 

Tellers Must Report. 

Department No. 1—All tellers must re- 
port to the cashier at the close of each day’s

customer when his pass-book is sent in and 
debiting some other client, keep the defalca- 
tion covered up indefinitely unless the simul- 
taneous statement system be adopted. 

The customer after the examination of the 
statement mailed him by the auditors should 
immediately report any difference to the 
auditor, and until a reasonable time has 
elapsed for examination of the statements 
by the clients the accountant’s audit cannot 
be said to be complete. For the above pur- 
poses the bank’s patrons are to a certain 
extent not only individually the auditors of 
their. own accounts, but collectively they 
form the auditors of a large part of the 
bank’s accounts, whilst the auditor only 
acts as a go-between. For these purposes 
the clients are the best adapted, as no client

This plan will establish the custom (now 
far too often neglected) of depositors them- 
selves checking the accuracy of their bank 
account instead of leaving it to their cashier, 
which, in addition to being the means of dis- 
covering forged checks, will in many cases 
bring to light the embezzlement, if such ex- 


_isted, of the depositor’s cashier. 


The only instances of embezzlement that 
the simultaneous statement system will not 
prevent are those which occur between two 
periods of audit. The greatest risk run be- 
tween two such audits is in case a receiving 
teller destroys a deposit slip and appro- 
priates the cash. 

Receiving Teller’s Duty. 

In order to prevent such cases the follow- 
ing system is used in some banks. The re- 
ceiving teller’s duty is to prove that the cash 
handed him by the depositor agrees with 
the details shown on the deposit slip, enter- 
ing the total of same on his book of record. 
lie then passes the deposit slip together 
with the pass-book through an opening in 
the cage to another clerk, who enters the 
umount of the deposit in the pass-book and 
hands the pass-book back to the depositor. 
The deposit slip must never be returned to 
the receiving teller. By this method it is 
evident that unless there is collusion be- 
tween these two employés there is no chance 
of deposit slips being fraudulently destroyed. 

It is a well-known fact that the worst 
cases of defalcations occur where too much 
faith is placed in a@ystem of checking which 
does not check. The great danger of the 
above system is that it places two employés 
in close contact who, by collusion, could rob

No extra work 
is caused by this system, as at one time or 
another statements have to be prepared for 
depositors, These statements should show 


all checks and deposits separately, so that. 


it is an easy task for a depositor to reconcile 
the balance in his own books with the bal- 
ance in the bank's books and to know what 
checks are outstanding. It would also be 
advisable that each statement should have 
clearly printed in red ink instructions to the 
Cepositor to report any discrepancy to the 
auditors, so that immediate steps be taken 
to rectify or account for same. At the end 
of the month, when all statements have been 
completed, the auditor comes in, takes pos- 
session of the statements, and with his ag- 
Sistants attends to their mailing. This sys- 
tem may be termed for convenience ‘the 
Simultaneous statement system.”’ 

By the adoption of the system of account- 
ing given the chances of fraud are greatly 
curtailed, but it will be noted that it lays 
upon the cashier, or his representative. the 
duty of examining the daily reports of each 
department, in order to see that they are in 
accord with one another. 

Value of Credits. 

Auditing—Considerable criticism exists as 
to the value of audits in banking institutions, 
It is often claimed that although account- 
ants may be able to detect fraudulent en- 
tries in accounts they cannot certify as to 
the value of securities and judgment and 
business management of directors. Whilst 
this may be partially true the advantage of 
an audit is great, even if it only forms a safe- 
guard against embezzlement among em- 
ployés. The system advocated above for the 
division of the work and the preparation of 
statements by the filing clerk renders the 
work of the auditor a comparatively easy 
task. Their work is curtailed and so adapted 
that they may be called in at any time and 
instead of a lengthy audit their duties are 
almost exclusively confined to proving only 
the following essential facts: (1) That the 
filing clerk’s statements are in accord with 
the daily balance ledger. (2) That no dis- 
crepancies are discovered in these state- 
ments by depositors. (3) That all additions 
in the daily balance ledger are correct and 
that such totals agree with the totals re- 
ceived and disbursed by the various tellers 
as shown in the journals kept by entry 
clerks. (4) That the cash held by the paying 
teller agrees with what the books call for. 
(5) That the cash held by the cashier is ac- 
counted for. (6) That the amount of each 

security is identical with the figures indicated 
in the bank ledger. (7) That the books are 
in balance. 

Nos. 1 and 2 are treated at the same 
time, as together they form the best check 
@gainst tampering with customers’ accounts, 
the most common and difficult to detect of 
all clerical manipulations. This difficulty 
arises from the fact that it is impossible to 
call in all pass books at the same time and 
compare them with the accounts of the 
bank, and unless this be done or some system 
of checking of equal value be adopted a 
bookkeeper would have ample opportunity 
to make entries which would rectify in turn 
each depositor’s account and at the same 
time cover a large shortage. The system of 
division into departments does not promptly 
expose cases of embezzlement where the 
tellers have destroyed deposit slips or intro- 
duced fraudulent checks. if, however, such 
omission of deposits or introduction ot 


‘forged or raised checks are shown on the 


mecnthly statements mailed to customers it 
is palpable that the fraud will be promptly 
detected. 

In Case of Collusion, 

As an illustration of this the receiving 
teller may take in a deposit and at once 
destroy the deposit slip, which is the only 
record the bank has that such a deposit has 
been made, at the same time appropriating 
an equivalent amount of cash. When the 
customer examines the statement the de- 


Whilst we have never seen the following 
methods in use in a bank one or the other 
will undoubtedly be adopted in the future, 
for it will completely check the receiving 
teller every day, and that without the em- 
ployment of any extra help: 

1. A small autograph ticket register adapt- 
ed especially to the requirements of the 
bank, stands on the desk of the receiving 
teller. The surface of paper exposed need 
be only of small dimensions, but large enough 
to contain a printed number, the date, the 
amount, and the initials of the teller, and 
ruled so that the dollars and cents may be 
entered in their proper columns. After en- 
tering the deposit on the register, with an in- 
delible pencil the teller presses the lever, 
which thrusts forward the ticket contain- 
ing such entry and detaches the same. The 
detached portion must be given to the depos- 
itor. These tickets will take the place of 
the pass-book, but, for convenience, it would 
be advisable for the banks to supply depos- 
itors with small books already containing, 
as on the back of a postage stamp, the nec-

(2) There are several alternative means of 
checking the receiving teller’s work, one of 
which is the use of a comptograph or listing 
machine. The manner in which this machine 
could be adapted for the teller’s desk is as 
follows: The teller, instead of entering in 
the amount of the customer’s de- 
peusit, types it on this machine, detaches it 
from the roll, and pastes it in the depositor’s 
pass-book. At the end of the day, by press- 
ing a lever, the total amount received by the 
teller can be ascertained, and this total should 
agree with the total deposits received dur- 
ing the day. The total should be taken out 
in the presence of the cashier, and the lever 
should be made in the form of a key, which 


For this purpose the spaces on the roll 
should be numbered consecutively. This sys- 
tem is quicker than the one first given, in 
taking out the totals at the end of each day,

former. This is the possibility of a deposit- 
or or his cashier raising the amount of the de- 
posit in his pass-book ‘This may at first an- 
pear to be a very unlikely incident, since the 
deposit slip is a sure voucher if properly 
filed away. But where there may have been 
irregularities come to light, or where the 
receiving teller has destroyed a large num- 
ber of deposit slips to hide his defalcation 
it may be a convenient moment for the cash- 
ier of any depositor to unload his shortage 
upon the bank or defaulting employé, and 
the fact that deposits have been destroyed 
or tampered with would place the onus of 
proof on the bank that such amount had 
been raised. 

We have known cases where the defalca- 
tion of one employé has opened a dumping 
ground for irregularities on the part of 
others, for when it becomes a question of 
fact the assertion of one proved guilty of 
fraud does not go far, as against those pre- 
sumably of good character. Such cases 
would, however, be forestalled by having in 
the possession of the bank the impression 
copy of all deposits. These systems, which 
are a little difficult to describe in few words, 
we shall be pleased to explain to interested 
parties. 

What Cash to Allow. 

In order to prevent the possibility of the 
paying teller appropriating any large sum 
it is expedient to allow him no more cash 
than is necessary for one day’s business. 
At the close of the day it will be a compara- 
tively easy task to check his cash on hand. 
The amount of cash necessary for one day’s 
business is generally confined within certain 
well-known limits, but if withdrawals are 
in excess of the cash given to the paying 
teller he can apply to the cashier for what is 
required to close the day’s business. 

iKxamination of Securities.—It is difficult 
for the auditors to place accurate valuations 
on securities, unless they are of a well- 
known character and quoted in the dafiy 
papers, but. an intelligent auditor by a little 
judicious inquiry can detect those which are 
fictitious or utterly inadequate. He must 


therefore confine himself chiefly to investi-. 


gating—First, that all securities are in the 
bank. Second, that they agree in amount 
with wat is shown on the books. Third, 
that theyare payabletotheorderof the bank 
or its trustees in their official capacity, and 
that no indorsement or transfer has been 
made ofsame. Fourth, in case of mortgages 
on perishable property, that it is insured, 
and loss, if any, payable to the bank. The 
auditor must direct especial attention to 
loans of the following descriptions and re- 


P port the same to the proper person: First, 


loans to officers or directors of the bank for 
large amounts. Second, loans exceeding 10 
per cent of the bank’s capital stock to any 
one person, firm, or corporation. Third, 
loans directly or indirectly secured by real 
estate. Fourth, loans of a usurious nature. 
Fifth, loans evading any State laws. 

Much more might be said on the subject of 
auditing, and we have purposely omitted 
dealing with parts of the auditor’s work, as 
they require no comment beyond that it is 
his duty to take nothing for granted. 

In Embezzlement Cases, 

General remarks—Most cases of embez- 
ziement are of slow growth, commencing 
with small amounts and gradually assum- 
ing larger proportions. They are usually 
the results of bad habits which might have 
been discovered had proper vigilance been 
exercised by the bank officials. Inasmuch, 
however, as every one fs Hable to place in 
positions of trust those who are unworthy 
of it, it is undoubtedly necessary to sur- 
round employés with a system of account- 
ing and auditing which will not only de- 
tect but deter them from embezzlement. 
One of the strongest arguments in favor of 
auditing which we have noted in our ex- 
perience is that, whilst we have often dis- 
covered irregularities when an audit was 
not anticipated, only once has a cashier had 
the temerity to steal knowing that we 
should soon audit his books.. :

This 
js a physical or metaphysical, and in neither 
a moral, discussion; it occupies the 
first chapter of the “‘Analogy.” There is, 
r, a larger strain of teaching, which 
es the work, but which for the most 
is scattered piecemeal through it, as 
the opening up of the general argument into 
wider spaces gives occasion for its introduc- 
tion. This relates not to the question 
whether we are barred by death from pass- 
{ng into another world, but to the prospects 
of man in that other world; and in one part 
of the treatise it gives rise to a discussion 
not metaphysical but moral, which is also 
one of extreme interest. 

With these two widely separated branches 
of the subject it will be appropriate to deal 

tely. And now as regards the first. 

In the first place, the chapter “‘On a Future 
Life” contains a discussion, not upon im- 
mortality, but upon survival. The inquiry 
js simply whether We can pass the bourn 
into the undiscovered land, and has no rela- 
tion to our condition or the duration of our 
existence after we have arrived there. In 
the second place, as the chapter is a plea not 
for immortality, properly so cailed, but for 
stence of life as against the special oc- 
casion of death; so it is a plea not for the 
gurvival of the whole man, but only of the 

tual, or immaterial part of man. 

In the third place, the condition of our 
author in this first chapter is that of a man 
who has to fight with one of his hands tied 

_ His general discussion is upon analo- 

Butler has before him facts of nature 
edmitted to stand in a certain relation to 
an Author of nature. He has a third term 
in certain facts of moral government or of 
revealed religion, and from these three he 
has toinferthefourth. Butin his argument 
en a future life the third term, on which he 
has to build the fourth, is entirely wanting; 
for, being precluded from referring to any 
divine authority, he has no experimental 
facts to adduce with respect to the condi- 
tion of the soul after death. 

Survival and immortality. 

There are those who say these two things, 
survival and immortality, are but one, and 
seem to suppose that the case of surmount- 
ing death is like that of obtaining a passport 
which will carry us over the frontier of some 
foreign country; where, this once done, we 
have no other impediment to apprehend. 
But this assumption of the identity of sur- 

_ yival with immortality is a pure assumption 
and nothing more. We have no title to pos- 
tulate in limine that power, which may be 

“go adjusted or equipped as to face the con- 
tingency of death, and must therefore be in all 
respects such as to be certain of facing with 
a like impunity every other contingency 
which, for aught we know, the dimness of 
the future may enfold in its ample bosom. 

There is a fourth observation to be borne in 
mind when we set about the consideration of 
Butler’s chapter. It does not form a neces- 
gary part of his general argument. He 
might, without this chapter, put in array all 
the facts experimentally ascertained which 
prove the existence in this world of a govern- 
ment by rewards and punishments, and the 
righteous character of that government, 
From the opening sentences of the chapter 
he seems to enter upon it only because he 
thinks it needful to clear the subject from 
certain metaphysical difficulties as to per- 
sonal identity, which, unless removed, might 
bar his success to the great moral argument 
he desires to introduce.

The Positive Arguments. 


Having thus summed up the negative argu- 
ments of Butler, let us proceed to the posi- 
tive, which indeed are few. 

1. The fact of existence carries with it a 
presumption of its continuance, which pre- 
sumption holds until rebutted by adverse 
presumption. or proof. 

2. From the fact of swoons, if not also 
from dreams, we know that our living powers 
exist when there is no capacity of exercising 
them. 

3. From the fact that in certain mortal 
diseases the reflective powers remain wholly 
unaffected he seems to infer such an inde- 
pendence as supplies a positive presumption 
of future existence. 

When we put the question, what is the 
force, in the aggregate, of the arguments 
which have been adduced in this chapter, it 
will not be found altogether easy to reply. 
I will refer to two points in particular. With 
respect to the argument of indiscerptibility, 
much favored by preceding writers from very 
ancient date, it ought not to escape remark 
that Butler does not appear to place reliance 
upon it, as, in his summing up, he makes 
no allusion to it. And yet it is an argument 
which, if it were sound, would dispense with 
every other and at once prove the whole of 
his case. But is it sound? To meit appears 
wholly valueless. 

For what is discerptibility? Can it be de- 
fined otherwise than as the severance in 
space of portions of some whole which were 
previously united in space? But the soul 
is not, according to the ordinary acceptance 
of the term, material. It does not then exist 
in space, and is not subject to its conditions. 
So that the idea of discerptibility is wholly 
foreign to it, and can have no concern in 
proving either its mortality or its immortal- 
ity. 

No Argument from Brutes. 

Again, Butler is evidently led to his condi- 
tional argument on behalf of the immortal- 
ity of brutes by the palpable fact that they 
give evidence of a true self, within and above 
their corporeal organs. It has been feared 
by some that this may lead to an inversion 
of the argument, and a contention that if our 
‘living being’ be like theirs little can be in- 
ferred from it as to a likelihood of independ- 
ent survival. The absolute finality of death 
for brutes ought not, I suppose, to be taken 
for granted. But we must carefully eschew 
the recognition of any full parallelism in the 
application of the argument from living 
powers as between the two orders respect- 
ively. 

That great argument for human survival 
which arises from the palpable incomplete- 
ness of the work of discipline for which men 
came into the world has little or no applica- 
tion to the case of brutes, whose life and 
death do not suggest in the same way the 
idea of unfulfilled purpose. _ 

In the beginning of Sec. 32 Butler states 
that he has shown the credibility of a future 
life: and truly may it be said that that 
against which no adverse presumption has 
been, or presumably can be, made good, is 
credible. But at the close of the section he 
says that he has proved it up “to a very con- 
siderable Gegree of probability’; which is a 
different matter. Credibility, as he holds, is 
sufficient for all the purposes of religion, and 
this is reasonable; for ina matter which may 
profoundly concern us, such credibility binds 
us to move onward. 

Thus the argument of continuance based 
upon existence is made to play a capital 
part. Is it strong enough to sustain the 
weight so laid upon it? This question, as it 
seems to me, can hardly be answered with- 
out introducing other considerations. May 
it not be held that the likelihood of this or 
that entity’s continuance cannot be meas- 
ured until after first measuring the argu- 
ments for its present existence? We may 
presume (always proceeding upon the postu- 
late that there is an author of nature) upon 
the continuance of a rosebud in one way, but 
upon the continuance of a decaying rose only 
in a different and much more limited way. 
If things exist only for an end the strength 
of the argument for their continuance wil) 
surely depend in each case upon their stage 
of advancement toward the attainment of 
that end. Such is the case with man. And 
it seems open to doubt whether simple con- 
tinuance, apart from purpose, affords a solid 
standing-ground from which to project this 
or that existence into the future. 

The establishment of the apparent inde- 
pendence of the “living being’’ upon death is, 
however, of itself a great result: and its 
greatness grows upon us in proportion as 
that living being is richly equipped with fac- 
ulty. Every attentive reader, in considering 
Butler’s management of this subject, must 
remark how slightly, in presenting to us his 
‘living agent,’’ he puts forward the mora! 
and affectional sides of our nature. Here we 
have an army of faculties, which greatly en- 
hance the force of his reasonings from the 
nature of the living agent. ; 


Natural Immortality. 


Let us now turn to the argument from nat- 
ural immortality, which includes a fortiori 
Nhe question of survival, and with regard 
fo which we may be naturally led to inquire 
how it is that Butler, having said so much, 
has not said still more. He speaks of a nat- 
ural immortality of brutes, and observes that 
it does not imply their being endowed with 
any capacities of a rational or moral descrip- 
tion. He propounds to us that there may, in 
the future world, be a state of existence for 
us new and yet natural; and he conceives 
in general that this cannot reasonably be 
denied. 

With regard to the first of these passages, 
touching the immortality of brutes, Butler 
does not admit it to be a consequence of his 
teaching with respect to the living powers, 


or living being, as existing in man. With 
regard to the second it is to be observed that 
when he has occasion to refer to immortality 
as it stands under the Christian dispensa- 
tion, he says that “‘life and immortality are 
eminently brought to light by the gospel,” 
and that “the great doctrine of a future 
state” is confirmed by the gospel. The 
whole argument of the chapter is an argu- 
ment for the survival of the soul, in which 
no distinction is drawn between simple sur- 
vival and immortality: so that it may have 
meant to serve as an argument for immor- 
tality. And yet, in the passage which I have 
quoted, his language as it stands is ambigu- 
ous. It may mean the denial cannot 
take place compatibly with the dogma of 
natural immortality. Or it may mean to 
take for granted a natural immortality, and 
to urge that, as this is an established prin- 
ciple, his proposition cannot possibly be con- 
tested. 

Which of the two is his meaning? I have 
arrived at the conclusion that it is the first. 
If this is so, he makes no assertion of nat- 
ural immortality. I have arrived at the 
conclusion that he does not intend to make 
any positive assertion either for or against 
it, but to hold his judgment in reserve. But 
it is plain that he has stopped short of an ab- 
solute eategorical assertion. He argues 
for a future life as hope, as credibility, as 
likelihood; but he does not venture to pro- 
pound it as a thing of dogma or as a cer- 
tainty. 

Now, if Butler has not bound himself 
hand and foot to the metaphysical! principle 
of the soul’s essential immortality, of an 
immortality for the soul inherent in its 
nature as soul, it was not because he lived 
in a world to which that doctrine was in 
any manner new or strange. On the con- 
trary, it was, and it had been for many 
ages, a standing doctrine of popular theol- 
ory. Nor was recognized philosophy in 
disaccord with theology. 

At a period when there was a disposition 
in philosophy to exalt time and space al- 
most to the dignity of the uncreated, it 
was little likely that the natural immortal- 
ity of the soul, supported as to a wide ex- 


tent it was by the authority of tradition, 


would be repellent to the general mind. It 
had indeed received in England, at the 
epoch of MButler’s -activity, new and 
weighty consecration. First, this had come 
from the Cambridge Platonists, who set 
the argument very high. Before proceed- 
ing to adduce proofs of the doctrine John 
Smith writes as follows: 
Backing of Philosophers. 

“The immorality: of. the souk doth not ab- 
solutely need any demonstration to clear it: 
but might be assumed rather as a prin- 
ciple or postulation, seeing the notion of it 
is apt naturally to insinuate itself into the 
being of the most vulgar sort of mer. ... 
All nations have consented in this belief, 
which hath almost been as vulgarly received 
as the belief of a Deity.”’ 

The doctrine of indivisibility, as preclud- 
ing deathand entailing immortality, was 
commended to Butler for acceptance by 
an authority nearer? to him: alike in time 
and in association than Smith—namely: 
Dr. Samuel Clarke. The acceptance is, 
however, qualified, not absolute: The claim 
for immortality from indivisibility, he says, 
has been argued, ‘“‘and, for anything appear- 
ing to the contrary, justly.’”’ His own ulti- 
mate judgment on the question seems to he 
held in reserve. This may warrant an at- 
tempt to map out the position of the ques- 
tion, as it would present itself to Butler’s 
eye. % 

1. A vitality surmounting the particular 
crisis of déath is one thing; an existence 
without end is another. 

2. We may speak of an immortality of the 
disembodied spirit, and may combine it with 
or disjoin it from a survival or resurrection 
of the body. In the second case it is of the 
entire man: in the first it is of part only of the 
man, although of the chief part. 

3. The new life to which death is to in- 
troduce the human being may be active, in- 
telligent, moral, spiritual, and may be placed 
in an environment accordant with all these. 
Or it may be divested of any one of these 
characteristi¢es, or of all. 

4. The life of the unseen world may be 
conceived as projected into the future only 
as it is presented to us by divine revelation: 
or it may be projected also into the past, 
and viewed there in association with a past 
eternity. 

5. It was when Butler saw personal identi- 
ty, as he thought, in danger that he under- 
teok to deal with the’question of our ex- 
istence in the unseen world. This identity 
is in truth the very core of the whole subject. 

6. We have to distinguish between a con- 
dition of deathlessness into which we grow 
by degrees and an immortality which in- 
grained (so to speak) from birth is already 
our absolute possession. This distinction is 
a vital one for those who do not accept any 
dezma of immortality belonging to nature, 
but who look upon it as a gift resulting 
from union with Christ and with God. 


FUNERALS COST TOO MUCH MONEY. 


Chicago Ministers Approve Steps to 
Cat Down the Expense. 

Extravagance in funerals finds neither ad- 
vocacy nor palliation among ministers of re- 
ligion of any denomination. Several clergy- 
men of different denominations, who were 
asked to state their views on the action of 
the ministerial association at Creston, Ia., as 
reported in THE TRIBUNE, approved of it 
with an emphasis which makes it clear that 
the subject had already caused them grave 
concern, and that they would be heartily in 
favor of some remedy if one could be sug- 
gested. According to the Rev. T. A. Snively, 
rector of St. Chrysostom’s Episcopal Chureh, 
it is the rich who are responsible for the ex- 
istence of this growing evil, which affects 
persons of moderate means severely. 

“I think the extravagance with which fu- 
nerals are now being conducted is a crying 
evil, and I believe before it can be amended 
it will require some self-sacrifice on the part 
of the rich,”’ he said. ‘It is their prodigality 
on such occasions which stimulates their 
poorer neighbors to efforts beyond their 
means. Funerals should be as simple as 
they can possibly be made. So faras my au- 
thority extends I limit expenditures on fu- 
neral decorations. The rule is that there shall 
be no floral decorations within the church ex- 
cept those on the altar and on the casket.”’ 

“I think extravagance in funerals one of 
the gravest evils of the time,”’ said the Rev. 
James G. Johnson, pastor of the New En- 
gland Congregational Church. “It imposes 
heavy expense upon poor people who have no 
right to be forced into it. I do not know of 
any concerted action in Chicago, but I think 
it highly desirable there should be. How- 
ever, the undertakers would have to be ap- 
proached, and they would have something to 
say before any good could be-done.”’ 

The Rev. T. C. Hall of the Fourth Presby- 
terian Church, though his attention had not 
been recently attracted to this question in 


Chicago, was familiar with its aspect in oth- 


er cities, where the evil was perhaps more 
accentuated. 

“I remember,” he said, “when I was in 
Omaha extravagance in funerals became a 
positive evil, but by concerted action a great 
deal of good was done.”’ 


WHITE GRAPES PLENTY THIS SEASON. 


They Grow in Spain and We Imported 
165,000 Barrels in 1895. 

This has been a capital white grape season. 
The crop is a large one, and, as practically 
all of the white grapes imported get here by 
the last of December, it is now possible to 
give the figures pretty exactly. 

In 1894 115,000 barrels of Almeria grapes 
came into New York. This year 165,000 bar- 
rels have arrived here. Almeria is the trade 
name given to this delicious fruit, and it 
means just the same as Malaga, both refer- 
ring to the fine white grape of commerce 
that comes to this country packed in small 
kegs and made secure from bruising by layers 
and siftings of sawdust and cork in between. 
Each keg holds, as a rule, forty-five pounds 
of grapes. This means that very close to 
8,000,000 pounds of white grapes are sold in 
this port every year. ° 

They are grown high up in the hilly regions 
of Spain, in what is known as the “lead 
mine country.” Practically all of the firm, 
white grapes that are so much appreciated 
for the sick room, and as table delicacies, 
grow in a single district. The grapes are

Not one of five 
well-situated, new, and shapely bird-houses 
had a bluebird for an occupant; and the 
chickadee failed to appear at his old-time 
haunts in the stub of a decayed apple tree. 
Had it not been for one glad and busy little 
wren—who filled three of the bird-houses 
with sticks and nested in one of them—we 
would have had no cheery matin song. 

Two reasons may be given to account for 
this scarcity of bird life—diminished food 
supply and destruction of the birds them- 
selves. <As to the first, the circumstances 
indicate a shortage of the usual spring ra- 
tion.

UNCHANGED FOR AGES 


Hungary Will Celebrate the Thou- 
sandth Anniversary of Its 
Existence. 


SAMB BOUNDARY FOR TEN CENTURIES. 


Plans for the Budapest Exposition and 
the Approaching Festivities. 


T is with great national pride that Hun- 
gary will celebrate in a few months the 
1,00Uth anniversary of its existence as 
a political State. On the turning pvint 
of a long and eventful history, its bor- 


ders remain the same as they have been for 
ten centuries, and in spite of numberless 
civil and outside conflicts the conglomerate 
nations of this State have preserved their 
peculiar character. Truly, a rare fate in 
a continent whose States have suffered so 
many geographical and political changes: 
Regarded from this point of view one may 
compare Hungary to the ancient empires of 
Asia, which it resembles in the stability 


of its geographical condition. On the other 
hand, Hungary has secured for itself an 
honorable place among the modern States 
of Europe by dint of its active cultural and 
national economical organization. 

The millennial anniversary, connected with 
a magnificently planned exposition, is des- 
tined to be the milestone of history, from 
which the Hungarian kingdom throws a 
retrospective glance on the continuous 
struggles and vicissitudes, during which it 
has ever maintained its existence, and at 
which it will demonstrate the possibilities 
of its future by the display of its modern 
resources. 

It was in the year A. D. 896 that the Mag- 
yars, a migratory tribe from the central part 
of Asia, under their Dukes, Almos and Ar- 
pad, conquered and took possession of the 
then Roman province Pannonia, the Hun- 
gary of today. Under continuous warfare 
they maintained their possessions, and soon 
changed from paganism to Christianity. 
In the year 1000 A. D. 8t. Stephen was 
crowned the first Christian King of Hun- 
gary. From this time on the country 
progressed, in spite of civil and outside wars, 
and in spite of the disastrous Mongolian 
invasion under the reign of Bela IV., until 
it reached the summit of its greatest power 
under Louis I. the Great, whose dominions 
extended from the Baltic to the Black Sea. 

Later on, when the mighty rulers of the 
Porte again and again renewed their at- 
tacks on the Christian West, it fell to the 
iot of Hungary to defend in bloody battles 
the cross against the crescent. This was 
done successfully until at the battle of Mo- 
hacs, A. D. 1526, the youthful King Louis 
Il. lost life and part of the country to the 
Turks. 

For two centuries Hungary groaned un- 
der the yoke of Osman oppression, until the 
glorious victories of Zeuta and Pelgrad 
once more freed it from Mohammedan rule. 
Hungary now fell into the possession ot 
Austria,whose rulers had worn St. Stephen’s 
crown since the death of Louis II., who had 
left no issue. 

The war of independence in 1848 under 
Louis Kossuth, though in one measure un- 
successful, led to the reconciliation of 1867 
and to the establishment of a constitution 
which grants Hungary an independent gov- 
ernment.

cess. One hundred and fifty buildings and 
pavilions, the majority of which shows 
tasteful and fantastic style, will form the 
fairy city in the “Varosliget.’’ The main 
entrance, opposite the head of An- 
drassy street, will bein the shape of 
a grand triumphal arch, from which 
a broad bridge leads to the grounds. 
This bridge will form an _interest- 
ing object. The main attraction of the fair 
will be the Tzechenye Island, containing 
the buildings of the historical main group. 
The originality of these buildings cannot 
fail to draw the attention of the visitor, 
even from a distance. Their exterior alone 
depicts the history of centuries, showing the 
succeeding epochs of the Hungarian build- 
ers’ art from the time of St. Stephen to the 
modern age.

of these piles is represented by its most in- 
teresting motive. The renaissance court is 
ornamented with magnificent statues, each 
representing 2 symbol or an idea. 

The most important objects of this retro- 
spective group will be exhibited by his 
Majesty Francis Joseph I., who has prom- 
ised all of his rich collections relating to 
Hungary.

' “Pudd’nhead Wilson’ it must also be ad- 
mitted that the favorable opinions appear to 
be numerous, for McVicker’s Theater has 
been nearly if not quite full of apparently 
admiring auditors at every performance dur- 
ing the last week. But thisis not surprising 

view of the sharpness with which the 
hiinger for amusement gnaws at the vitals 
of the public; for with all its turgid and tire- 
s0me melodrama, with all its silly and pre- 
posterous nonsense about confounded chil- 
dren and Italian twins, and murder and 
Uncle Tom’s Eliza, there is every now and 
then a.little delightful comedy; scattered all 
along like lemonade stands along a century 
bicycle run are agreeable and refreshing bits 
of wit. 

To most people, no doubt, these things 
more than atone for the remaining absurd- 
ities, and do not seem incongruous with 
them. But we know of one man, for in- 
stance, who, allured by the very ingenious 
advertisements, went to see ‘““Pudd’nhead 
Wilson” with pretty much the same feeling 
with which he would have anticipated a 
Summer outing in the country; contemplated 
it with the same feeling that would have 
possessed him if he had found the idyllic 
rural spot of his dreams to be a noisy bunch 
of factories, the people whom he had pict- 
ured at the plow or beside the full and placid 
cow to be toiling with grimy faces at a 
furnace door, the balmy and perfumed 
breezes his nostrils had yearned for to be 
laden with commercial odors; and then, hav- 


ing staid long enough to adjust the cud of his’ 


disappointment in his cheek, left sadly.

new growth of all kinds was killed or se- 
verely injured. Nearly all insect life then 
abroad must have perished. That this was 
the case appears probable from the fact 
that the writer did not see a nest of the 
tent caterpillar during the summer and the 
further fact that plum trees yielded amaz- 
ing quantities of perfect fruit, where, for 
years previously, the circulio had taken the 
entire crop while yet in the blossom. 
Contributing to this apparent shortage 
and, possibly, respohsible for most of it, is 
the street electric are light. Its deadly fire 
is both unconfined and unconcealed. Moths 
are caught with glare. Hundreds of them 
rush to this blinding spark and die in its 


i brilliancy every night, while other hundreds 


madly dancing as their fellows burn escape 
for only a short time their own funeral pyre. 
[t follows that this freezing out and burn- 
ing up of so much life within a limited dis- 
trict diminishes the birds’ food supply, yet, 
while material to the main question, does 
not answer it. 

The destruction of the birds themselves— 
if that can be shown satisfactorily—will ac- 
count for their appearance within our bor- 
ders last year in greatly decreased numbers. 
It is probable that they had, many of them, 
perished from exposure and want of food. 
The untoward conditions existing within the 
bounds of our little plat of earth had ob- 
tained over all the immediate territory em- 
braced within their feeding grounds and 
nesting places. <A blizzard swept down from 
the frozen north and on through the ever- 
glades of Florida three months prior to the 
date given above. Doubtless a degree of 
cold, accompanied with high wind, that 
formed the thickest ice of the winter and 
injuriously affected the orange crop of Flor- 
ida to the extent of 1,000,000 boxes short, 
must have pushed many a poor bird out over 
the surprised and enraged waters to be in- 
gzulfed therein. That degree of cold would 
destroy the embryonic life in thousands of 
eggs and make many a nest filled with cal- 
low young the sepuicher of its occupants. 

In no view of the case weré local causes 
answerable for the fewness of summer birds 
in our neighborhood in 1895. Their numbers 
will continue to lessen if the aforemen- 
tioned conditions become more general and 
more constant. The open electric light will 
become more general no doubt, but it is to 
be hoped that the roaring, freezing blizzard 
will not become more constant.

ANTI-SPITTERS HARD AT WORK. 
Brooklyn's Health Crusaders Begin a 
Campaign. 

The practical work of the Women’s Health 
Protective Association of Brooklyn in their 
new crusade against the great habit of 
public expectoration began yesterday when 
Mrs. Andrew J. Perry and Mrs. James H. 
Iiart called upon the officers of the Union 
Ferry and the elevated railroad companies. 
“Gentlemen,” said they, “‘we ask your aid 
and abettance in a matter which affects the 
good name of our fair city as well as the 
health of its inhabitants. We want to teach 
the latter not to spit. We have begun a 
campaign of education, and we purpose to 
Carry it on with gentleness but courage 
until our pavements, our car floors, the 
platforms of our stations, and the saloons 
on the ferryboats supposed to be set apart to 
the use of women are as clean as they would 
be if they were in Paris or Boston. Will you 

help us?” 

The gentlemen said they would and asked 
what part they should play to help on the 
good work. 

“Give us placards, plenty of placards,”’ 
was the answer, “‘and we will do the rest. 
Enforee the rules against smoking in the 
ferry-houses and on the station platforms, 
and the women of the city by moral suasion, 
by gentle chiding and kindly pleading, will 
call the attention of the thoughtless and the 
heedless ones to the habit which is danger- 
ous both to those who practice it and to 


present condition in a series of transitory 
events as well as lasting mementos. Al- 
though the exposition at Budapest naturally 
will form the central point and the main part 
of the millennial festivities, 
means be the only event by which the coun- 
try will celebrate its thousandth anniver- 
Sary. 

The first act will be the dedication of the 
new Parliament Building, the greatest mon- 
umental pile of Hungary. Although this 
palace will not be entirely finished by the 
time of the opening of the national fair on 
May 2, 1806, yet the large hall and the grand 
entrance will be ready to receive the mag- 
nates and commoners of the country. The 
first meeting of Parliament in the new build- 
ing has been regarded as indispensable by 
the authorities for the reason that the con- 
quering ancestors of the Magyars had also 
founded their new home with a national 
meeting, the so-called blood covenant of 
Pusztaszer,and because for a thousand years 
the national constitution has ever been the 
most zealously guarded treasure of the na- 
tion. Thus the great festivities will be in- 
augurated by both Houses of Parliament, 
with the King at their head, taking posses- 
sion of the new building and renewing, even 
without blood libation, yet ready far blood 
sacrifice, the covenant of yore. This new 
home of the lawmakers is a worthy place 
for such a ceremony, as it is probably the 
finest parliament building in the world, its 
cost exceeding 16,000,000 zgulden. 

The memory of the millennium is also to 
be perpetuated by a great triumphal arch at 
the head of Andrassy street. This arch will 
commemorate the national glory of 1,000 
years; it will be a monument to the great 
statesmen, the victorious heroes of war, and 
the celebrated men of science and literature 
It may be mentioned here that most every 
historic place in Hungary is planning at 
present the erection of statues and other 
monuments. Work in this direction is going 
on in Pusztaszer, Munkacs, Klausenburg, 
Raab, etc., while in many parts of the coun- 
try Arpad statues are being erected and his- 
torical pictures ordered for the decoration 
of churches and county buildings. 


Lasting Mementos. 


Lasting mementos of the millennium will 
further be: The regulated iron gate of the 
Danube near Orsova, the work on whieh will} 
be fin ished by the time of the celebration,and 
which will be opened to traffic under solemn 
ceremonies extending all over the country. 

Two new bridges spanning the Danube in 
Budapest, one at the custom-house, the 
other at Covenant place, 

The regulation works of the Danube: the 
new palace of justice; a new art museum: a 
historical museum; and last, but not least, 
there are to be erected 500 new public schools 
in various parts of the country. 

Such are the official celebrations of the 
State. But society has also demanded its 
share of the event. Clubs, societies, science, 
art, industry, and commerce will celebrate 
individually. During the term of the fair 
more than one hundred national and inter- 
national congresses and reunions will take 
place. Among the latter are the Congress of 
Peace, the Art-Historical, the Journalists. 
the Actors, Tourists, Athletes, and Mining 
Congresses. 

The great historical procession, planned 
by the artist Paul Vago, will be one of the 
most interesting events connected with the 
opening of the fair. It will depict the his- 
tory of Hupgary during the last thousand 
years in one grand livng picture, full of 
life and color. The celebrated figures of the 
past, in their historical costumes, are to 
pass In review before the eyes of the present 
generation. | 

The Kunes, rough horsemen, who first took 
possession of the country, will open the pro- 
cession, led by Duke Arpad and his chiefs: 
among them Lehel, whose horn signal called 
the nation to arms, and Botond, whose mace 
shivered the iron gate of Byzanz: these are 
followed by the early Dukes and St. Stephen, 
the first King, with his monks and mission- 
aries, who converted his pagan subjects to 
Christianity; then come Koloman, the pro- 
tector of science and literature: Louis I. the 
Great, and all the other Kings of Arpad’s 
blood; the Kings of mixed blood and those 
of the House of Hapsburg; the heroes of the 
Turkish wars: the great men of the revolu- 
tion of 1848; and, finally, as apotheosis, the 
actors of the reconciliation of 1867, between 
King and nation, since which time Hungary 
has prospered as never before.

$M Solters Nepped 


HE War Department has a very intér- 

esting way of capturing deserters from 

the army.’ About six years ago Con- 
gress established a Military Detective Bu- 
reau, under the Surgeon-General, for the 
detection and capture of deserters and other 
military criminals. Before that time de- 
sertions were very frequent, and there were 
many criminals in this country who used the 
service as a place of temporary refuge when 
they were pursued by detectives for crimes. 
The army uniform and the schedule life of 
a post afforded them a protection which they 
could not obtain while dodging around the 
country. As it would have been an expen- 
sive and unsatisfactory method for the gov- 
ernment to pursue these deserters by the 
usual detective methods, the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral was authorized to establish a scheme 
to capture them otherwise. 

The idea was conceived that all these men 
were likely to have permanent marks on 
their body by which they could be identified, 
and surgeons of recruiting stations were fur- 
nished identification cards bearing the out- 
lines of an anatomical man. The cards are 
about eight inches square, and the outlined 
figure of the man is printed on both sides. 
One side shows a front view of the figure, 
with the hands and arms straight down at 
the sides, and the other shows the rear fig- 
ure. Blank spaces are provided for the 
man’s name, age, height, nationality, color 
of his eyes, and a few minor questions that 
might assist in identifying him. The back 
and front view of the figure are Givided into 
fifty-eight sections. 

When a man shows up to recruit the sur- 
geon strips him and subjects him to a scru- 
tiny for scars, moles, tattooings, and other 
permanent marks on hisbody. He indicates 
the nature of any marks he may find’ on one 
of these cards with ink, and in three years 
from the time the scheme was put into op- 
eration there was a card on file for every en- 
listed man in the service. The file has since 
been kept up to date, and when a man is 
honorably discharged his card is destroyed. 
When a man deserts or commits any other 
military offense the commander of the post 
at which he is stationed forwards his name 
to the department, and his card is removed 
from the alphabetical files. 

The man’s name is then lost sight of en- 
tirely, and his card is classified in a criminal 
file by the section in which his most prom- 
inent scar is located. If his most prominent 
scar is on his right foot his card is placed 
in the right-foot file. If he has several large 
scars in different sections, duplicate cards 
are made out, and a card is filed in the prop- 
ergile for each scar. A man with prom- 
inent scars on his right foot, his left cheek, 
and his left arm, would have a card filed in 
each section, These files are known as “‘un- 
desirable men.”’ 

When a man deserts all the attention the 
bureau gives to him is to file his card, after 
his name has been: forwarded by the com- 
mander of his post, with the undesirable 
men, according to his most prominent scar. 
No matter how much he is wanted he is 
seldom captured if he does not reénilist. 
When he reéniists he naturally presents 
himself in a strange recruiting office under 
an alias. He is enlisted and examined as 
are all new recruits, and his identification 
card is forwarded to the department. As 
the cards of the current recruits reach the 
office sometimes at the rate of twenty per 
day, they are examined by a.corps of clerks 
for their most prominent scar. This scar 
is marked with a circle of red ink, and the 
card is compared with the cards on file of 
the criminals with scars in an identical lo- 
cation. If the card does not show identical 
scars with any of the criminals’ cards, it is 
filed alphabetically, but if it shows one iden- 
tical scar with the card of a criminal, all 
the other scars are compared with the crim- 
inals’ card, and if a sufficient similarity be- 
tween the two cards can be traced the new 
recruit will find himself under arrest by 
order of the Surgeon-General in less than 
twenty-four hours. 

The clerks doing this work under Dr. 
Charles Smart, U. S. A., are in fact the 
military detectives. They never leave their 
desks in the hottest pursuit of suspected 
military crimimals, but the system has never 
failed in any case. 

It is estimated that 3 per cent of all the 
recruits enlisting since the organization of 
the bureau have proved to be previous 
military criminals, and many of them have 
been sent te Fort Leavenworth, the military 
penitentiary. It is not by any particular 
class of marks that they are captured, but 
by a combination of marks. Some men 
have only six or seven distinct permanent 
marks, and others have as high as sixty. 
White men generally have more than 
negroes, because a slight scar will not show 
prominently on a negro. Some criminals 
have tried to get back because they had no 
other marks than moles, but they were 
captured. The importance of the moles was 
not fully appreciated by the (recruiting 
surgeons when the bureau was started and 
when one of them was reminded by the de- 
partment that he had not sufficiently de- 
scribed a mole he reéxamined the man and 
measured the mole to the sixteenth of an 
inch. Tattoo marks have been used against 
men very often. A criminal recently capt- 
ured by a tattooed flag on his arm protested 
his innocence and denied his identity during 
the trial on the ground that the first time 
he was in the army he had only a star on 
his arm. After he was convicted he con- 
fessed that he was the man and had built the 
flag around the star, using the star for the

HAPPY ANSWERS WORTHY OF A 
PLACE IN LITERATURE. 


Old Witticisms Which Are as Good To- 
day as When First Pat Forth—Law 
Courts and Prisoners Furnish a 
Share—The Bible Is an Inexhaust- 
ible Mine of Comparisons—Court- 
ships and Marriage Get Many @ 
Dig. 

Mr. Samuel Weller’s memorable evidence 
on a certain breach of promise trial is prob- 
ably a “record” for the greatest number of 
happy answers in the shortest time; but 
there are authenticated instances of actual 
utterances which certainly rival them in 
brilliance and appropriateness. The law 
courts, as may be imagined, furnish their 
full quota, but many are, perforce, unap- 
preciable by those unacquainted with the 
technicalities or the “argot’’ of the forum. 
Still, Lamb’s chaffing description of a 
friend’s maiden brief as the “First Great 
Cause, least understood,”’ is comprehensible 
enough, as is the quiet, acquiescent, ‘““That 
is so, my Lord,” of the barrister to whom 
an irate Judge had just observed, “I can’t 
give you brains, Mr. So-and-So.”” “I, my- 
self, have two small manors, my Lord,” 
said a very ill-bred, pompous counsel, to il- 
lustrate a question of property law. . “We 
all know that, Mr. Kewsey,”’ observed the 
Judge, with suave courtesy, and a smile of 
delight ran round the assembled bar. ‘‘Look 
at me, sir, and attend to what I shall ask 
you,”” thundered learned counsel whose 
unfortunate “homeliness” of feature had 
gained him the sobriquet of the “Veiled 
Prophet.” “This is an English court,” re- 
joined the witness, quietly, “and you have 
no right to impose torture before putting 
the question.” Prisoners, too, have a fair 
proportion of “happy answers” credited to 
them. Of these, perhaps the best known 
are that of a man who, when asked if he 
pleaded “guilty or not guilty,” replied that 
he couldn’t say till he had heard the evi- 
dence; and the naive response of the prison- 
er to the usual question before sentence, 
‘“‘Have you anything to say, prisoner, before 
sentence is pronounced upon you?” “It’s 
very kind of your Honor, and if it’s quite 
agreeable to the court, I should like to 
say ‘Good evening.’ ”’ On one occasion 
counsel in a certain drainage case submitted 
that the plaintiffs, the Sewage Localization 
company, had “no ‘locus standi’ in this 
court.”” “Heaven forbid!’ was the fervent 
ejaculation of the learned Judge. Some- 
thing akin to this was tbe answer of the 
Judge when complaint was made that a luck- 
less process-server had been compelled to 
swallow the writ he had endeavored to 
serve. ‘‘I hope,’’ said his Lordship, gravely, 
“that the writ was not made returnable in 
this court.”’ 


Hinge on the Bible. 


The “happy answers,” owing their point 
to Biblical or ecclesiastical allusions, are 
still more numerous, but in many cases are 
somewhat too audacious for print. “Heisa 
regular St. Paul’’ was the final eulogy made 
by an enthusiastic friend of a certain needy 
clergyman whose chronic impecuniosity had 
brought him into painfully frequent famil- 
iarity with the various processes of the law 
for the recovery of debts. ‘“‘Yes,’’ said the 
Bishop, whose assistance was being solicited, 
“quite so. I see—‘in prisons oft’!’’ The par- 
donable but injudicious enthusiasm of some 
clergymen over their musital services has 
given rise to many smart sayings, which are, 
at any rate, ‘‘ben trovato.’’

MacDonough’s Method. 

Mr. MacDoneugh, in his laboratory in the 
Manhattan Building, is working on the 
other method of color photography. His 
idea, however, is to do away with the costly 
and difficult method employing three orig- 
inal exposures and the succeeding numerous 
negatives and plates, although the method 
is essentially by the use of screens. In his 
work he secures his effects with one nega- 
tive and printing on silver paper by means 
of light, or true color photography. 

The process devised by Mr. MacDonough 
is ingenious, Three primary colors were 
first selected and perfect pigments found to 
produce them.: They are red, green, and 
blue of the shades known as vermilion, em- 
erald, and ultramarine. Thena glass screen 
was prepared. This was done by putting on 
it a coating of gelatine and ruling the latter 
with fine lines in these three colors. Three 
hundred lines to the inch are put on these 
screens, the colors alternating, so that éach 
appears 100 times in an inch. The effect 
- the lines to the eye is an almost colorless 
ilm. 

When the screen fs made it is put inside the 
plate-holder of the camera and the plate 
exposed through it. Then the negative is 
developed in the usual manner, but is an un- 
usual negative, since the light acting on it 
was exposed to the influence of these 
numerous tiny bands of color covering the 
screen, When it comes to printing from the 
negative another special preparation is 
made, The silver paper, of any ordinary 
brand, is ruled with the colors in the same 
manner as the screen. Then the negative 
is superposed on the paper so that color lines 
correspond, and the whole exposed to the 
action of sunlight. Afterward the print is 
toned and the unexposed color comes off, 
leaving a faithful reproduction of the scene 
photographed. 

For half-tone work Mr. MacDonough has 
provided equally interesting developments. 
After the first negative has been made with 
one of his screens, as in the previous process, 
a positive is made in turn, and then a half- 
tone plate etched on zinc or copper in the 
usual way. When it comes to printing with 
this plate no colored inks are used, but the 
ordinary black ink. Thé paper to be printed 
on, however, must be ruled in:colors like 
the original screen used, and the plate set 
SO as to strike the lines exactly. When this 
is accomplished, or the impression is made 
exactly ‘“‘in register,’’ as it is called, the 
black ink covers up a portion of the colors 
and allows the others to show, making a 
natural effect. 

In all these methods of screen work the 
greatest difficulty lies in making the impres- 
sions strike the paper one exactly over the 
other, or in perfect register. Where three 
colored inks are used with a number of nega- 
tives the focuses, size of plates, time of ex- 
posure, and half a dozen other factors must 
be just*alike for the three colors. Then 
when the gine or copper plates are finally 
prepared successfully exactness of the print- 
ing is absolutely essential to good reproduc- 
tions. As the plate must strike the paper in 
the press ina certain position, both as re- 
gards the length and width of the print to be 
made, a special press~must be used for fine 
work. The fact that Mr. MacDonough’'s 
method requires merely a side adjustment 
and no exactness along the length of the 
lines makes it possible ‘to do his color print- 
ing, he thinks, in an ordinary press, since an 
adjustment of one-thousandth of an inch Is 
possible along the axes of the rolls. Basing 
his ideas on this the inventor expects maga- 
zines and newspapers all over the country to 
use his method as soon as the production 
of his screens and paper is made commer- 
cially possible. 

Mr. MacDonough is an old electrical ex- 
pert and inventor. Nearly twenty years ago 
he became interested in color photography 
and began experimenting on it. In 1878 he 
applied for a patent on interference colors, 


_but.-becoming convinced that it was not a 


practical method he allowed his application 
to lapse. Then he went to work on the pro- 
cess he is now using and has made steady, 
though slow progress. In 1892 he secured 
patents in the United States, England, and 
France on his present system, fully covering 
it. In the succeeding four years he has@aken 
out many new patents on the machinery and 
devices used, but the time has been spent in 
perfecting the apparatus, not in changing 
the method. Recently Mr. MacDonough has 
been compelled to fight an interference suit 
in the Patent Office against Joly of Dublin, 
Ireland, and has just finished it successfully. 
At present he thinks he is within a few 
months of putting his niaterial on the com- 
mercial market. 


In a Secret Laboratory. 

The greatest difficulty which Mr. Mac- 
Donough has encountered is naturally in 
ruling his films and papers. The mak- 
ing of a machine which would do the work 
was a most complicated mechanical prob- 
lem and has taken years to work out. The 
first machine required the constant labor of 
a skilled mechanic for over two years. 
When it was finally made to work success- 
fully it was too small for commercial use 
and a larger one was begun. This latter 
machine has also taken two years to com- 
plete, and is now all set up, waiting merely 
for adjustment. With it the inventor ex- 
pects to rule lines of adjustable width as 
closely as 1,000 to an inch and to do a num- 
ber of sheets of paper at once. When it is 
finally’ in satisfactory operation in about 
two month’s time Mr. MacDonough expects 
to give to the public the benefits of his inven- 
tions. 

Through the years of costly experimenta- 
tion on color photography Mr. MacDonough 
has supplied the money for his investiga- 
tions and patents, He says he is afraid 
to think up how much he has put into the 
subject, but is glad to know,*now that he 
is close to making. it financially profitable, 
that he is his own master entirely. He has 
an extensive and costly laboratory in the 
Manhattan Building in this city, and there 
he carries on his researches in secret. The

RUNS TRAILERS INTO THE BARN. 


City Railway Cempany Censured by 
South Side Resident. 
Complaint has been madé to THE TRIBUNE 
of the method used by the Chicago City 
railway company in cutting off trailers at 
the Thirty-ninth street barns from trains 
billed to go straight through to the Jackson 
Park or Oakwoods terminals. The South 


Side resident making the protest told the fol- | 


lowing story: 
“It was near 6 ‘o’clock one evening last 
week when I got aboard a Cottage Grove 


,cable car for Fifty-fifth street. At Madison 


street I entered the rear trailer of a Jackson 
Park train. When we got to Thirty-ninth 
street the conductor called out for the pas- 
sengers to take the car ahead, as the ene we 
were on went into the barn. The car ahead 
was full, and I proposed to havea seat out to 
Hyde Park, so I didn’t move. Two other 
men backed me in my protest. The con- 
ductor offered to transfer us, but we said we 
had paid to ride in that car to Jackson Park, 
and so we staid in our places. 

“Then they uncoupled the car and ran it 
into the barns. Of course, we got out then 
and took the next train. But this sort of 
thing happens every night.” 

The City railway company’s instructions 
to conductors, printed om the time-tables, 
reads as follows: 

“Trailers will not be cut off at Thirty- 
ninth street unless passengers can be com- 
fortably seated in the car ahead.” 

According to these instructions, if a train 
is crowded the last trailer remains on until 
the return trip. The conductors are made 
judges as to whether the passengers can find 
seats ahead. It sometimes happens, how- 
ever, a conductor is adverse to making an- 
other trip and cuts off his car when he should 
continue.

Started. 


BACK TO 1813. 


ITS HISTORY DATES 


Three Noble German Women Began the 
Good Work at Frankfurt. 


Those who profess to believe in the utte 
selfishness and sinfulness of the world, and 
in the futility of every true and generous 
movement calculated to bring about a reign 
of on earth and. good will to man, 
should study the history of the Red Cross 
Society. Although not 4Sdentified in name, 
the history of the Red Cross may be traced 
back to 1813, when some ladies of Frank- 
furt formed themselves into a society, called 
the Frauenverein, to alleviate suffering 
caused by the great continental war com- 
menced in that year, and Tr. to a 

ore complete arrangements for the 
pore of the sick and wounded. The appeal 
was issued by three ladies, who may proper- 
ly be considered the founders of the Red 
Cross. They were: 

Antonie Brentano, 

Sophie de Neufville. 

Rosette Stoedel. 

in February, 1514, the society was con- 
stituted, and in the following month the re- 
ceipts amounted to 7,000 florins; one florin 
($1.67) being fixed as the smallest monthly 
contribution. During the war over 20,000 
florins were expended and a considerable 

vantity of clothing distributed. After 
the war there was an epidemic of typhus 
and the Frauenverein lent its aid in minis- 
tering to the sick. In 1815 it resumed its 
work in connection with the war, aided by 
sister societies established in Cologne, Aix, 
and Dusseldorf; and after the close of the 
war it took up the duty of general relief 
till the war of 1866, when it reverted to its 
original work. , 

. Prussian Surgeon’s Work. 

In 1820 a Prussian military surgeon, Dr. 
Auguste Wasserfuhr, struck with the noble 
work of the Frauenverein, suggested that 
all the nations should agree to declare as 
neutrals all soldier prisoners who were sick 
or wounded, and should undertake to leave 
to all hospitals and medical staff entire lib- 


erty of action, and, moreover, to afford. 


them all necessary aid. 

“If,”" wrote Dr. Wasserfuhr, ‘Ministers of 
European governments could only once see 
a battlefield covered with human bodies, 
where suffering groans without being heard 
or pitied; where the wounded are a prey to 
hunger and thirst; where pain tears the 
soul and anguish oppresses the heart, they 
would at once do what they have so long 
neglected.”’ 

The good doctor, however, did nt live 
to see the realization of his hopes. It was 
nearly half a century before the work of the 
noble ladies of Frankfurt became inter- 
nationalized in Europe. 

It was when the suffering growing out of 
the Austrian war was at its height, in 185%, 
that some patriots, without exception of 
rank, nationality, or creed, joined together 
to furnish aid to the wounded, and so far 
as means would permit, to extend it to wid- 
ows and orphans of dead soldiers. This re- 
sulted in the “‘Austrian Patriotic Society for 
Aid to Wounded Soldiers and Widows and 
Orphans of Soldiers.”’ 

‘In 1864, at the beginning of the Danish war, 
another Austrian society was formed fora 
similar purpose, followed by a similar 
one in 1866. It should be added there are also 
in Austria two orders, relics of well-known 
historical monastic-military bodies, the 
Ordre Teutonic and the Ordre Souverain des 
Chevaliers de St. Jean de Malle, of the orig- 
inal eight “leagues” or branches, of which 
only two remain, those of Italy and Aus- 
tria, with the Grand Priory in Bohemia. 
Both these orders support and manage nu- 
merous hospitals at all times, and especially 
for soldiers in time of war. 

There is no need here to refer to the mag- 


nificent work of the United States Sanitary 


Commission and the Christian Commission 
during the American civil war. After the 
battle of the Wilderness the train of am- 
bulances containing wounded men under 
the care of the former stretched out for ten 
miles in length, its hospitals cared impar- 
tially for the wounded in blue and gray, and 

villions were spent in the succor of the sick, 
the~wounded, and those languishing in 
prison. 


Florence Nightingale’s Mission. 

In England the good Samaritan of the bat- 
tlefield is synonymous with the name of 
Florence Nightingale. She it was who, 
when the British War Office proved incom- 
petent to grapple with the frightful condi- 
tion of the army in the Crimea, came forth 
and fought death, disease, red tape, and rou- 
tine until the remnantof the army was saved. 
But the British Government was slow to 
learn the practical lesson of humanity to 
their own troops. When the war was over, 
writes a veteran of Miss Nizhtingale’s staff, 

was a display of fireworks in Hyde 
Park, the thanks of both Houses of Parlia- 
ment were voted to the army and navy, the 
records were duly pigeon-holed at the War 
Office, and the nation buried the unpleasant 
business concerning the neglect of the sick 
and wounded. The War Secretary died, and 
a statue was erected to him in front of the 
War Office and a new hospital at Woolwich 
bears his name. A splendid military hos- 
pital was also built at Netley and was called 
the “Nightingale Hospital,”’ but somehow 
the title got changed to the ‘“‘Royal Victoria 
Hospital."’ 

The task of taking up the movement which 
Florence Nightingale had so nobly started, 
and continuing it in. a true Christian spirit, 
Was reserved to the neutral republic of 

witzerland. In 1859, when the war broke 

ut between France and Austria, Henri Du- 


. nant, a Swiss gentleman, visited the battle- 


field of Solferino and worked as a volunteer 
to relieve the wounded. His “Souvenir de 
Solferino” was translated into several Euro- 

languages and created a profound 


sensation, showing, as it did, the terrible les- 


sons of the Crimea were already forgotten, 

Kings made no scruple of sending 
their subjects to the battlefield where the 
pcodrunw gd sword and gun were less to be 
f than the torture of neglected wounds 
and enforced disease.

than a year a majority of European govern- 
ments had, jointly and severally, entered 
into a solemn treaty, acknowledging the 
principle expressed by M, Dunant and mak- 
ing regulations for the smooth working of 
it in practice. 
By the seventh article of the convention, 
or treaty, it was declared that a uniform 
bearing a red cross upon a white field 
being the national armorial bearings of 
tzerland, with the tinetures counter- 
changed) should be the visible and outward 
sign of humanity in war, which was hence- 
forward to take its place amidst the clash of 
contending armies, and perhaps of warring 
faiths; a badge more honorable than the 
iron cross, the blue ribbon of the Legion of 


Honor, or the star of the Bath; a sign before’ | 


which swords are sheathed and guns are si- 
lent; a sign, while not borne as an emblem of 
religion, stands for more of true Christianity 
than ever did cross borne by crusader or 
tonsured Monk. 

It will go far to condone his crime of 1851 
that the Emperor Louis Napoleon gave the 
Red Cross Association its first earnest sup- 
port, without which the great movement 
might have lingered until the world’s con- 
science was quickened by the horrors of 
another continental war. France gave her 
adherence to the Geneva convention in Sep- 
tember, 1864; Belgium followed in October, 
and Holland in November. The next war 
power to come in after France was Italy, in 
the early part of December, and Spain, 
Sweden, and Norway, and Denmark fol- 
lowed before the close of the year. Conserv- 
ative Great Britain waited until January, 
1865, to join the alliance of mercy, and Prus- 
sia and Turkey followed in midsummer. 
Austria came in in July, 1866, and Russia in 
May, 1867, while the Pope himself joined in 
the movemtment in 1868. 

Took Time to Reach America. 

In 1874. the idea was brought across the 
water and San Salvador took up the Red 
Cross, followed in 1879 by Bolivia, Chile, and 
the Argentine Republic. Why it was that 
the United States did not earlier join the 
international compact of mercy must be 
left to the politicians in Congress to explain 
as best they may. It was March 1, 1882, 
when America finally joined the convention 


of Geneva, but possibly had it not been for’ 


the Fenian excitement our country would 
have occupied a more honorable place upon 
the roll. In the formation of national aid 
societies of the Red Cross, however, the 
great republic makes a far better showing 
indicating that though politicians halted 
the heart of the Nation was true to its 
Christian professions. 

It should be said, in passing, that although 
the Red Cross is international in its scope, 
it is not a centralized order. It has no head. 
In each country are national aid societies, 
working. under the rules adopted at Geneva 
and accepted by the treaties signed by the 
several powers. But there is no head, no 
rank, no ritual, or recognized ‘‘order,’’ no 
badge, even, except the one worn in active 
service, to distinguish the non-combatant 
from the soldier. And in proof that the 
badge is in no sense a religious emblem, but 
merely a distinctive mark, like the corps 
‘“‘patches”’ of the last war, it need only be 
noted that in the dominions of the Sultan 
the badge is changed to the red crescent, the 
ancient sign of the Prophet. It would be 
singular, indeed, if the Turk, who has warred 
with the infidel for more than a thousand 
years, should permit the hated symbol of 
the Crusaders, the red cross of St. George, 
to be raised in his dominions upon any pre- 
text whatever. And so, while the Turk is 
willing the sick should be ministered to, 
and the wounded succored, it must be done 
under a symbol which every Mussulman 
respects. 

What the Society Has Done. 

And what has the Red Cross done? Hardly 
had the conference of Geneva passed its 
resolutions, and before it was possible that 
organized action could be taken under them, 
war broke out in 1864 between Prussia and 
Wurtembure. Societies were timidly or- 
ganized in both countries, but no effective 
work was done, except by delegates sent from 
Geneva, and their reports went far to secure 
continental support to the new movement. 
In the war of 1866 between Austria, Italy, 
and Prussia the Red Cross Association of 
the first-named country, springing from the 
societies already referred to, did effective 
work on the field, and raised nearly halfa 
million dollars in the five provinces in which 
they labored. 

Cholera came to test the mettle of the or- 
ganization, yet, notwithstanding this addi- 
tional strain, the Berlin committee success- 
fully undertook to occupy itself with the 
wounded enemy, although Austria had not 
at this time officially adhered to the con- 
vention of Geneva. In the war between 
France and Prussia in 1870-’71, although the 
war found the French society entirely unpre- 
pared, the Red Cross did wonders. In the 
face of universal demoralization and of the 
fury of domestic strife it sent ambulances 
and nurses to the field, maintained hospitals, 
and collected supplies for the sick and 
wounded. In Germany the society, like the 
army itself, were thoroughly organized and 
prepared for its work. 

One chapter, especially interesting at this 
time, may be found in the work of the Aid 
committee in Turkey, the first of which was 
formed after the first Servian revolt. After 
official recognition had been accorded to the 
association (on adopting the insignia of the 
red crescent in place of the cross) twenty- 
four committees in the European and Asiatic 
provinces were established, and from Au- 
gust, 1877, the society worked diligently. 
Nine field ambulances then joined the armies 
in the Balkans and Armenia: a sanitary 
train brought the wounded from Roumelia 
to Constantinople; four fixed hospitals were 
opened on the banks of the Bosphorus, and 
four others in the provinces, besides two 
hut hospitals of 200 beds each near the 
troops; the sick and wounded of 150,000 fugi- 
tives in the capital were also tended, and the 
State hospitals received rrom the society 
help in money, stores, and attendance. 


Russians Nurse the Turks. } 

On the signing of the armistice the Central 
committee sent a delegate to visit the Rus- 
sian lines, who reported that although 
wounded Russians were in some cases upon 
the bare ground the Turks. had more or 
less comfortable beds. Visits were also made 
to the hospitals of Roumania and the south 
of Russia, where it was found that by order 
of the Czar a comhmittee was engaged in 
caring for the sick and wounded Turkish 
prisoners. Thirty-nine thousand men were 
cared for by the Society of the Red Crescent, 
and 1,648,000 francs were contributed by the 
people. Upon this work M. Moynier writes: 

‘“‘The working in the Ottoman Empire of 
an aid society based on the principles of 
the Red Cross is a remakable phenomenon, 
almost an event. It marks in fact a memor- 
able date in the moral chronology of human- 
ity. A large breech was made in the wall 
which séparates the disciples of Mohammed 
from those of Christ on the day when, dur- 
ing the war in the East, the representatives 
of both spontaneously allied themselves in 
order to labor together in a great work of 
mercy. A mixed committee, sitting upon 


| the ‘banks of the Rosphorus, was supported 


in its charitable cfforts, not only by subjects 
of the Sultan without distinction of religion, 
but also by mussulmans of India and Chris- 
tians of Europe.” 

He would have noted a second date in the 
“chronology of humanity’’ could he have 
seen how loyally and how disinterestedly 
the Red Cross of Japan worked in the 
Chinese war, caring for the brutalized 
Chinese with the same tenderness with 
which they nursed their own heroic sons.

How to Execute the Ourves of 
the Grapevine and Oross- 
cut. 


MUST USE THE BODY, NOT THE FEET ONLY.

Some Study of Methods and Then Con- 
tinual Practice Does the Work. 


IGURE skating is an art, and it is one 
of which most Americans know very 
little. It is like the legends of the 
Rhine. “Everybody talks of the leg- 
ends of the Rhine, but nobody ever 
tells one of them.”’ Everybody talks of 
grapevines and crosscuts, but it is not often 
that any one is found executing them. That 
part of the business is confined almost en- 
tirely to those erratic parties in short coats 
and fur hats known as “fancy skaters,” 
who disport themselves on the smoothest 
bits of the park ponds until a crowd of ad- 
miring and envious small boys has collect- 
ed about them, and then glide quietly away 
with a smile of pitying superiority and the 
bored look of one whose private amusement 
has been intruded upon. e, 
Perhaps this confined knowledge of figure 
skating is the result of having plenty of 
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room to moveaboutin. The prehistoric man 
who first tied two bits of bone to his feet 
Gid not go in for fancy figures. His idea 
was probably for the achievement of great- 
er ease in the pursult and avoidance of 
mammoths and dodos and antediluvian 
bears. He wanted a more speedy way of 
cro$sing watery wastes, and he found it. 
But when skating was introduced into En- 
gland, and the population began to increase

proceedings. From the outside edge this fig- 
ure is not very difficult, but from the inside 
edge it is what is colloquially known as a 
“corker.”’ The trouble comes from the fact 
that it is difficult to start with enough mo- 
tion to carry the skater through it. The 
stops in it are more obvious, and the only 
way to overcome them is by kicking out the 
unemployed leg. 

The spins are best acquired by hard ex- 
perience. The forward two-foot spin is 
commenced by an outside curve which is 
changed to inside. The left foot, turned in, 
is then put down on the inside edge. The 
way of least friction, the one in which the 
motion is longest continued is the right way, 
and after a few trials it comes most nat- 
ural. It is well, hewever, if possible, to 
watch the start of some good skater before 
trying it one’s self. 

The Grapevines. 

The grapevines are shown in the figure. 
In the first part of the single grapevine, the 
turn from forward to backward, there can 
be no difficulty; but the second part, the turn 
from backward to forward, is more diffi- 
cult. It is done by a change of edge, without 
altering the position of the feet. Then the 
left foot is drawn around the right as though 
on a pivot. Both are on the inside edge, 
and forcing them together gives the forward 
motion. Almost all the motion needed is 
given by the swing of the body, and the true 
way of mastering the figure is to learn to 
do it with the body entirely, making the feet 
follow the motion of the shoulders. If the 
shoulders turn the feet must follow them. 

The double grapevine is more difficult. In 


this, instead of the half turn a full swing

and watery wastes to decrease, so that 
“running on skates’’ ended in disastrous 
collisions, 3s and 8s and Qs, which provided 
the greatest possible amount of skating on 
the least amount of ice, came into promi- 
nence. Perhaps it is because this unhappy 
state of affairs has not yet come about in 
America that figure skating is not more 
practiced. Still, the desire to accomplish 
such contortions is a laudable ambition. 
The trouble with most people who attempt 
figures is that they go about it wrong. The 
average man tries to do it with his feet. 
The feet furnish a convenient point for at- 
taching the skates, but they are not what 
figure skating is done with. The body isthe 
means through which the quick turns and 
sudden stops are accomplished. It should 
always turn the feet, not the feet turn it, 
unless the ambitious skater is desirous of 
furnishing a perfect example of the tail 
trying to wag the dog. Every motion should

The Foundation of All. 

Every figure is resolvable into a combina- 
tion of four simple motions—backward an 
forward on the outer and inner edge of the 
skate. By these four motions all the quick 
turns and graceful curves of the grapevine 
are accomplished, and when once they have 
been thoroughly mastered the rest is only a 
matter of ractice. In them everything de-

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round of the body is needed, the right foot 
making two turns and the left forming an 
inside loop. The back double grapevine is 
more easy than the forward, but in both the 
difficulty of acquiring sufficient motion is 
experienced. 

There are numberless variations of the 
grapevine, brought about by the addition of 
turns and loops, but, though more compli- 
cated, few are prettier than the ones de- 
scribed. A half-dozen different diagrams 
for them can be found in almost any book 
on skating, and after learning one perfectly 
the rest are not very difficult. The varia- 
tions of them, or of any other complicated 
figure, in the power of the skater are without 
number. From the simpler figures, the 
three, the serpentine, and the cross-cut, an 
immense number of combinations may be 
made. There is for the practiced figure- 
skater an indefinite field of variation, even 
within the limits of the recognized figures, 
and outside those limits plain geometry 
knows not where he must stop. 

There is no greater pleasure, in a quiet 
way—it is not wild dissipation—than can be 
found on a-.smooth stretch of ice by a man 
who through long practice has made certain 
of the knowledge that his feet will not slip 
out and deposit him in an ignominious heap 
on the level surface. Even the blue-nosed 
small boy, who asks through his chattering 
teeth, “Kin you do the grapevine?’ cannot 
wholly destroy the delight. Straight ahead 
skating without companionship is not un- 
alloyed bliss, but if there were but one man 
left on earth, and that one man chanced to 
be a good skater, he could for a time in the 
winter season forget his loneliness, though 
he might now and then miss the polite re- 
quest of the park policeman to “‘“Move awn, 
now. Ye'’re drawin’ a crowd.”

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TO PROVISION WARSHIPS.. 


BIG SALE OF CANNED BEEF TO THE 
BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 


Armour & Co. Fill an Order for 500,000 
Pounds—First American Beef Taken 
for Thrée Years—Supplies Drawn 
from Waréhouse at London—Less 
Fire in Market for Provisionts—Dis- 
positionto Realize on the Advance— 
Ball Sentiment Dominant in Wheat. 


Armour & Co. have just confirmed the sale 
to the British Government of 500,000 Ibs of 
canned corned beef. Supplies will be drawn 
from the warehouse at London and will be 
used to provision the Flying Squadron at 
Portsmouth. Speculative traders in provis- 
ions and wheat might have had a war scare 
story right at hand if they had known of the 
sale yesterday. It was arranged by the 
Liverpool agent of the house and canfirmed 
here. The sale is not so important on ac- 
count of its size as of the incidents connected 
with it. Armour & Co. are just finishing a 
contract with the French Government for 
four times the quantity sold to the British 
Government. For nearly three years, h@w- 
ever, the British Government has bought 
no American canned beef, but has depended 
on supplies from its colonies. The present 
sale is taken as indicating that Australian 
supplies have been exhausted. American 
houses, since the complications abroad have 
caused comment, have increased their stocks 
at foreign ports, and the Chicago house was 
able to supply. the government’ of Great 
Britain at the shortest possible notice. Ex- 
ports of all kinds of provisions have been lib- 
eral for some time, although the recent spec- 
ulative advance here has naturally checked 
cash demand. Liverpool markets have 
shown more inclination to advance in) pro- 
visions than in wheat. Cables have been 
higher day after day, and there has been 
- good ‘call for bacon and similar products, 
presumably wanted to provision war vessels. 
The immediate occasion of the recent sensa- 
tional advance in hog products was the dis- 
appointing movement of hogs from the coun- 
try, but the war scare has been an underly- 
ing factor. 


Less Steam On in Provisions. 

There was much less energy displayed in. 
provisions yesterday than on the previous 
days of the week. Some of the speculation 
has evidently gone into wheat, and there 
was an inclination on the part of longs to 
realize and of packers to sell quite freely. 
Initial trades in May pork showed a decline 
of 7c and a net loss of 12\4c was a result of 
the day’s trade. Instead of stimulating the 
wheat market the provision market would 
have declined still further but for the 
strength in wheat, Lard and ribs closed at 
the low point of the day, with a loss on each 
of 10c. Receipts of hogs for the week were 
161,400, against 234,987 the same week last 
year. Packing to date is figured at 1,916,000 
hogs, against 1,848,000 for the same time last 
year. Receipts yesterday at 17,000 were 
~,J00 above the estimate, but the market was 
firm and 5c higher. For Monday 39,000 hogs 
are expected, and for next week 155,000. 

Wheat was strong in tone nearly all day, 
the only weakness being displayed in loca} 
selling on the theory that Linn was letting 
so part of his line of wheat. The conspicuous 
selling of the day was by Champlin and Mil- 
mine-Bodman. The opening for May was 
unchanged from the previous close. There 
was an advance early to 60%cand a reaction 
to the opening figure. From then on the 
market was strong, May wheat advancing 
to Gl\&c, and after a:tussle over the calls 
closing at 60%c. Statistics without excep- 
tion were favorable to the holders of wheat. 
Clearances for the week were liberal at 
=,210,000 bu, against 3,465,000 bu the pre- 
vious week and 3,564,000 bu the same week 
last year. Clearances yesterday were large 
at the equivalent of 556,000 bu, of which 

24,000 bu were In wheat. New York cleared 
251,700 bu of wheat and 25,552 packages of 
flour, and Boston cleared 172,000 bu 6f Wheat. 
Northwestern receipts were 409 cars, against - 
684 cars the same day the previous week 
and 196 cars the same day last year. There 
was some little talk of a cold wave, and New 
York had sensational news to send _ re- 
garding political complications. The trade 
will not admit that trouble with the bes 
customer for American wheat is aaythind 
but a bull factor. Liverpool closed with red 
winter futures advanced 4d. Antwerp was 
up the equivalent of *%c. ~Farmers’ deliver- 
ies in Great Britain were 31,800 qrs, against 
25,500 qrs the previous week, with the aver- 
age price 6d higher. In the speculative 
markets considerable bull sentiment has 
been developed, and favorable features 
which have been ignored during the last few 
months are coming in for tardy recognition. 
Local receipts were 111 cars, including 69 
elevator transfers, with 67,000 bu inspected 
out of store. The local cash business was 
limited, and the best posted people in the 
trade claim that the cash demand here has 
fallen off materially. 

Heavy Exports of Corn. 

Exports of corn yesterday were unusually 
heavy and, including big shipments at New 
Orleans, were 713,000 bu, or only 79,000 bu 
less than all primary point receipts. Local 
receipts were up to the liberal estimate at 
652 cars, with withdrawals from store of 
215,000 bu. The heavy out-inspection repre- 
sents in part wheat put in vessels for winter 
storage. Buying of corn by commission 
houses was led by Schwartz-Dupee, while 
Barrett and other shorts covered quite free- 
ly.

Surana 
Comparison of Praffic Was of One Year 
and of Ten Months. 


The more the annual reports of street railway 
companies are studied the more facts are brought 
to light. The different statements presented to the 
stockholders of the principal street car lines last 
week were, on their face, good reports. There is 
not one, however, that exceeded the expectations 
of stockholders and there was not one which gave 
to the stockholders the complete information re- 
carding corporations to which they were entitled. 
Facts regarding which stockholders were entitled 
to be enlightened were not touched upon. Take for 
example the case of the West Chicago Street rail- 
road. In the annual report, as presented by 
Charles T. Yerkes, no mention was made as to 
the floating debt of the company. Not only was 
there no mention made of the floating debt, but 
inquiries from a stockholder regarding this im- 
portant feature were not answered. 

The annual report of the Lake Street Elevated 
for the year 1894 as presented at the annual 
meeting a year ago covered the operations of that 
road for only ten months. In the annual report 
presented this year the figures for an entire twelve 
months were given, compared with the figures for 
the ten months of 1894. This showed total income 
for 1805 of $517,304, as compared with $423,005 
for 1894. The operating expenses were given as 
being $319,606, as compared with $200,090, and the 
net earnings for 1895 were given as being $197,698, 
as compared with $138,004. This upon the face of 
things was a fairly good showing and holders of 
Lake Street stock were priding themselves upon 
the good condition the road wasin. A statement 
for the same ten months in 1895 as compared with 
the ten months in 18094 fails to show the great in- 
crease in profit counted upon. e following table 
gives the earnings and expenses for the ten months 
with the passenger traffic:

This table shows the net earnings for the ten 
months increased only $2,711. During three 
months of the time the Wabash avenue extension 
of the Lake Street Elevated had heen opened for 
business a natural increase in passenger traf- 
fic should have followed this opening. According 
to the figures of the twa periods, however, there 
was a net increase for the ten months of only 405 
passengers a day. 

There is another matter iIn‘cdnnection with the 
Lake Street annual report which is worthy of no- 
tice. - The operating expenses of the line are given 
as $319,606 and the net earnings as $197,698. The 
fixed charges amounted to $265,447, which left a 
deficit for the year of $67,749. Mr. Louderback

6niv £38:149.. It is hard to see just the line of rea- 
soning .which caysed Mr. Louderback to deduct 
this sum from the deficit of the company.

olin oe ten onthe each, the Lake Street Ele- 
vated railroad failed to do as well during the year 
1895 as had been anticipated. There has unques- 
tionably. been a considerable increase in the num- 
ber of passengers carried since the opening of the 
Wabash avenue extension, and in the table given 
only three of the months have had the benefit of 
this increase, while the remaining seven months 
were practically the same as those of last year. 
This shows a daily average of 27,233 passengers 
carried. The road is mow carrying in the neigh- 
horhood of 38,000 passengers a day. This is traf- 
fic, however, for the winter months, and there is 
certain to be a falling off during the summer 
months unless the opening of the loop has the ef- 
fect of increasing the trafiic. 

The Union loop is expected to be In operation 
some time in May. Under the contract with the 
builders it is to be completed by May 1, and a pen- 
alty is provided for every day after that time in 
which the work is not complete. This must have 
an important bearing upon the receipts of al! 
street ear lines which are paralleled by the ele- 
vated roads. The promoters of the loop enterprise 
have not vet come to any definite conclusion re- 
garding the south line of the loop. They do say, 
however, it will not be built on Harrison street.

New York Dudes Are Wearing Them, 
Though They Come Exceedingly High.

NHE swell young men of New York, 
having run their collars up until they 
are as tall as cuffs used to be, and 
having adopted a cuff that is shaped 

like an old-time turn-down collar, have now

SHIRT WAISTS THE RAGE. 


THEY REAPPEAR WITH THE ADVENT 
OF THE NEW YEAR. 


For Gorgeousness They Surpass “Sol- 
omon in All His Glory”’—Each Wom- 
an Will Want Three to a Dozen— 
Popular Colors Golden Yellow and 
Nile Green—Detachable Collars and 
Cuffs and Bishop Sleeves—Three- 
Pointed Yokes. 

Shirt-waists have made their reappear- 
ance with the advent of the new year, and 
it may be truly said that not Solomon in all 
his glory was arrayed “in” one of these. 
Perhaps it was fortunate for Solomon, con- 
sidering the number of his wives, that shirt- 
waists were not invented in his day. 

A shirt-waist is not such an expensive 
affair. The prices range from $2.50 to #12 
each for good ones. But there is no such 
thing as a shirt-waist for a woman—it niust 
always be from three to a dozen, and the 
temptation remains to buy more. The 
variety in styles and colors now piled away 
in the big stores is enough to turn the head 
of any woman, no matter how sensible. 
And the first fine day they will be displayed 
in all their tempting gcorgeousness. 

Chicago stores never before had on hand 
such an invoice of these truly American 
productions. Charles Dana Gibson struck 
the key note when he immortalized the 
American girl in her shirt-waist. For while 
they are worn to some extent abroad their 
use is not at all universal, asitis here. Most 
of them, especially the French productions, 
are doctored up with laces and insertings 
into a confection unrecognizable. : 


None Are Imported. 

While almost every other article of tne 
American woman's dress gains value by 
being imported, there is no such thing as an 
imported shirt-waist. The materials from 
which they are fashioned are often spun 
across the water. But the articles them- 
selves are designed and made here. And 
should the “‘new woman” decide to go to war 
with the rest of the world she would un- 
doubtedly go in her shirt-waist. These are 
sufticient, both in quantity and quality, to 
suit all oceasions. No woman’s wardrobe 
is complete without them. They have passe d 
the experimental stage, where they were 
suspected of being a fad, and their perma- 
nent utility as an artiele of dress is no longer 
to be questioned. They have been copied 
during the winter months into silks and 
woolens, and with white collars and cuffs 
have, to some extent, filled in the breach 
between winter and summer. But woman 
sighs for her shirt-waist as does a man for 
his pipe, and occasionally, “just for an even- 
ing at home,’ she puts on her last summer's 
favorite one, and enjoys, O, such a comfort- 
able hour. 

New Features. 

The ones for the coming year have some 
new features sure of instant popularity. 
But, O, the laundry bill! The most radical 
change is the detachable collars. Most of 
the new ones have these. They are mostly 
double turn-over ones with perfectly round 
points. The advantages of detachable col- 
lars are manifold, and may in a measure 
compensate for the extra laundry bill. One 
of the things which perhaps suggested this 
was the tendency last summer to wear white 
collars with colored shirts. This “will un- 
doubtedly be more popular than ever this 
season, and then the woman who dislikes the 
stiff collar for hot days can substitute a bit 
of lace ora ribbon. 

Next-on the list of happy surprises are the 
sleeves, which are much larger than they 
were last year. Those that are startled at 
this may be comforted, for the shirt sleeves 
last summer were really small compared 
with the size of dress sleeves. And while 
the sleeves are larger this season they still 
are not so large as the dress sleeves were 
last.

RED LIGHT IS GOOD’ FOR SMALLPOX. 
Recent Experiments Show This Treat- 
ment Prevents Permanent Pitting. 

It is well known that red light possesses 
some peculiar property which annuls the 
chemical effect produced by other hues 
composing the solar spectrum. A red light 
is used in photographic dark rooms because 
its rays do not-affect the sensitive plate in 
the process of developing. Some time ago it 
was suggested that the pits which appear 
on the face after a severe attack of small- 
pox might be due to the action of the sun- 
light. With a view to testing this theory 
the windows of the rooms in which the 
patients were confined were shaded by 
orange-colored curtains.

lingly done. The idea was net given up, 
however, and lately some tests have been 
made with red light, which has a greater 
power than orange light to exclude the sun’s 
rays. The light was tried on several un- 
vaccinated children suffering from small- 
pox in a German hospital, and the disease 
immediately took a favorable turn’ Al- 
though the pits appeared, they did not 
break, and finally disappeared, leaving the 
skin perfectly smooth. There was no 
secondary fever. 

According to Dr. Feilberg, who conducted 
this test, the essential point for the success 
of this treatment is that it should be begun 
during the early stages of the disease, short- 
ly after the pits, or vesicles, have appeared. 
if the seventh day has been reached it is 
hardly possjble to prevent the pits from 
breaking, and hence becoming permanent. 
Another important point is that the exclu- 
sion of the chemical rays of daylight must 
be complete and continued until the vesicles 
have quite dried up.—New York World. 


PARIS IN '76 AND '95. 


Comparison Between Two Nights 
at the Grand Opera Twen- 
ty Years Apart. , 


CHICAGO. COPIPARISONS, 


An American Woman Who Thinks Some 
Things Are Done Better at Home. 


ALSO SONNE 


ARIS, Dec. 23, 1895.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—It is a curious sensation 
to revive old memories and compare 
them with new impressions of the 
same scenes. A difference of. fifteen 

or twenty years puts a new color upon our 
medium of sight, and we wonder at the 
crudity of our former opinions and at our 
previous obtuseness to what now seems im- 
portant and characteristic. 

All this is by way of a comparison between 
a night at the grand opera of Paris in De- 
cember, 1876, and one in this present month 
of December, 1895. How dazzling, hdw be- 
wildering that occasion, now nearly a score 
of years gone by! At that time I was able 
to compare it with Crosby’s Opera-Hoyse at 
home (whose modest blue and silver always 
is associated in my memory with Christine 
Nilsson’s voice on Christmas day, 1870); also 
with the cpera in Berlin and with the wooden 
structure in Dresden that served before the 
present fine building was finished; but 
Paris, of course, overtopped them all, and 
being so new, so0 complete, and so rich 
seemed the ne plus ultra. What a grand 
edifice, so adapted to a unique purpose, was 
presented in its exterior; the stately, cere- 
monious, inviting entrances, with broad 
steps or covered carriage-ways, all amply 
lighted; and what a spectacle the grand 
staircase, photographs of which everybody 
took home with them to America; what lav- 
ish decoration, what variety of marbles, 
what spaciousness; and what brilliant 
throngs passed up and down and along the 
splendidly illuminated foyers! Andthen the 


red and gold glory of the proscenium, where . 


the boxes rose tier on tier all around, with 
beautiful women (of course, they were all 
beautiful) and courteous men occupying 
them! The opera given that night was ‘‘Le 
Prophéte,’’ with a mise-en-scene unparal- 
leled elsewhere (I well remember the nov- 
elty of the winter scene, with hundreds of 
roller skaters on the stage): and the great 
orchestra, and the renowned singers, and 
the unequaled éclat of the whole evening! 

But, as the French say, autres temps, 
autres moeurs; ‘“‘Le Prophéte” has been 
relegated to the halls of memory; those re- 
nownea singers are departed; leaving not 
an echo of their voices; the red and gold 
is dingy now; and, while the dresses at the 
front of the boxes are still beautiful the 
wearers are less so than once upon a time; 
and the men behind them, while apparently 
as courteous as ever, must generaliy be in 
the state of mind of Dick in the play of 
“Sweet Lavender,’’ for I am sure they can- 
not see much besides ‘‘the ladies’ hairpins.”’ 

One does not need to be old and desillusioné 
to admit all this. On the contrary, I think 
that an American, and a Chicagoan, can say 
with just pride that Paris is behind the times 
in some matters which would contribute to 
the pleasure and comfort of opera-goers. 
True, the great chandelier, as well as the 
whole house, is now lighted by electric lamps, 
but as to some of the seats—there is nothing 
in the Chicago Auditorium so uncomforta- 
ble as the chairs in some of the boxes, and I 
saw some handsomely dressed ladies in the 
parquet sitting on benches without backs! 

The opera given on this recent occasion 
was ‘“‘Fredegonde,”’ a joint composition by 
Ernest Guiraud [deceased] and Camille 
Saint-Saéns. The mise-en-scene was prob- 
ably as good as that of twenty years ago 
and the orchestra was all that could be 
desired. I have no doubt that the chorus 
and soloists worked earnestly and well, 
although I was not charmed by any unusual 
talent among them. Perhaps Alvarez and 
Renaud would please better with other op- 
portunities. The composers have run riot 
with modulations and if they are providing 
‘music of the future’ they have almost 
out-Wagnered Wagner. They abused a 
good chance to furnish the world a new wed- 
ding march, and the love duos of “Samson 
and Delilah” leave those of “‘Fredégonde’”’ 
far behind. 

This opera has probably received notice 
and comment in your papers already, and 
the story that provides the musical inspira- 
tion has by this time become publit property. 
The criticisms here are mostly unfavorable, 
but breathe disappointment rather than hos- 
tility. The plot is hardly more than com- 
monplace, and it strikes one as strange and 
incongruous for French composers to utilize 
characters with such Teutonic names as 
Fredegonde and Brunhilde, Merowig and 
Hilperic, and to go back to times almost pre- 
Gallic and certainly ante-French. ‘‘Frede- 
gonde’’ is archaic, and has not received 
enough of the breath of life to last long on 
its native stage, and I think it will never 
cross the water. 

A pleasant comparison, yet not less flatter- 
ing to my local pride, is that which I have 
been able to make between the orchestral 
concert conducted by Lamoureux at the 
Cirque d’Eté and our own Audi- 
torium -concerts under Theodore Thom- 
as. If I give the program HI have 
just heard it will speak for the 
excellent quality of the music, and I must 
add that each number was accompanied by 
literary comments such as we are accus- 
tomed to on the Thomas concert programs.

quaint cantata by Bach was exquisite; the 
Siegtried Idyll held the audience rapt and 
hushed: and the Tannhiuser overture, while 
a little differently rendered from Mr. Thom- 
as’ manner, was, as always, interesting, and 
the audiencé, among which were many for- 
eigners, was enthusiastic to the last. 

The director and musicians were all in 
evening dress, although it was a matinée 


“performance—excepting the forty or fifty 


young women in the chorus, who wore plain 
black dresses, sometimes with a little color 
at the throat. Many men in the audience 
kept their hats on. The ushers were all 
wemen, who wore white muslin caps and 
bustled about with footstools (at 20 centimes 
extra). There were soldiers, or perhaps only 
guards, standing all about the house, as 
though they momentarily expected an 
emeute, or at least a. dispute—and the same 
were to be seen at the opera. But these 
minor details are matters of taste.

Hence the power of 
photographing skeletons and metallic ob- 
jects inside of flesh, wood, or leather, 

The Crooke tube used is arranged like the 
lens in an ordinary camera, the induction 
coil—that is, the wire over which the elec 
tricity passes into the tube—running froma 
small storage battery arranged in the cam 
era, and at the rear of the tube. Then over 
the end of the tube from which the heat 
rays are focused a heavy cloth is thrown ia 
such a manner as to clearly outline the tubes 
end, enabling the operator to focus the rays 
without difficulty. Thus it will be seen that 
the photograph is taken through this heavy 
cloth, as well as the substance surro

Doré’s position as an artist is thus summed 
up by C. H. Stranahan in his “History of 


‘‘He is considered of the French school, 
is of such ingenious invention, such 
varied subject, such versatile thought, such 
such grotesque 
humor, such erratic plan, such weird imag- 
ination! such prolific production, and withal 
so unlike others of the French school in 
that importance he gave to light and shade, 
in his absence of the color sense, in his inde- 
pendence of academic technique, in his dis- 
regard of the Freneh fondness for the pret- 
ty, and especially in his inculcation of a 
moral [for which he acquired the sobriquet 
‘Painter-Preacher’ 
while no other than the French could have 
produced him, he is hardly of that school, 
but stands quite by himself.’’ 

In that splendid ‘‘essay’’ on ‘‘Painting in 
France” P..G. Hamerton said of Doré: 

“It has been said that I admire Doré, 
which is very true, but the rumor could not

Gustave Doré 
is a man of most extraordinary endow- 
ment; no artist except Dietrich ever had 
stronger assimilative power, 
his immense borrowings from others he has 
a great fund of purely original resource.

“Doré has always had an ambition to be a 
painter, and has rented for years two large 
studios in Paris, which are crowded with 
canvases; and although his work in oil has 
never been much liked by the public, he has 
found in the doing of it a refreshment after 
his exhausting labors as a designer on wood. 
If he could succeed as a painter it would ren- 
ovate and save him. The best pictures of 
Doré that I haye seen are the ‘Famille du 
Saltimbanque’ and the ‘Neophyte.’ This 
last picture was exhibited in the salon of 
1868, and represented a young monk seated 
among his brethren and visibly new to his 
position. The conception of the subject was 
strikingly vivid, and the execution vigorous 
and frank. Many of this artist's landscapes 
are finely conceived, but these are never exe- 
cuted with sufficient delicacy to be satis- 
factory.”’ 

In “Contemporary Art in Europe” S. W. G. 
Benjamin says of Doré: 

“To criticise his paintings, to dissect them 
until nothing is left, to show that the draw- 
ing is often defective, the coloring often un- 
natural, would bean easy task. But it is not 
SO easy to explain away the profound im- 
pression they produce, or the conviction they 
sive us that here is a mind standing alone in 
Paris—a mind Teutonic rather than French 
in its character, looking not so much on the 
surface of things as at what is hidden under- 
neath, studying the moral of life; a French 
Albert Diirer, to whom existence is less a 
comedy than a tragedy.” 

,Jarves’ “Art Thoughts,” written when 
Doré was at the zenith of his powers, con- 
tains the following: 

“It is hazardous to undertake to analyze 
the gift of a man who at only 32 years of 
age has made nearly 50,000 designs and won 
universal fame, who is cosmopolitan in 
his choice of subjects, as familiar with the 
great writers of England, Germany, Italy, 
and Spain as with his own, and finally laid 
the whole Orient under contribution by illus- 
trating anew for the nineteenth century the 
Bible. If the predominant trait of Dela- 
croix was physical force that of Dore is 
fiendish horror. That which devils most 
enjoy he most heartily depicts. Added to 
this is a fecundity of invention and a dark- 
some flow of creative invention which places 
him the foremost of kis kind. ... Fra 
Angelico could not paint a devil: Doré can- 
not draw a saint. His ilustrations of the 
Bible are a record of his strongest and weak- 
est qualities. He is not many-sided. But 
in his own wide field, including the darker 
aspect of creation, natural, and supernal, 
and up toa certain point in the picturesque 
and sublime in realistic action he is supreme. 
The most and almost sole humane sympathy 
he exhibits is a certain liking for children, 
but this only in their dubious sports. " 
Doré’s artis great. Is it good? It need not 
be Christian in nicé sense to be this, but it 
must De natural, truthful, and humane. It 
should@have also the instinct of the beautiful. 
Dore's art has almost none of these qualities. 
Much of it is heartless, sensual, and per- 
verse. its general tendency is to deepen 
and strengthen those proclivities of the 
French school which most require pruning 
and reforming.

“The Dream of Pilate’s Wife.” Height, 
10 feet; width, 15 feet. Painted 1873-'74. The 
dreamer is shown descending a flight of 
stairs from her chamber, guided by an angel, 
who is watching her footsteps. The Christ 
is the central figure of the vision, and the 
brutality and cruelty of his guards, accus- 
ers, and murderers are softened, under the 
magic of a dream, into sorrow and repent- 
ance. The prisoners in the fortress hard by 
stretch forth their hands as the chains fal} 
from them. The little band of Galilean fish- 
ermen press near to their Lord, and behind 
them a long procession of saints, martyrs, 
conquerors, royal converts, bishops, monks, 
knights, and crusaders stretch on and on to 
the far end of time.

The divine figure is surrounded by an arch 
of shadowy light, symbolizing the presence 
of hope, even in the “Vale of Tears.’’ The 
middle and foreground are filled with a great 
number of typical figures, representing the 
‘weary’ and “heavy laden’’ ones of the 
earth, from king to beggar.

John the Baptist or 
Bernard could only reach men within 
voice range. For a hearing they must 
rely on antecedent sympathy. Nowadays 
the prophet pours his burden straight into 
the ears of nations, and for audience de- 
pends on his skill to catch the curious eye 
of ‘the journal reader. There is no visible 
_golidarity in his congregation. He is as one 
that commits a message to the winds or 
floods. One knows not what shores may en- 
tertain his thoughts, nor what influence may 
bear them on. Such a vocation is indeed

LTHOUGH as yet rational dress has 
A not met with such general acceptance 
at the hands—or should we say legs— 
of Australian women as with their French 
and American sisters, still, as readers of the 
Sketch have been informed from time to 
time, there are daring spirits among them 
who do not hesitate to boldly adopt the bifur- 
eated garb and flaunt it in the eyes of the 
public. The picnic at which a number of 
Melbourne women figured in male costume 
and lived for a day or two, after the mascu- 
line fashion, in tents, has been illustrated 
in this journal, and readers have also been 
presented with the Australian rationalized 
female as she appears on the bicycle. Here 
is a picture of the Australian girl in a new 
role, that of riding horseback, man-like, clad 
in the double-barreled garment. The young 
lady in question is an art student at the 
Melbourne National Gallery, and, with her 
brother, she rode 300 miles in ten days 
through Gippsland, one of the roughest and 
most sparsely populated portions of Victo- 
ria, where traveling is long and tiresome, 
the country mountainous, densely timbered, 
and picturesque, and convenient halting 
places are few. The young lady is enthusi- 
astic in praise of the gational dress and the 
greater comfort to be derived from its use, 
and, consequently, the more sensibly bal- 
anced position ef the rider on horseback, as 


‘compared with the cumbrous habit and un- 


gainly attitude which an unkind custom 
hath invented to mitigate the pleasure of 
horse-riding for women. 

While some of the women of Melbourne are 
thus engaged in a vigorous fight for the 
knickerbockers others are waging deadly 
war against these ‘‘abominations,”’ and they 
have succeeded in inducing the Victorian 
Cycling Tourists’ club to strictly prohibit 
the use of rational dress among its lady 
members. The club is composed of male 
and female wheelists, and the wearing of 
the rational dress by a few members was 
felt to be subversive of perfect peace and 
pleasure, because those who strongly ob- 
jected to the garb were forced to ride with 
the stronger-minded females and thus incur 
the ridicule of a public not yet accustomed 
to the new dress and a suspicion that they 
approved of women riding in this fashion. 
So an agitation was set on foot to rigidly 
suppress these-rationalized females, with 
the result that the following resolution was 
almost unanimously carried by the club: 
“That the action of the committee in pro- 
posing to pass a by-law to the effect that 
lady members of the club be prohibited from 
wearing the rational dress on club runs be 
approved and confirmed.” The general male 
objection seemed to be summed up by one 
tember, thusly: “In the case of the ma- 
jority of women knickerbockers simply 
brought to light all that was least sightly 
in women.” And, seemingly, in the interests 
of poetry, sentiment, and worship of the fe- 
male form divine, these Melbourne male 
cyclists decided that the skirt should re- 
main, for they had evidently found by ex- 
‘perience that the rational dress uncovered 
a multitude of deficiencies in the female 
structure which, in skirts, they suspected

THREE AMERICANS WHO ARE IN THE 
LEGION OF HONOR. 


They Are Simon Newcomb,Astronomer 
and Mathematician; Alexander 
Agassiz, the Naturalist, and Henry 
Augustus Rowland, the Physicist— 
Why These Men Have Gained the 
Eminence Which Entities Them to 
Such Recognition in France. 


The French Institute is 100 years old. It 
celebrated the dawn of its centennial year 
by the appointment of several men, who 
have gained eminence in various fields of 
usefulness, to membership or office in the 
Legion of Honor. Famous sons of France 
were not alone in receiving this high honor. 
Among the number decorated as officers of 
the Legion of Honor were three Americans— 
Simon Newcomb, the astronomer and math- 
ematician; Alexander Agassiz, the natural- 
ist; and Henry Augustus Rowland, the 
physicist. 


Simon Newcomb’s Life. 

Simon Newcomb was born in Wallace, N. 
S., March 12, 1835. His father was ateacher 
of American descent. Simon was the oldest 
son. After being educated by his father he 
taught school for some time. He came to 
the United States in 1853: From 1854 to 1856 
he taught school in Maryland. In 1857 he 
was appointed computer of the ‘Nautical 
Almanac,” then published in Cambridge, 
Mass. He entered the Lawrence Scientific 
School and was graduated in 1858, but 
continued for three years as graduate 
student. In 1861 he was made pro- 
fessor of mathematics in the United 
States navy, and assigned to duty at the 
Naval Observatory, Washington. He ne- 
gotiated the contract for the 26-inch equa- 
torial telescope authorized by Congress, su- 
pervised its construction, and planned the 
tower and dome in which it is mounted. 

Prof. Newcomb has had charge of various 
expeditions for astronomical research, In 
1884 he became professor of mathematics 
and astronomy in Johns Hopkins, where he 
bas charge of the graduate work in astrono- 
my. He examined the glass of the great 
Lick telescope and its mounting before its 
acceptance by the trustees. 

The results of his scientific work have been 
published in more than 100 papers and es- 
says. His work has been mainly in math- 
ematical astronomy of the solar system. 
He has received the degree of LL. D from 
Columbian University of Washington, from 
Yale, from Harvard, and from Columbia 
College. The University of Leyden in 1875 
gave him the degree of master of mathemat- 
ics and doctor of natural philosophy. From 
the University of Heidelberg in 1886 he re- 
ceived the degree of Ph. D. He has received 
gold medals from the English Royal As- 
tronomical Society and from the University 
of Leyden. He holds honorary or corre- 
sponding relations to nearly all the Eu- 
ropean academies of science. His scientific 
hooks include ‘“‘Popular Astronomy” (157%), 
republished in England and translated into 
German: and a long series of text-books in 
mathematics and political economy. 

Prof. Newcomb himself always speaks of 
astronomy as his profession and of political 
economy as his recreation. 

Career of Alexander Agassiz. 

Alexander Agassiz, the only son of Louis 
Agassiz by his first wife, was born in 
Neuchatel, Switzerland, Dec. 17, 18535. He 
followed his father to the United States in 
1849. After coming here he prepared for 
Harvard, from whiclf college he was gradu- 
ated in 1855. He stu@ied for a while in other 
schools and taught in his father’s school for 
young ladies. He went to California in 1859 
as an assistant on the coast survey, and was 
engaged on the northwestern boundary. In 
1860 he returned to Cambridge and became 
assistant in zodjlogy at the museum, taking 
full charge in 1865 during his father’s ab- 
sence in Brazil. He next engaged in coal 
mining in Pennsylvania, and later in copper 
mining in the Lake Superior region, where 
he remained until 1869. He developed the 
Calumet and Hecla mines until they became 
the most successful copper mines,in the 
world, and from the wealth they brought 
him he has made gifts to Harvard amount- 
ing to over $500,000. 

During 1869 and ’70 he visited all the prin- 
cipal museums of Europe. Upon the death 
of his father in 1874 he was made curator of 
the Cambridge Museum, a position he held 
till 1885, resigning on account of poor health. 
He has served on various investigating ex- 
peditions in both North and South America. 
He was for several years a fellow and an 
overseer of Harvard College. He is a mem- 
ber of numerous scientific societies of Amer- 
ica and Europe. His publications have been 
numerous and varied. It has been said he 
‘is the best authority in the world on cer- 
tain forms of marine life.” 

Henry Augustus Rowland. 

Henry Augustus Rowland, the second of 
the name, was born in Honesdale, Pa., Nov. 
27, 1848. He is the son of a noted Presby- 
terian clergyman. He was graduated as a 
civil engineer from Rensselaer Polytechnic

Chicago Foundlings’ Home, No. 114 

South Wood street, was founded by 

Dr. George E. Shipman, and today 

that institution, which has rescued 
from death and placed in pleasant homes 
thousands of the tiny wards of charity, has 
a quarter centennial anniversary without a 
celebration. 

At the outset, in 1871, the daily chronicle 
of the events connected with the work was 
called “‘Faith’s Record’’—an apt title for the 
doings of anenterprise that was of the nature 
of an experiment, af enterprise that was 
groping in the dark for methods of work, 
for means of support, for the sanction and 
support of the public. The home was an 
idea that grew out of the observations of 
Dr. Shipman in his practice. He began in 
a humble, private way, with a slender 
pocketbook of his own and the prejudice of 
the people agaimgt him to such an extent 
that it was difficwt for him to get the neces- 
sary money for the support of the little tots

Today the records of the institution are 
still “‘Faith’s Record’’—the title of the doc- 
tor’s diary having become the name of the 
monthly publication of the home. Dr. Ship- 
man has passed away, but his widow has 
fallen heir to his legacy of duties and re- 
sponsibilities and is still at the head of the 
institution. The methods of the home are 
no longer uncertain—they are clearly de- 
fined and. fixed. But the means of support 
are still as nebulous, as uncertain, as much 
a matter of faith and hope as ever. 

The institution has a couple of buildings 
admirably located and well equipped for its 
work. But it has scarcely a dollar of en- 
dowment. It will not beg a cent, directly or 
indirectly. It runs on the principle that 
those who are in sympathy with the aim and 
purpose of the home will furnish the means 
for its support, and, as Mrs. Shipman puts 
it, Providence has kindly watched over the 
foundlings. The city remits the taxes on the 
property, a local company supplies the need- 


ed ice, an association of ladies by means of.

The rest comes in in dimes 
and dollars, without solicitation, and is re- 
ceived with thanks.

The home soon found itself 
long on children and short on cash. It had 
intended to provide only for the children the 
doctor picked up in his rounds as a physi- 
cian. But the first week after the publica- 
tion of the account of the new movement 
fifteen babies were left at the doctor’s door. 
The avidity with which people sought to re- 
ieve themselves of their superfluous babies 
made enemies for the home. The public 
thought and said that Dr. Shipman was 
putting a premium on vice and shiftless- 
ness—the city would be better without the 
institution. 

But Dr. Shipman did not think so, and he 
persevered in his efforts. His home was 
a queer place. He had a vestibule built at 
the front door, and to the right as one en- 
tered was a shelf. knee high. On this was 
a crib, made of an old champagne basket 
stuffed and draped, for the children. The 
hall was bare, and so were the stairs. The 
front parlor was empty. The rest of the 
house was scantily furnished with second- 
hand articles.

Brass Hurts the Ses. ? 


URIOUS and unprecedented is the new 
(7 disease which is confined almost ex- 

clusively to street car conductors, and 
is opthalmic in its nature. It has not re- 
ceived a name as yet—that is, not a big long 
Latin name, to be printed in italics in the 
medical magazines, but the physicians of 
New York know it simply as “conductors’ 
eyes” and “‘brass eyes.” 

Dr. Vanseltine of West Ninety-seventh 
street, has an extensive practice among the 
conductors, drivers, and gripmen of the 
Metropolitan Traction company on the West 
Side. The doctor noticed six months ago 
that quite a number of his patients were suf- 
fering from a violent inflammation of the 
eyes.

cutting of the Nicaragua Canal constitute 
one of the greatest revolution$ in the world’s 
history.”’ 

Thus confidently does Mr. Archibald Ross 
Colquhoun, the English engineer, politician, 
and author deal with the Nicaragua Canal 
project in the opening sentence of his bulky 
volumé on that subject, entitled, ‘“The Key 
of the Pacific.” Mr. Colquhoun was the first 
administrator of Mashonaland, was former- 
ly a Deputy Commissioner in Burmah, has 
been a special correspondent of the London 
Times in the Far East, in South Africa, and 
more recently in Central America, and hoids 
a high place as a civil engineer in the Royal 
Geographical Society, of which he is a mem- 
ber. His judgment as a thinking and ex- 
perienced Englishman is therefore of value, 
and his book is by far the most exhaustive 
and succinct in its conclusions that has yet 
been evoked by the great Nicaragua project. 

“The Nicaragua Canal is a necessity of the 
time and cannot be long delayed,” says Mr. 
Colquhoun. The Panama project he dis- 
misses after a brief recital of its disastrous 
history and a demonstration of the insuper- 
able nature of the obstacle encountered in 
the fioods of the Chagres River. Mr. Col- 
quhoun traversed the lines of both the Pan- 
ama and the Nicaragua Canals in the spring 
of 1895—except that he confesses‘to having 
omitted Corinto from his itinerary on ac- 
count of a temporary lack of love for En- 
glishmen at that point owing to the Corinto 
incident. The result of his studies and in- 
vestigations has been to make him an en- 
thusiastic, insistent, and consistent advo- 
cate of the Nicaragua route as the only 
feasible one. He is convinced that the com- 
mercial interests of both Great Britain and 
the United States imperatively demand the 
building of the canal, and that the work 
must be done under the auspices of the 
United States. Yet he admits in his preface 
that the facts he has gathered “point with 
irresistible force the lesson that, with in- 
creased competition with the United States 
in the Far East as the fnevitable result of 
the opening of the Nicaragua Canal, we 
shall have to bestir ourselves if we wish to 
maintain our commercial supremacy.” 

One of the curious facts which Mr. Col- 
quhoun brings out in connection with the 
Panama fiasco is the statement of De Les- 
seps himself that “it was very clear the 
Nicaragua Canal was the best of canals 
with locks, if one were compelled tod adopt 
that system.’’ As De Lesseps had to aban- 
don his notion of a sea level canal early in his 
enterprise this places him on record squarely 
against his own project. Mr. Colquhoun’s 
investigations have led him to the general 
conclusion that, even if a lock canal at Pan- 
ama were feasible—which it is not, on ac- 
count of the Chagres floods—not more than 
one-third of the total work required has yet 
been accomplished, and the other two-thirds 
would involve a genuine expenditure of 
largely over $200,000,000, or one-third more 
than the whole Nicaragua enterprise. 


Three Greatest Difficulties. 


Assuming the ultimate construction of 
the Nicaragua Canal as a foregone conclu- 
sion, and brushing aside the temporary de- 
lays in the passage of the necessary bill 
through Congress,,Mr. Colquhoun proceeds 
to analyzé the whole 170 miles of the canal 
route, step by step, pronouncing upon the 
difficulties that beset the way. The only 
serious ones he finds are the Ochoa dam, 
the Great Divide, and the Greytown har- 
bor. None of these is insurmountable, 
though Mr. Colquhoun admits that the 
shifting sands that threaten the.Greytown 
Harbor are the most treacherous enemy of 
the enterprise. “Considering everything,”’ 
he says, “I believe this creation of a harbor 
at Greytown to be the weakest feature in 
the whole canal scheme, and one that re- 
quires further serious consideration.”’ 

The fact that the Greytown harbor is now 
a lagoon, with only enough of the San Juan 
waters discharging into it to fill it with silt 
and sand and not enough to scour it or op- 
erate jetties, creates the most difficult prob- 
lem of all—one vastly more serious than the 
328 feet of solid rock to be cut through at 
the Great Divide. Curiously enough, this 
difficulty is of recent growth. ‘The harbor 
at Greytown,” says Mr. Colquhoun, ‘‘about 
the year 1833 was still one of the finest har- 
bors along the Caribbean coast, and some 
thirty-five years ago, was yet. a good and 
safe port. But abouts 1860 the: harbor be- 
came a lagoon, separated by a sand bank 
from the sea.”” Mr. Colquhoun should add 
five years to his last statement, as many 
persons can recall seeing an Italian brig 
and another vessel imprisoned in the lagoon 
in 1865. 

Not the least interesting point brought out 
by the author in regard to this Greytown 
harbor problem and the necessity of turn- 
ing back the San Juan from the Brazos Colo- 
rado mouth into its old channel is the part 
which the buccaneers played in the matter 
two centuries or more ago. There is a cur- 
rent legend in Greytown that the buccaneers 
of the Spanish main uged to run up the river 
beyond the present impassable rapids. Mr. 
Colquhoun’s narrative confirms this story 
by relating how the Nicaraguan settlers in 
the seventeenth century purposely made 
the rapids more difficult in order to exclude 
the robbers, and deliberately opened the 
mouth of the Brazos Colorado, thus in course 
of time changing the channel and ruining 
the harbor of their own town. 

The two other difficulties of greatest mo- 
ment are the: deep cut at the Great Divide 


and the high dam at Ochoa. But the prox- ; 


imity of the one to the.other will largely 
counteract the difficulties of each. The 
rock excavated from the cut can be utilized 
in constructing the dam. However, Mr. 
Colquhoun says: 

“The Great Divide is one of the three prob- 
lems presenting any doubt whatever as to 
their entire practicability on the plans pro- 
posed. The stupendous character of this 
work will be apparent from the fact that 


y with the section proposed a probable total 


of about 12,000,000 cubic yards will have to 
be excavated and removed from a trench 
less than three miles long at an average 
depth of 141 feet and a maximum of 328 
feet. The Western Divide is insignificant 
in comparison, for, though it contains near- 
ly as much excavation, it will occur in a 
length of nine miles, with the greatest depth 
only seventy-two feet.”’ 

Mr. Colquhoun pronounces the existing 
plans for this cut to be sound and practica- 
ble, except that he considers the walls too 
nearly vertical, involving danger of col- 
lapse on account of their treacherous vol- 
canic nature. He adds: “In my opinion 
Maj. Dutton’s view as to the necessity of 
further borings is quite justified, and the 
slip which has occurred in the Corinth 
Canal emphasizes this view, setting aside 
the Panama-Culebra disaster, where no 
borings had been made.”’ 

Chicago’s Influence Felt. 

Among the reasons he emphasizes for re- 
garding this rock-cut as entirely practicable 
are those set forth by Engineer Menocal— 
the healthfulnmess of the locality, perfect 
drainage, abundant water for domestic uses, 
and the presence close at hand on both sides 
of the ridge of an inexhaustible water power 
for the economical operation of all the ma- 
chinery required to do the work. But the 
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cumstances—especially the climate, its de- 
bilitating character generally, and the ex- 
cessive rainfall on the eastern side, the vol- 
canic question—the difficulties as regards 
labor,” he says, “‘I am inclined to think that 
$150,000,000 in genuine expenditure on the 
work will be found nearer the mark than the 
present estimate. In the matter of main- 
tenance, too, the same considerations apply, 
and the necessary expenditure will prove, 
I believe, to be more than seems to be an- 
ticipated. The cost at Nicaragua, assumed 
to be $1,800,000, will probably be not less 
than $2,000,000 a year, but it would be un- 
wise to speak positively on this subject.” 

Summing up his whole argument on the 
engineering problem the author comes to 
the following conclusions: 

That Nicaragua is free from the obstacles 
met with in other localities—namely: High 
elevations requiring tunneling, or high sum- 
mit levels requiring an impossible number 
of locks, or torrential streams which cannot 
be controlled within reasonable limits. 

That the route chosen by the existing com- 
panies is the best, involving a smaller cost 
and affording a wider channel than any other 
route suggested. 

That the plan of arresting the floods in 
large basins and spilling them over weirs 
of great length, or through many sluices of 
large capacity, solves admirably the whole 
flood problem. 

That it has the advantage over Panama of 
being a fresh water canal, with an admirable 
natural reservoir—the lake; it passes through 
a region offering prospects of great devel- 
opment, free from the marshy soil, the over- 
powering heat, and the unhealthy climate 
of Panama: there is no Chagres River prob- 
lem, and the divide stands in a different cat- 
egory from that of the Culebra at Panama; 
and, though the problem of a ship canal 
with locks in a tropical country, where the 
feeding streams are subject to sudden and 
violent floods, has to be faced, it exists ina 
much lesser degree and forms a new en- 
gineering problem. 

That the inexhaustible water power avail- 
able is invaluable, while the material from 
the cuts is useful for the dams, embank- 
ments, locks, and breakwaters. 

That the works on the Atlantic side are by 
far the most difficult, less on account of their 
magnitude than by reason of the climate 
and rainfall. 

That the only serious difficulties are the 
Ochoa dam, the Great Divide, and the Grey- 
town harbor, none of them, however, insur- 
mountable. 

That the engineering difficulties can be 
successfully dealt with by the proposed 
plans, with certain modifications already in- 
dicated, at a cost of about. £30,000,000 ster- 
ling: that a large margin for contingencies 
beyond the present estimate should be al- 
lowed: and that the time -allowed for com- 
pletion—six years—is sufficient. 


Drainage Canal Compared. 


After some interesting historical chapters 
and an account of the people and institutions 
of Nicaragua, the author launches out upon 
‘‘The Demand of the Age: Ship Canals,” in 
the course of which he recapitulates all the 
modern canal enterprises, among them that 
of Chicago, which he insists on considering 
in the light of a ship canal ultimately to be 
opened to the gulf. He correctly states the 
cost of the present enterprise at $30,000,000, 
but errs in calling it the first forty miles in- 
stead of thirty. 

“The Chicago Canal,” he continues, “in- 
volves 90 per cent of the rock and 67 per cent 
of the earth excavation needed at Nicara- 
gua, while other work which is to follow will 
raise the quantities to about the same for 
both rock and earth. When a sixteen feet 
depth has been carried through to theMissis- 
sippi the quantities will stand approximately 
the same for rock and double as to earth, 
with bridge, dock, and property items in ex- 
cess of Nicaragua, and lockage problems 
and dams very nearly two-thirds. 

“Tt will be seen, therefore, that the amount 
of work on the Nicaragua Canal does not 
greatly exceed what is being undertaken in 
the State of lllinois, and this on a work of 
which more than half the cost is defrayed by 
the local government of Chicago, or, to: be 
perfectly accurate, by that of the drainage 
district.”’ 

Mr. Colquhoun was in Nicaragua during 
the Corinto incident, and found himself 
angrily invited by a Nicaragua paper to re- 
turn by the way he had come. “I was as- 
tounded,”” he writes, “‘to find that the im- 
pression obtained that England was moving 
in Nicaragua in order to secure control over 
the Nicaragua Canal. I found it vain to at- 
tempt to assert that the sentiment in Britain 
was that we had, as the premier shipping 
nation, everything to gain and nothing to 
lose by the construction of the canal under 
the auspices of the United States.’’ Mr. 
Colquhoun believes, however, that ‘the Ni- 
caragua incident cleared the air, and was 
useful as a practical exposition of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. It has been made evident that 
the position of the United States is not that 
of an involuntary power whose armed force 
is to be at the beck and call of any American 
State that may find itself in need of aid.”’ 
But the admission which follows, coming 
from a British subject of Mr. Colquhoun’s 
standing, is probably more significant now 
than its author imagined when he penned it: 

“The Venezuela qtestion,,it must be men- 
tioned here, stands in altogether a different 
position, and approaches closely if it does 
not actually come within, the sphere of the 
Monroe doctrine.”’ 

The author’s opinion in regard to con- 
struction and control of the canal is that it 
should be built by the United States and 
neutralized—that the time hasgone by when 
such a highway could be controlled by a sin- 
gle power. He says: “The tendency to 
treat international waterways as highways 
of the world’s commerce has become irre- 
sistible. The considerations by which this 
result has been brought about apply with 
special force to the Nicaragua Canal. The 
true policy of the United States, as well as 
of all nations, is to neutralize it, by a general 
agreement that its use shall never be ob- 
structed, either in war or in peace, and that 
it shall never. be made the object or the thea- 
ter of hostilities.”’ 


Advantages Summed Up. 


The Englishman’s enthusiasm leads him 
to say: “Even if it be conceded (which I by 
no means do) that for the first few years 
after opening the canal may not prove a 
great financial success it would meet its re- 
ward in the stimulus which it would give to 
existing trade and by the creation of an en- 
tirely new commerce between the Atlantic 
States and the Far East. The canal will 
complete a perfect equatorial belt of naviga- 
tion around the world through the gateways 
of Suez and Nicaragua.” 

Mr. Colquhoun’s conclusions on the Nicar- 
agua Canal in brief are as follows: 

It will render greater service to the New 
World than the Suez Canal does to the Old. 

It will bring Japan, China, Australasia, 
and part of Malaysia nearer to the Atlantic 
cities of the United States than they arenow 
to England. 

It will benefit America in an infinitely 
greate egree than it will Europe, which 
will only use the canal in trading with the 
Pacific littoral of the two Americas, the 
Routh Sea Islands, and possibly New Zeal- 
and. 

It will divert little or no European traffic 
from the Suez Canal. 

It will give an immense impulse to United 
States manufactures, especially cotton and 
iron, and will greatly- stimulate the ship- 
building industry and the development of 
the naval power of the United States. 

It will cost more than the estimates show, 
but it will have a traffic greater than is usu- 
ally admitted. 

In the interests of the world it must be 
neutralized, and the true policy of the United 
States is to forward that end and thus make 
of this international highway a powerful 
factor for the preservation of peace. 

“I believe that the canal can be made,”’ 
says Mr. Colquhoun in his concluding lines, 
“and that, long hindered by political diffi- 
culties alone, it will now be carried out un- 
der the auspices of the United States Gov- 
ernment. The canal is a necessity of the 
age, and were the cost double what I esti- 
mate it to be the immense benefits certain 
to result would amply justify its execution. 
It will bind together the remote sections of 
that immense country, assimilate its diverse 
interests, go far toward solving many diffi- 
cult problems, and make the United States 
still more united.

RETRENCHMENT THE CRY AT OMAHA, 


Ex-Senator Mandersop Urged to Become a 
City Council Member, 

Omaha, Neb., Jan. 15.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence.}—The suggestion that ex-Senator 
Manderson and. Mr. Herman Kountze be 
elected to fill vacancies in the City Council 
is but a mere incident of the agitation now 
being made in this city looking to radical 
measures of retrenchment in municipal af- 
fairs. The Republican majority of the Coun- 
cil caucused on Saturday eVening, and the 
sole question under consideration was the 
filing of these vacancies. Nearly fifty bal- 
lots were taken. Word was received from 
Messrs. Manderson and Kountze that they 
could not subject therfiselves to the peremp- 
tory orders of the Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
Council. Then it was suggested that the 
vacancies be not filled. No decision was 
reached. . 

The recent municipal campaign was large- 
ly fought on the issue of retrenchment in all 
departments of city government. The citi- 
zens’ movement in combination with the 
Democrats was born of a desire to cut down 
expenses and to punish recreant officers and 
put men of higher integrity in office. Op- 
posed to the Citizens’ ticket was the Repub- 
lican machine in power combined with every 
corporation doing business in and with the 
city. The citizens nominated thoroughb-go- 
ing business-men for the Council. The 'Re- 
publicans nominated some good men and 
some inferior men. The Republicans won. 

Since the election the impression has be- 
come general that the corporations would 
organize and control the action of the new 
Council tnstalfed in office last week upon 
every important issue. Leading business- 
men and heavy property-owners view thé 
situation with alarm. They say some move- 
ment on the part of Omaha’s best citizenship 
must be inaugurated to hold in check the 
Council majority. A meeting was called in 
the parlors of the First National Bank about 
two weeks ago, to which heavy propetty- 
owners and Mayor-elect W. J. Broatch were 


Yinvited. The situation was canvassed. It 


was asserted that the time had come for cuit- 
ting down, the expenses of city government 
to a figure not greater than the prospective 
income for 1896. 

It was shown that the monthly appropria- 
tion sheet cailed for an expenditure of $30.- 
000, or $360,000 annually. It was also shown 
that the interest payments on the bonded 
debt of the city would require ho less than 
$150,000 during the year. It was further 
made plain that the finances of the School 
Board were not in good condition; that there 
was $82,000 outstanding in warrants which 
could not be redeemed until the liquor li- 
cense money should be paid in for this year. 
The license fund, it was estimated, would 
not exceed $150,000, whereas in years past it 
had reached $250,000. perannum. It was evi- 
dent that the levy for school purposes must 
be materially increased and that expensive 
fads now indulged in by the School Board, 
much of the same character as those in Chi- 
cago against which THE TRIBUNE has long 
protested, must be done away with in Oma- 
ha; that high salaries must be cut down: 
that the school term must be shortened: and 
that other unnecessary expenses must be 
obviated in order that the levy for school 
purposes may be kept down to the minimum. 

It was the consensus of opinion among the 
men who attended this meeting that the ex- 
penses of city government could readily be 
reduced to come within the prospective in- 
come. This income has been also impaired 
by the shrinkage in property values, the 
total assessment for last year being in the 
neighborhood of $19,000,000, which, under 
the methods in vogue in this State, repre- 
sents about one-tenth of the actual value of 
property in Omaha. The effort now made is 
aS the levy for city purposes to 88 
roills. 

Mayor-elect Broatch expressed himself as 
being in full sympathy with the business- 
men of the meeting. He pledged himself and 
the incoming Council to a policy of re- 
trenchment and cotperation with the tax- 
payers of Omaha. A mass-meeting was sug- 
gested and called to meet on last Wednesday 
night. Men of large property interests at- 
tended and spoke with earnestness on the 
imperative demand for retrenchment. 

It was here that ex-Senator Manderson 
suggested that many municipal offices be 
filled by leading citizens who would not draw 
pay when they did not perform the needless 
duties of such offices. This was in response 
~ Saute Eee there-are some Offi- 
cials and many subordinates on ay-rolls 
of the city whose duties might age Ay shifted 
to other departments without injury to the 
public service. It was the sense of this méet- 
ing that the City of Omaha is amply able to 
meet every necessary expense of city gov- 
ernment and to pay the interest on the pub- 
lic debt as fastasitmayaccrue. It was also 
the unanimous view of those who spoke that 
many thousands of dollars have been wasted 
by the various departments of city govern-
